1.  No  timber  shall  be  cut  from  oflf  any  pirtion  of 
the  Indian  Lands  Known  as  the  Cau^hnawagi 
Reserve,  occupied  by  indivilual  members  of  the 
Band,  excepting  such  as  may  be  required  by  the 
occupants  of  such  lands  for  their  own  use  on  the 
premises. 

2.  Any  infraction  of  the  foregoing  Regulation 
shall  subject  the  parties  convicted  thereof  to  a  foi- 
fe'.ture  of  tlie  timber  cut,  and  lo  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  lor 
each  such  ofience. 

3.  Any  timber  forfeited  under  the  preceding  Re- 
gulations, shall  be  handed  ovt  r  to  the  occupant  of 
tlie  land  from  which  it  was  tiken,  and  the  amount 
of  the  fine  paid  shall  be  earned  to  the  credit  of  the 
funds  of  the  Band.

Of  all  which  our  loving  subjects  and  all  others  to 
whom  these  presents  may  come,  or  whom  the  same 
may,  in  any  wise,  concern,  arc  hereby  required  to 
take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

Tn  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these  Our 
Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  Canada  to  be  hereunto  affixed.  Witness,  Our 
Right  Trusty  and  Well  Beloved  Cousin  and  Coun- 
cillor the  Right  Honorable  Sir  Frederic  Temple, 
Earl  of  Dufferin,  Viscount  and  Baron  Claude- 
boye  of  Clandeboye,  in  the  County  Down,  in 
the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Baron 
Dufferin  and  Clardeboye  of  Ballyleidy  and  Kil- 
leleagh,  in  the  County  Down,  in  the  Peerage  of 
Ireland,  and  a  Baronet,  Knight  of  Our  Most 
Illustrious  Order  of  Saint  Patrick,  and  Knight 
Commander  of  Our  Most  Honorable  Order  of  the 
Bath,  Governor  General  of  Canada,  and  Vice- 
Admiral  of  the  same  :

GENERAL  CONVENTION"  BETWEEN  THE  GOVERN- 
MENTS. OF  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  OF  TUNIS. 

Signedin  the  English  and  Arabic  languages,  July  19, 1875. 

The  Government  of  ffer  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
His  Most  Serena  Highness  Mohammed  Essaddock 
B-y  Lord  of  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  being  ilesirous 
to  maintain  and  improve  the  relations  of  friendship 
a-^d  commerce  which  have  long  subsisted  between 
them  and  between  British  and  Tunisian  subjects, 
have  resolved  to  proceed  to  a  revision  and  improve 
ment  of  the  Treaties  subsisting  between  the  respect- 
ive countries,  in  consequence  of  which  the  following 
stipulations  have  been  entered  into  and  concluded 
between  His  Most  Serene  Highness  the  Bey,  and 
Richard  Wood,  Esquire,  Companion  of  the  Most 
Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  Majesty's  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  duly  authorized  to  that  effect. 

ARTICLE  1. 

Her  Ma,jesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  may  appoint,  besides  her 
Political  Agent,  such  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and 
Consular  Agents  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis  as  she  may 
deem  necessary ;  and  such  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls, 
and  Consular  Agents  shall  be  at  liberty  to  reside  in 
any  of  the  seaports  or  cities  of  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
which  they  or  the  British  Government  may  choose 
and  find  most  convenient  for  the  affairs  and  service 
of  Her  Majesty,  and  for  the  assistance  of  her  subjects. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Every  mirk  of  honour  and  respect  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  paid,  and  every  privilege  and  immunity 
allowed  to  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul-General 
accredited  to  His  Highness  the  Bey  which  is  paid  or 
allowed  to  the  Representative  of  any  other  nation 
whatsoever;  and  respect  and  honour  shall  be  shown 
to  the  British  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular 
Agents,  who  shall  reside  in  the  Regency  of  funis. 
Their  houses  and  families  shall  be  safe  and  protected. 
No  one  shall  interfere  with  them,  or  commit  any  act 
of  oppression  or  disrespect  towards  them,  either  by 
word  or  deed ;  and  if  any  one  should  do  so,  the 
Tunisian  authorities  shall  take  immediate  measures 
for  the  punishment  of  the  offender.    The  British 
Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  shall, 
moreover,  continue  to  enjoy,  in  the  most  ample 
sense,  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  which  are 
now  or  may  be  hereafter  accorded  to  the  Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls,   and  Consular  Agents  of  the  most 
favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  British  Agent  and  Consul-General  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  choose  his  own  interpreters,  brokers, 
guards,  and  servants,  either  from  among  the  natives 
or  others.  His  interpreters,  brokers,  guards  and 
servants  shall  be  exempt  from  the  conscription  and 
from  payment  of  any  poll- tax,  forced  contribution 
or  other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  In  like 
manner,  the  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular 
Agents  residing  at  the  Tunisian  ports,  under  the 
orders  of  the  said  Agent  and  Consul-General,  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  choose,  that  is  to  say,  the  Consuls, 
each  one  interpreter,  one  broker,  two  guards,  and 
three  servants ;  the  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular  Agents, 
each  one  interpreter,  one  broker,  and  one  guard,  ana 
two  servants,  not  being  in  the  military  service,  who 
shall  likewise  be  exempt  from  the  conscription,  from 
the  payment  of  any  poll-tax,  forced  contribution,  or 
other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  No  prohibi- 
1  tion  nor  tax  shall  be  put  upon  the  provisions  furni- 
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ture  or  any  other  articles  which  may  com©  to  the 
said  Agent  and  Consul-General,  Consuls  or  Vioe- 
Consuls,  for  their  own  use  and  for  the  use  of  their 
families,  upon  their  delivering  to  the  Officer  of  the 
Customs  a  note  under  their  hand,  specifying  the 
number  of  articles  which  they  shall  require  to  l)e 
passed  on  that  ground;  but  this  privilege  shall  only 
be  accorded  to  Consular  Officers  who  are  not  engaged 
in  trade.  If  the  service  of  their  Sovereign  should 
require  their  attendance  in  their  own  country,  no 
impediment  shall  be  oftered  to  then-  departure,  and  no 
hindrance  shall  be  offered  either  to  themselves  or 
their  servants,  or  in  regard  to  their  property,  but  they 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  go  and  come,  respected  and 
honouied.  If  they  should  depute  another  person  to 
act  for  them  in  their  absence,  they  shall  not  be  pre- 
vented in  any  way  from  so  doing;  nor  shall  the  deputy 
be  prevented  from  acting  in  that  capacity. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shail  be  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce 
between  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
an<i  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  British  merchants  or 
their  agents  and  brokers  shall  be  permitted  to  pur- 
chase at  all  places  within  the  Regency,  whether  for 
the  purposes  of  internal  trade  or  of  exportation,  all 
articles,  without  any  exception  whatsoever,  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  said  Regency  ; 
and  the  purchaser  shall  be  free  to  remove  his  goods, 
when  purchasad,  from  one  place  to  another,  without 
any  attempt  being  made  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Governors  to  interfere  with  them. 


ARTICLE  V. 

In  accordance  with  the  friendship  which  has  at  all 
times  existed  between  the  two  Go?ernments,  His 
Highness  the  Bey  engages  to  protect  British  subjects 
who  may  come  to  his  country  either  for  the  purposes 
of  trade  or  for  travelling.  They  shall  be  free  to  travel 
or  to  reside  in  any  part  of  the  Regency  without  hin- 
drance or  molestation ;  and  they  shall  be  treated 
with  respect,  love,  and  honour.  They  shall  bo  ex- 
empt from  forced  military  service,  whether  by  land 
or  by  sea ;  from  forced  loans,  and  from  every  extraor- 
dinary contribution.  Their  dwellings  and  warehouses 
destined  lor  the  purposes  of  residence  and  commerce, 
as  well  as  their  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of 
every  Kind,  shall  be  respected,  and,  in  particular, 
all  the  stipulations  of  the  Convention  concluded  be- 
tween Her  Majesty's  Government  and  His  Highness 
the  Bey  on  the  J 0th  of  October,  1863,  relative  to  the 
permission  granted  to  British  subjects  to  hold  real 
property  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  are  hereby  confirm- 
ed. And  British  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  shall  enjoy,  without  any  restriction  or 
diminution,  all  the  privileges,  favours,  and  immu- 
nities which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to 
the  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and  navigation  of 
any  other  nation  whatever. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty,  on  her  part,  engages  to 
insure  to  Tunisian  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  within  her  Dominions,  the  enjoyment  of 
the  same  protection  and  privileges  which  are  or  may 
be  enjoyed  by  the  subjects,  vessels,  commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  perfect  security  which  His  Highness  the  Bey 
accords  to  the  British  merchants  and  subjects  who 
may  reside  in  the  Regency  extends  likewise  to  the 
free  exercise  of  the  rites  of  their  religion.  They  shall 
be  free  to  erect  churches,  upon  the  application  of  the 
British  Agent  and  Consul-General  to  His  Highness 
the  Bey,  who  will  grant  the  necessaiy  permission. 
The  British  Cemetery  of  Saint  George,  and  other 
burial  places,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  established, 
shall  be  protected  and  respected  as  heretofore. 


ARTICLE  VII 

His  Highness  the  Bey  engages  that  he  will  not  pro- 
hibit  the  importation  into  the  Regency  of  any  article 
the  produce  and  manufacture  of  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  from  whatever 
place  arriving,  and  that  the  duties  to  be  levied  upon 
such  articles  of  produce  or  manufacture  so  imported 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  fixed  rate  of  eight  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  to  be  calculated  upon  the  value  of 
such  merchandize  at  the  place  of  landing,  or  a  speci- 
fic duty,  fixed  by  common  consent,  equivalent  there- 
to. 

Such  articles,  after  'paying  eight  per  cent .  import 
duty,  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  other  internal 
charge  or  impost  whatsoever,  waether  the  buyer  be 
a  Tunisian  or  a  foreigner.  And  if  such  articles  should 
not  be  sold  for  consumption  in  the  Regency,  but 
should  be  re-exported  within  the  space  of  one  year, 
the  Administration  of  the  Customs  shall  be  bound, 
provided  the  bales  or  packages  have  not  been  open- 
ed, to  restore,  at  the  time  of  their  re  exportation, 
the  duty  levied  to  the  merchant,  who  shall  be  re- 
quired first  to  furnish  proofs  that  the  goods  so  ex- 
ported have  paid  the  said  import  duty. 

After  the  expiration  of  one  year  the  merchant 
shall  be  free  to  re-export  his  foreign  goods  without 
claiming  the  drawback,  and  the  Custom-house  shall 
not  levy  upon  them  any  duty  whatsoever  on  re-ex- 
portation. 

Should  a  British  merchant  or  his  agent  desire  to 
convey,  by  sea  or  by  land,  from  one  port  or  place  to 
another  port  or  place  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  goods 
upon  which  the  ad  valorem  duty  above  mentioned 
has  been  already  paid,  such  goods  shall  be  subject 
to  no  further  duty,  either  on  their  embarkation  or 
disembarkation,  provided  they  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  from  the  Tunisian  Administrator  of  Cus- 
toms that  the  duty  has  been  paid. 

And  it  is  moreover  agreed  that  no  other  or  higher 
duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  of  any 
article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  into  the  country  of  the  other,  which 
shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  like  articles  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  country. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Vessels  navigating  under  the  British  flag  and  ves- 
sels navigating  under  the  Tunisian  flag  shall  be  free 
to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade  in  the  States 
and  Dominions  of  the  Contracting  Parties,  iheyshdl 
enjoy  the  same  rights  and  immunities  as  are  enjoyed 
by  national  vessels,  and  they  shall  be  free  either  to 
land  a  portion  of  their  cargoes,  or  to  embark  goods, 
foreign  or  native,  to  complete  their  cargoes,  in  each 
other's  ports,  without  bemg  obliged  in  each  case  to 
procure  any  special  license  from  the  Local  Author- 
ities, or  to  pay  any  charges  and  dues  that  are  not  paid 
by  national  vessels. 

The  stipulations  of  this  Article  shall,  however,  as 
regards  the  Colonial  coasting  trade,  be  deemed  to 
extend  only  to  the  coasting  trade  of  such  of  the  Col- 
onial possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  as,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  thereto,  may  have 
opened  their  coasting  trade  to  foreign  vessels. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

His  Highness  the  Bey  formally  engages  to  abolish 
all  monopolies  of  agricultural  produce  or  of  any  other 
article  whatsoever,  save  and  except  tobacco  and  salt, 
and  save  and  except  the  fisheries,  and  the  tannery  of 
hides  of  oxen,  camels,  and  horses. 

British  subjects,  however,  or  theu'  agents,  buying 
or  selling  salt  and  tobacco  in  virtue  of  licenses  or 
permits  for  consumption  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the  most 
favoured  Tunisian  subjects  trading  in  the  two  articles 
aforesaid,  and,  furthermore,  they  shall  be  free  to 
compete  for,  obtain,  and  exercise  the  right  of  fish- 
ery, subject  to  the  local  laws  and  regulations. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

If  British  merchants  or  their  agents  in  the  Rogency 
of  Tnnia  should  purchase  any  article  ot  Tunisian 
produce  or  manufacture  for  internal  consumption, 
th?  said  merchants  or  their  agents  shall  not  pay,  on 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  such  articles,  any  high<  r 
duties  or  charges  than  are  paid,  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, by  the  most  favoured  class  of  Tunisians 
or  foreigners  engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the 
Regency  of  Tunis.  In  like  manner  Tunisian  mer 
chants  or  their  agents  in  the  British  dominions  shall 
not  pay  on  the  purchase  and  sale  of  British  produce 
or  miinufactures,  for  internal  consumption  in  the 
said  dominions,  higher  duties  or  charges  than  are 
paid  by  British  subjects  or  the  most  favoured  for- 
eigners engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the  said  do- 
mmions,  upon  similar  articles  of  produce  or  man 
ufacture. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

If  a  British  merchant  or  his  agent  snail  purchase 
for  exportation  any  article  of  Tuni&ian  produce  or 
manufacture,  either  at  the  place  where  such  article 
is  produced  or  in  i1  s  transit  from  that  f  lace  to  an- 
other, upon  which  article  of  produce  or  manufacture 
the  internal  taxes  known  by  the  names  of  "Ushr," 
"  Kanoon,"  an  i  "  Mahsoulat,"  and  others,  have  been 
already  levied,  such  article  of  produce  or  manufac- 
ture shsU  be  subject  at  the  port  of  shipment  to  the 
payment  of  the  export  duty  only,  and  the  notaiial 
fees  and  charges  for  measurement  established  by 
law 

ARTICI  E  XII. 

In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  between  the  Custom- 
house and  a  merchant  regarding  the  value  to  bo  put 
upon  any  merchandise  or  goods  imported  by  him  in  to 
the  Regency  of  Tunis,  the  merchant  shall  be  free  to 
pay  the  duty  in  kind,  in  the  most  equitable  manner. 

Should,  however,  the  merchant  be  unable  or  un- 
wil'ing  to  make  useol  the  above  faculty,  theCusjom- 
hoase  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  such  mer- 
chandise or  goods  at  the  price  at  which  the  merchant 
has  valued  them,  with  an  augmentation  of  5  per 
cent. 

But  should  the  foregoing  two  modes  fail  to  solve 
the  difficulty  His  Highness  the  Bey  and  Her  Majes 
ty's  Agent  and  Consul-General  shall  each  name  an 
arbitrator,  being  a  merchant,  and,  in  case  of  a  diver- 
gence of  opinion,  the  two  arbitrators  shall  name  an 
umpire,  also  a  merchant,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

With  a  view  to  the  encouragement  of  agriculture, 
His  Highness  the  Bey  furthermore  engages  to  per- 
mit the  importation,  free  of  import  duty  and  of  every 
other  internal  charge,  of  agricultural  implements 
and  machinery,  as  well  as  of  cattle  and  animals  for 
the  improvement  of  the  native  breeds,  whenever 
such  agricultural  implements,  machinery,  cattle,  and 
animals  are  proved  to  be  for  private  use  and  not  for 
purposes  of  trade, — in  which  latter  case  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  an  import  duty  not  ex- 
ceeding 8  per  cent. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

In  case  the  importation  of  foreign  wheat,  barley  and 
Indian  corn  should  be  renderel  necessary  in  conse- 
quence of  the  failure  of  the  crops,  in  consequence  of 
lamine  or  other  causes,  which  God  forbid,  such 
foreign  wheat,  barley  and  Indian  corn  shall  be  as 
heretofore  exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  import 
duty,  and  shall  be  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  20 
karoobs  (T^ci.)  per  kaffis. 

With  th  ^  exception  of  the  above  three  articles,  all 
other  foreign  provisions,  such  as  rice,  lentils,  beans, 
and  other  pulse  known  by  the  appellation  of  "  Has- 
hahesh"  (dried  vegetables)  shall  pay  an  import  duty 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cents,  but  the  importer  or 
his  agent  shall  be  free  to  sell  such  provisions  in  re- 
tail or  in  any  other  manner  without  the  payment  of 
any  other  charge  whatsoever. 


ARTICLE  XV9 

It  is  understood  between  the  Contracting  Parties 
that  the  Tunisian  Government  reserves  to  itselt  tti© 
faculty  and  right  of  issuing  a  general  prohibition 
against  the  importation  into  the  Regency  ot  gun- 
,  owder,  unless  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul. 
General  shall  think  fit  to  apply  for  a  special  license, 
which  license  shall,  in  that  case,  be  granted,  provided 
no  valid  objection  thereto  can  be  alleged. 

Gunpowder,  when  allowed  to  be  imported,  shall  be 
'subject  to  a  duty  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  following  regulations  :— 

1.  It  shall  not  be  sold  by  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  in  quantities  exceeding  the  quantities  pre- 
scribed by  the  local  regulations. 

2.  When  a  cargo,  or  a  large  quantity  of  gunpowder 
arrives  in  a  Tunisian  port  on  board  a  British  vessel, 
such  vessel  shall  be  anchored  at  a  particular  spot,  to 
be  designated  by  the  local  authorities,  and  the  gun- 
powder  shall  then  be  conveyed,  under  the  inspection 
of  such  authorities,  to  depots  or  fitting  places,  de- 
signated by  the  Government,  to  which  the  parties 
interested  shall  have  access  under  due  regulations. 

Gunpowder  imported  in  contravention  of  the  pro- 
hibition, or  ill  the  absence  of  the  license  aforemen- 
tioned, shall  be  liable  to  confiscation,  save  and 
except  small  quantities  of  gunpowder  for  sporting 
reserved  for  private  use,  which  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  the  prusent  Article. 

Cannon,  arms  of  war,  or  military  stores,  as  well  as 
anchors,  masts,  and  chain  cables,  shall  be  imported 
free  of  duty,  provided  they  are  landed  at  the  opened 
and  recognized  ports;  provided,  a'so,  that  previous 
lo  the  landing  of  cannon  the  permission  of  the  Gov- 
ernment is  obtained. 

ARTICLE  XVL 

The  people  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have 
the  right  to  establish  in  each  other's  country  com- 
mercial, industrial,  and  banking  companies,  co- 
operative, or  mutual  or  shareholding  associations,  or 
any  other  association,  whether  between  and  amongst 
themselves,  or  between  them  and  Tunisian  subjects 
or  subjects  of  any  other  Power  :  provided  the  object 
of  such  companies  a.id  associatians  be  lawful,  and 
subject  always  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which 
they  shall  be  established. 

It  is,  however,  understood,  that  no  joint  stock 
companies  limited,  whose  capital  is  made  up  of 
nominal  shares  to  bearer,  and  no  anonymous  asso- 
ciation shall  be  established  in  their  respective 
teriitories  without  the  authorization  of  the  local 
Government. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

British  subjects  and  I'unisian  subjects  shall  be  free 
to  exercise  in  each  other's  country  any  art,  profes- 
sion, or  industry;  to  establish  manutactories  and 
factories,  and  to  introduce  steam  machinery,  or 
machinery  moved  by  any  other  power,  without  being 
subjectftci  to  any  other  formality  or  to  the  payment 
of  higher  or  other  taxes  and  imposts  than  those 
prescribed  by  the  laws  or  municipal  regulations,  or 
which  are  paid  by  natives. 

It  IS  understood  that  the  manufactories  and  their 
appurtenances,  being  immovable  property,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  of  the 
10th  October,  1863,  relative  to  the  permission 
granted  to  British  subjects  to  hold  real  property  in 
ti)e  Regency  of  Tunis. 

ARTICLE  XVHL 

No  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house  or  quarantine 
dues,  or  other  local  dues,  shall  be  levied  upon 
British  vessels,  which  are  not  imposed  upon  Tunisian 
vessels  or  upon  the  vessels  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

If  a  British  vessel  shall  enter  a  Tunisian  port  from 
stress  of  weather  and  depart,  it  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  dues,  but  shall  pay 
only  the  fee  to  the  pUot,  should  a  pilot  be  required. 
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Should  such  vessel,  however,  visit  a  Tunisian  port 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  witer  and  of  purchasing 
provisions,  it  shall  pay  only  a  portion,  not  exceeding 
half,  of  the  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house  and 
quarantine  or  other  local  dues  payable  at  the  said 
poit. 

In  hke  xnanaer  Tunisian  vessels  which  shall  visit 
any  of  the  poits  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  shall 
pay  only  the  harbour,  quarantine,  and  other  dues 
which  are  levied  upon  British  vessels. 

ARTICLE  XiX. 

The  captains  of  merchant -vessels  having  goo^ls  on 
board  destined  for  the  Regen(;y  of  Tunis  shall,  on 
their  arrival  at  the  port  where  such  goods  are  to  be 
landed,  deposit  in  the  Custom-house  of  such  port  a 
true  copy  of  their  manifest. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

If  a  British  subject  be  detected  in  smuggling  into 
t!ie  Regency  any  description  of  goods  or  should  be 
detected  in  embarking  any  goods,  the  produce  of 
Tunis,  for  which  he  can  exhibit  no  Custom-house 
permit,  such  goods  sh  ill  be  confiscated  by  the  Tuni- 
si  m  Treasury,  but  the  report  or  pro^^-virbal  of  the 
alleged  con' rab.ind  must,  as  soon  as  the  said  goods 
are  seize  1  by  authorities,  be  drawn  up  and  com 
municited  to  the  Bii'ish  Consular  authorities,  and 
no  goods  can  be  confiscated  as  contraband  unless 
the  fiaud  with  regard  to  them  shall  be  duly  an  1 
legally  proved 

li  is  s.ipulated  that  vessels  navigating  under  the 
British  flag  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the 
jiort;  that  such  vts.-els,  speronaras  boats,  and  the 
like  c  aft  shall  not  serve  as  depots  lor  merchandize  ; 
and  that  whenever  their  detention  in  the  Tunisian 
ports  shall  exceed  eight  calendar  months,  they  shall, 
when  required  to  do  so,  give  satiafactoiy  explan- 
at  oris  to  the  British  Consular  authoiity  and  to  the 
1  ocal  Authoiiiies  in  regard  to  the  motive  of  their 
detention  in  such  ports.  Should  such  explanations 
be  deemed  un  atisfactory,  the  Custom-house  may, 
with  the  consent  of  her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General,  place  a  guard  on  board  for  the  prevention 
of  fiaud,  the  expenses  for  such  guird  being  at  the 
charge  of  the  vessel. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Should  British  subjects  desire  to  embark  in,  or 
discharge  goods  from,  any  vessel,  they  can  employ 
the  Tunisian  Custom-house  boats,  paying  the  usual 
charges  for  the  use  of  such  boats.  They  are  free, 
however,  to  discharge  their  merchandise  without 
using  the  Custom  house  boats,  in  which  case  they 
will  apprize  the  Administration  of  the  Customs  of  it 
ia  writing,  taking  care  to  mention,  on  the  arrival  of 
each  steamer  or  vessel  having  goods  on  board  to 
their  c  msignment,  that  they  will  be  present  them- 
selves, or  be  represented  by  their  agents,  to  assist  at 
the  discharge  of  said  goods.  In  case  of  their  absence, 
however,  the  Custom-house  will  proceed  to  discharge 
their  goods,  rendering  itself  responsible  as  hereto- 
fore, unless  in  a  case  of  '  force  majeure."  No  sort 
of  claim  can  be  preferred  by  the  consignee  against 
the  Custom-house  on  the  plea  that  it  had  not  the 
right  to  discharge  his  goods,  seeing  that  the  discharge 
is  made  with  the  sanction  of  the  master  of  the  vessel, 
and  not  with  that  of  the  Custom-house, 

Every  consignee  who  discharges  his  goods  after 
making  the  demand  in  writing,  will  provide  himself 
with  a  Custom-house  officer,  who  will  accompany 
him  to  the  vessel  and  return  with  him  to  the  Custom- 
house. The  fee  to  the  Custom-house  officer  shall  be 
paid  by  the  merchant. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

Wiienever  the  Tunisian  Government  shall  tempor- 
arily prohibit  the  exportation  of  wheat,  barley,  cattle, 
or  any  other  article  of  native  produce,  such  prohibi- 


tion shall  not  come  into  operation  until  three  months 
after  official  notification  shall  have  been  given,  and 
shall  apply  only  to  the  specific  article  or  articles 
mentioned  in  the  Decree  enacting  the  prohibition. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

No  British  subject,  nor  any  person  under  British 
protection,  shall,  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  bo  made 
liable  to  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person  of  his 
nation  unless  he  shall  have  made  himself  responsiblo 
or  guarantee  for  the  debtor  by  a  valid  document. 
Neither  shall  any  British  subject  be'compelled  to  sell 
anything  to,  or  to  buy  anything  from,  a  Tunisian 
without  his  own  free  will  The  seller  shall  be  obliged 
to  deliver  up  to  the  purchaser  only  that  portion  of 
the  goods  which  he  voluntarily  sold  to  him,  and  the 
purchxser  shall  have  no  claim  or  right  upon  the  re- 
ma  ning  portion  of  such  goods  or  merchandise. 

In  like  manner,  no  Tunisian  subject  in  the 
Dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  shall  be 
made  liable  to  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person 
of  his  nation  to  a  British  subject,  unless  he  shall  have 
made  himself  responsible  or  guarantee  for  the  debtor 
by  a  valid  document. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

In  all  criminal  cases  and  complaints  where  the 
prosecutor  and  prisoner  are  British  subjects,  and  in 
all  civil  differences,  disputes,  or  litigation  which  m  ly 
occur  betwt-en  British  subjects  exclusively,  the  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  Consul  oi  other  British  autho- 
rity, shall  be  sole  judge  or  arbiter.  No  one  shall 
interfere,  but  they  shall  be  amenable  to  the  British 
Consular  Courts  only. 

AH  civil  differences,  disputes  or  litigations  between 
British  subjects  and  the  subjects  of  any  foreign 
country  other  than  Great  Britain,  shall  be  decided 
solely  in  the  Tribunals  of  the  foreign  Consuls, 
according  to  the  usages  heretofore  established,  or 
wh'ch  may  hereafter  be  ari'anged  between  such 
Consuls,  without  the  interference  of  the  Tunisian 
Courts  or  Government. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

Disputes  and  differences  arising  between  a  British 
and  a  Tunisian  subject,  whether  the  British  subject 
is  plaintiflF  or  defendant,  of  a  commercial  and  civil 
nature  (criminal  and  correctional  except  d),  shall  be 
settled  by  His  Highness  the  Bey,  or  his  delegate,  in 
the  presence  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  British 
Consul-General  or  Consul. 

It  is  likewise  agreed  that,should  any  new  procedure, 
differing  from  the  above,  be  adopted  and  appliei  at 
ptesent,  or  in  future,  in  the  treatment  of  any  other 
nation,  the  British  subject',  without  exception,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  enjoyment  thereof,  whenever  Her 
Majesty's  Government  shall  request  it- 

It  is,  however,  understood  that,  if  Mixed  Courts 
should  be  at  any  time  established  in  Tunis  with  the 
assent  and  approval  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
hi  that  case  all  civil  and  commercial  suits  and 
disputes  arising  between  British  and  Tunisian  sub- 
jects shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  such  Mixed 
Courts  and  Tribunals,  according  to  the  rules  and 
procedure  that  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Contracting  Parties. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

The  cognizance  of  crimes  committed  by  British 
subjects  in  the  Tunisian  territory,  as  well  as  all  con- 
traventions of  the  police  and  other  legulations,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Consul-General  or  Cor  sul ;  and  the 
punishment  thereof  shall  be  applied  by  the  said 
Consul  General  or  Consul,  in  concurrence  with  His 
Highness  the  Bey.  In  case  the  criminal  offender 
should  escape  from  the  Consular,  cr  other  prison, 
the  Consul-General  or  Consul  shall  not  be  held  res- 
ponsible in  any  manner  whatsoever. 
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ARTICLE  XXVII. 

No  quittance  or  receipt  presented  by  a  British 
subject  to  a  Court,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge  ot 
a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  towards  a  Tunisian 
subject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  a  valid  discharge, 
unless  he  can  show  that  such  quittance  or  receipt  is 
under  the  handwriting,  seal,  or  signature  of  the 
Tunisian  subject,  or  duly  executed  by  native  notaries, 
and  attested  by  the  Cadi  or  the  Governor  of  the  place. 
And  in  like  manner  no  quittance  or  receipt  presented  I 
by  a  Tunisian  subject,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge  ' 
of  a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  towards  a  British 
Bubject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  valid  discharge 
of  his  debt,  unless  he  can  show  that  such  quittance 
or  discharga  is  under  the  handwriting,  signature  or 
mark  of  the  British  subject,  duly  attested  by  the 
Consul,  or  unless  the  discharge  is  drawn  up  by  two 
notaries  and  attested  by  the  British  Consul. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 

Should  any  Tunisian  subject  be  found  guilty  before 
the  Tunisian  Courts  of  procuring  false  evidence  to 
the  injury  or  prejudice  of  a  British  subject,  he  shall  be 
severely  punishei  by  the  Tunisian  Government.  In 
like  manner,  the  competent  British  Consular  autho- 
rities shall  severely  punish,  according  to  English 
law,  any  British  subject  who  may  be  convicted  of  the 
same  ofience  against  a  Tunisian  subject. 

ARTICLE  XXIX. 

If,  at  any  time,  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General,  Consul,  Vice-Consul  or  Consular  Agent, 
should  require  the  assistance  of  soldiers,  guards, 
armed  boats  or  other  aid  for  the  purpose  of  arresting 
or  transporting  any  British  subject,  the  Tunisian 
authorities  shall  immediately  comply  with  the 
demand,  on  payment  of  the  usual  fees  given  on  such 
occasions  by  Tunisian  subjects. 

ARTICLE  XXX. 

If  a  ship  belonging  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
or  to  any  of  Her  subjects,  should  be  wrecked  or 
stranded  on  any  part  of  the  coast  of  the  Regency  of 
Tunis,  the  Tunisian  authorities  within  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  accident  may  occur  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  friendship,  respect  her  and  assist 
her  in  all  her  wants.  They  shall  allow  and  enable 
the  master  to  take  such  steps  as  he  may  think  ne- 
cessary or  desirable,  and  shall  tike  immediate  steps 
for  the  protection  of  her  crew  and  of  her  cargo,  and 
of  any  goods,  papers  or  other  articles  which  may  be 
saved  from  her  at  the  time  of  the  wreck  or  after- 
wards ;  and,  moreover,  they  shall  lose  no  time  in 
informing  the  nearest  British  authority  of  the 
accident.  They  shall  deliver  over  to  him,  without 
exception  or  loss,  all  the  cargo,  goods,  papers  and 
articles  which  have  been  saved  and  preserved  from 
the  wreck,  and  they  shall  likewise  furnish  the  master 
and  the  crew  of  the  wrecked  ship  with  such  victuals 
and  provisions  as  they  may  require,  for  which  they 
shall  receive  payment.  For  their  friendly  aid  and 
services  in  protecting,  saving,  preserving^  and  restor- 
ing to  the  British  Consular  authorities  the  goods  and 
•ontents  saved  through  their  exertions  from  the 
wrecked  vessel,  or  any  portion  thereof,  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  an  amount  of  salvage  as  Her 
Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul-General,  and  the  Chief 
Tunisian  authority  on  the  spot  shall  judge  a  fair 
compensation  for  their  services.  'I  he  master  and 
crew  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  to  any  place  they 
please,  and  at  any  time  they  may  think  proper, 
without  any  hindrance, 

In  like  manner,  the  ships  of  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  or  of  Tunisian  subjects,  shall  be  assisted  and 
protected  in  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  as  though  they  were  British  ships,  and  shall 
be  subject  only  to  the  same  lawful  charges  of  salvage 
to  which  British  ships,  under  similar  circumstances, 
are  liable. 


ARTICLE  XXXI. 

Should,  however;(which  God  forbid),  the  crew  or 
any  portion  of  the'crew  of  a  wrecked  or  stranded 
British  vessel  be  murdered  by  the  natives,  or  its 
cargo,  or  any  part  of  its  cargo  or  contents,  be  stolen 
by  them,  the  Tunisian  Government  binds  itself  to 
take  the  most  prompt  and  energetic  measures  for 
seizing  the  m  irauders  or  robbers,  in  order  to  proceed 
to  their  severe  punishment.  It,  moreover,  engages 
to  make  the  most  diligent  search  for  the  recovery 
and  restitution  of  the  stolen  property ;  and  whatever 
compensation  for  the  damage  done  to  individuals  or 
to  their  effects,  under  similar  circumstances,  is  grant- 
ed or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  subjects  of 
the  most  favoured  nation,  or  the  equivalent  of  it, 
shall  be  also  accorded  to  the  subjects  of  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 

"  It  is  agreed  and  convenanted  that  if  any  of  the  crew 
of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  ot  British  merchant- 
vessels,  of  whatever  nationality  they  mty  be,  borne  on 
the  papers  ot  the  said  ships,  shall  desert  within  any 
port  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  the  authorities  of  such 
port  or  territory  shall  be  bound  to  give  every  assistance 
in  their  power  for  the  apprehension  of  such  deserters, 
on  the  application  of  the  British  authority.  In  like 
manner,  if  any  of  the  crew  of  the  ships  of  His 
Highness  the  Bey,  or  of  Tunisian  merchant-vessels, 
not  being  slaves,  shall  desert  in  any  of  the  ports  or 
harbours,  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  the  authorities  of  such  ports 
or  harbour  shall  give  every  assistance  in  their  power 
for  the  apprehension  of  such  deserters  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Commanding  Officer,  Captain,  or  other 
Tunisian  authority ;  and  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
protect  or  harbour  such  deserters. 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

The  ships  of  war  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  and  the  ships  belonging  to  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  shall  have  free  liberty  to  use  the  ports  of  each 
country  for  washing,  cleansing  and  repairing  any  of 
their  defects,  and  to  buy  for  their  use  any  sort  of 
provisiocs  alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  necessaries,  at 
the  market  price,  without  paying  custom  to  any 
officer. 

And  it  is  moreover  agreed  that,  whenever  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  shall  arrive  in  the  Bay  of 
Tunis,  and  shall  fire  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns,  the 
Castle  of  the  Goletta,  or  the  Tunisian  ships  of  war, 
shall  return  the  same  number  of  guns  as  tha  Royal 
salute  to  Her  Majesty's  colours,  according  to  ancieut 
usage. 

ARTICLE  XXXrV. 

The  Government  of  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sincere  friendship  that  has  at  all  times 
existed  between  Her  Majesty  and  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  agrees  that  Tunisian  ships  and  cargoes  shall  be 
received  at  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  British 
dominions  upon  the  same  footing  as  British  vessels 
and  cargoes 

ARTICLE  XXXV. 

British  vessels  arriving  in  any  of  the  Tunisian  ports 
for  the  purpose  of  trade  or  by  reason  of  stress  of 
weather,  or  to  repair  damages,  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  discharge  their  cargoes  or  any  portion  of  their 
cargoes,  and  they  shall  not  be  made  to  change  their 
destination  or  to  receive  any  passengers  on  board 
unless  it  te  with  their  own  free  will,  but  they  shall 
be  respected,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  to  depart 
without  any  hindrance.  Should  they  be  compelled 
to  land  their  cargoes,  or  a  portion  thereof,  in  order 
to  effect  repairs,  they  shall  also  be  permitted  to  re- 
embark  such  goods  free  of  any  duty  or  charge 
whatsoever. 
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Tunisian  vessels  shall  receive  the  like  feiendly 
treatment  in  ports  and  harbours  of  tho  British 
dominions. 

ARTICLE  XXXVI. 

If  any  Biitish  subject  should  die  m  any  pls^ce  or 
ten itoiy  appertaining  to  His  Highness  tbe  Bey,  no 
Governor  or  other  Tunisian  ofticer  shall,  on  any 
pretence  whatsoever,  take  possession  or  dispose  o<', 
or  interfere  witn  the  goods  arid  property  of  the 
deceased  ;  but  such  goods  and  property,  of  whatever 
description,  may  be  taken  possession  of  by  his  heir?, 
or  by  the  British  Consular  authority,  without  any 
hindrance  or  impediment  whatsoever  on  the  part  of 
such  Governor  or  Tunisian  officer. 

If,  however,  a  British  subject  should  die  at  a  place 
where  there  is  no  British  Consul,  or  whilst  travelling, 
in  such  a  case  the  Tunisian  authorities  of  the  place 
where  he  died  bhaU  be  bound  to  preserve  and  protect 
his  goods  and  effects  :  they  shall  make,  with  the 
assistance  of  not  uies,  a  faithful  inventory  of  them, 
which  inventory  they  shall  lose  no  time  in  sending 
to  the  nearest  Governor  of  a  place  where  an  English 
Consul  resides. 

Should  the  deC'^ased  Briiish  subject  leave  behind 
him  debts  due  from  him  to  a  native,  the  Consul - 
General  or  his  deputy  shall  assist  the  creditor  in  the 
recovery  of  his  cla  m  upon  the  estate  of  the  deceased: 
and.  likewise,  if  the  deceased  should  leave  behind 
debts  due  to  him  from  'J'unisians,  the  Governor,  or 
those  who  have  such  power,  shall  compel  the  debtors 
to  pay  what  is  due  by  them  to  the  Consul-General  or 
his  deputy ,for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased. 

ARTICLE  XXX  VIL 

The  British  Government  and  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
moved  by  sentiments  of  humanity  and  having  regard 
to  the  free  institutions  which,  under  Providence, 
their  respective  countries  happily  enjoy,  mutually 
engage  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  slavery.  Whilst,  on  the  one  part,  the  British 
Government  engage  not  to  relax  their  efiorts  with 
friendly  powers  for  the  prevention  of  the  barbarous 
traffic  in  human  beings,  and  for  the  emancipation  of 
slaves.  His  Highness  the  Bey  especially  engages,  on 
the  other,  to  cause  the  Declaration  of  Moharem,1262 
(23rd  January,  1846),  abolishing  for  ever  slavery  in 
the  Regency,  to  be  obeyed  and  respected,  and  to  use 
his  utmost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  persons 
within  his  Regency  who  contravene  or  act  contrary 
thereto. 

AEHCLE  XXXVni. 

The  British  Government  and  his  Highness  the  Bey 
engage  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  piracy;  and  His  Highness  especially  engages  to  use 
his  utmost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  persons 
on  his  coasts  or  within  his  territory  who  may  be  guilty 
of  that  crime,  and  to  aid  the  British  Government  in 
so  doing. 

ARTICLE  XXXIX. 

Privateering  is  now  and  for  ever  abolished :  His 
Highness  the  Bey  being  desirous  to  maintain  the 
neutrality  of  the  Regency  of  'I  unis,  it  has  been 
established  and  agreed  that,  in  case  of  war  or 
hostilities,  he  shall  not  permit  the  enemies  of  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  to  fit  out  privateers 
in  the  ports  of  the  Regency,  or  to  sail  from  them  to 
prey  upon  the  ships  and  commerce  of  Her  subjects ; 
and  it  is  moreover  established  that  His  Highness 
shall  not  permit  or  tolerate  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis 
the  sale  of  any  prize  whatsoever  which  shall  have 
belonged  or  may  belong  to  the  belligerents. 

The  Queen  of  Great  Britain  will  cause  to  be 
observed  the  same  rules  of  neutrality  towards 
Tunisian  ships  and  subjects  in  all  the  seaports  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions. 

ARTICLE  XL. 

In  order  that  the  two  Contracting  Parties  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  hereafter  treating  and  agreeing 


upon  such  other  arrangements  as  may  tend  still 
further  to  the  improvement  of  their  mutual  inter- 
course, and  to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of 
their  respective  people,  it  is  agreed  that  at  any  tune 
after  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  the  date  of 
the  present  Convention  of  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  upon  the  other  to  enter  upon  a  revision 
of  th-^  same ;  but  until  such  revision  shall  have  been 
accomplished  by  common  consent,  and  a  new  Con  - 
vention shall  have  been  concluded  and  put  into 
operation,  the  present  Convention  shall  continue  and 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

ARTICLE  XLI. 

If  any  doubt  should  arise  with  regard  to  the  inter- 
pretation or  the  application  of  any  of  the  stipulations 
of  the  present  Convention,  it  is  agreed  that  in  Tunis 
the  interpretation  the  most  favourable  to  Briiish 
subjects  shall  be  given,  and  in  Her  Majesty's  domi- 
nions th't  most  favourable  to  Tunisians.  It  is  not 
pretended  by  any  of  the  foregoing  Articles  to  stipulate 
for  more  than  the  plain  and  fair  construction  of  the 
t<  rms  emplojed,  nor  to  preclude  in  any  manner 
the  i'unisian  Go  ernment  fiom  the  exercise  of  its 
rights  of  internal  Admin'stration  where  the  exercise 
of  those  rights  does  not  evidently  infritige  upon  the 
privileges  accorded  by  the  present  Convention  to 
British  subjects  or  British  commerce 

ARTICLE  XLII 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Convention  shall 
come  into  immediate  operation  and  shall  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  stipulations  of  all  preceding  Treaties 
between  Great  Britain  and  Tunis,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Convention  of  the  10th  of  October,  1863, 
already  referred  to  in  Article  XVII  preceding,  which 
is  renewed  and  confirmed. 


This  Convention  has  been  written  in  triplicate, 
consisting  in  forty-two  Articles,  besides  the  intro- 
duction, and  contained  in  the  preceding  forty-three 
pages,  to  be  signed  by  both  parties,  and  to  be 
executed  in  the  manner  explained  and  clearly  set 
forth  in  its  several  provisions,  having  for  object  the 
duration,  confirmation,  and  maintenance  of  amity 
between  them.

Inspection  of  Warlike  Stores, 

With  reference  to  No.  4  of  General  Orders  (32),  4th 
December,  1874,  it  will  not  be  necessary,  in  future, 
for  an  Inspector  or  an  Assistant  Inspuclor  of  Artil- 
lery and  Warlike  Stores  to  assist  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Survey  at  places  where  there  are  no  Reser- 
ves of  Warlike  Stores.

1.  No  timber  shall  be  cut  from  off  any  portion  of 
the  Indian  Lands  Knoivn  as  the  Caughnawagi 
Reserve,  occupied  by  indivielual  members  of  the 
Band,  excepting  such  as  may  be  required  by  the 
occupants  of  such  lands  for  their  own  use  on  the 
premises. 

2.  Any  infraction  of  the  foregoing  Regulation 
shall  subject  the  parties  convicted  thereof  to  a  for- 
feiture of  the  timber  cut,  and  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  such  offence. 


3.  Any  timber  forfeited  under  the  preceding  Re- 
gulations, shall  be  handed  ovt  r  to  the  occupant  of 
the  land  from  which  it  was  taken,  and  the  amount 
of  the  fine  paid  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
funds  of  the  Band.

Si  un  marchand  britannique  ou  son  agent  nesire 
transporter  d'un  lieu  a  un  autre  dans  les  limit  s  do 
la  Regence  de  I'unis,  des  marchandises  sur  lesqueMes 
le  droit  ad  valorem  .ci  dessus  mentionne  a  deja  ete 
paye,  ces  marchandises  ne  seront  sujettes  a  Mucau 
droit  additionnel,  soit  a  leur  chargement  ou  dechar- 
gement,  pourvu  qu'elles  soient  acjompagnees  d'un 
certificit  de  I'Administiateur  Tunisien  des  Douanes 
constatant  que  le  droit  a  ete  paye.

Cependant  les  sujets  britanniques  ou  leurs  agents 
achetant  ou  vendant  du  sel  et  du  tabac  en  veriu  de 
lie  'Hces  ou  permis  speciaux,  pour  la  consommation 
dans  les  limites  de  la  Regence  de  ruuis,  seront  sujets 
aux  memes  reglements  que  les  Tuuisiens  les  plus 
favorises  faisant  le  commerce  des  deux  articles  sus- 
dits  ;  et,  de  plus,  ils  seront  libres  d'entrer  en  com- 
petition pour  obtenir  le  droit  de  pecherie,  sujet  aux 
lois  et  reglements  locaux.

De  meme  les 
marchands  tunisiens  ou  leurs  agents  ne  paieront,

ont  ete  deja  prelevees,  tel  article  de  production  ou 
manufacture  sera  sujet  au  port  d'embarquement,  au 
paiement  du  droit  d' exportation  seulement,  ainsique 
des  honoraires  notariaux  et  des  charges  de  mesure- 
ment,  etablies  par  la  loi. 

ARTICLE  XIT.

ARTICLE  XIV.

Ble-d'lnde  etranger  serait  rendue  necessaire  en  con- 
sequence du  manque  de  la  recolte,  de  la  famine  et 
pour  d'autres  ciuses,  tels  Ble,  Orge  et  Ble-d'lnde 
et  rangers  seront  comme  pai  le  passe  exempts  de 
tout  droit  d'importation  et  ne  seront  sujets  qu'au 
paiement  de  20  karoobs  (7J  d.)  par  kaffis.

GENERAL  CONVENTION  BETWEEN  THE  GOVERN- 
MENTS OF  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  OP  TUNIS. 

Signed  171  the  English  and  Arabic  languages,  July  I'd,  1875. 

The  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
His  Most  Serene  Highness  Mohammed  Essaddock 
Bey,  Lord  of  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  being  desirous 
to  maintain  and  improve  the  relations  of  friendship 
and  commerce  which  have  long  subsisted  between 
them  and  between  British  and  Tunisian  subjects, 
have  resolved  to  proceed  to  a  revision  and  improve 
ment  of  the  f  reaties  subsisting  between  the  respect- 
ive countries,  in  consequence  of  which  the  following 
stipulations  have  been  entered  into  and  concluded 
between  His  Most  Serene  i  ighness  the  Bey,  and 
Richard  Wood,  Esquire,  Companion  of  the  Most 
Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  iVIajesty's  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  duly  authorized  to  that  effect. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  may  appoint,  besides  her 
Political  Agent,  such  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and 
Consular  Agents  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis  as  she  may 
deem  necessary;  and  such  Consul,  Vice-Consuls, 
and  Consular  Agents  shall  be  at  liberty  to  reside  in 
any  of  the  seaports  or  cities  of  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
which  they  or  the  British  Government  may  choose 
and  find  most  convenient  for  the  atiairs  and  service 
of  Her  MajeHy,  and  for  theassistance  of  her  subjects. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Every  m«k  of  honour  and  respect  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  paid,  and  every  privilege  and  immunity 
allowed  to  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul  General 
accredited  to  His  Highness  the  Bey  which  is  paid  or 
allowed  to  the  Representative  of  any  other  nation 
whatfoever;  and  respect  and  honour  shall  be  shown 
to  the  British  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular 
Agents,  who  shall  reside  in  tbe  Regency  of  Tunis. 
Their  houses  and  families  shall  be  safe  and  protected. 
No  one  shall  interfere  with  them,  or  commit  any  act 
of  oppression  or  disrespect  towards  them,  either  by 
word  or  deed ;  and  if  any  one  should  do  so,  the 
Tunisian  authorities  shall  take  immediate  measures 
for  the  punishment  of  the  offender.  The  British 
Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  shall, 
moreovei',  continue  to  enjoy,  in  the  n.ost  ample 
sense,  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  which  are 
now  or  jnay  be  hereafter  accorded  to  the  Consuls, 
Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  of  the  most 
lavourt  d  nation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  British  Agent  and  Consul  General  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  choose  his  own  interpreters,  brokers, 
guards,  and  servants,  either  from  among  the  natives 
or  others.  His  intei  preters,  brokers,  guards  and 
servants  shall  be  exempt  from  the  conscription  and 
from  payment  of  any  poll-tax,  forced  contribution 
or  other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  In  like 
manner,  the  Consuls,  ViceConsuls  and  Consular 
Agents  residing  at  the  Tunisian  ports,  under  the 
orders  of  the  said  Agent  and  Consul-General,  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  choose,  that  is  to  say,  the  Consuls, 
each  ono  interpreter,  one  broker,  two  guards,  and 
three  servants;  the  Vice  Consuls  and  Consu  ar  Agents, 
each  one  interpreter,  one  broker,  and  one  guard,  and 
two  servants,  not  being  in  the  military  service,  who 
shall  likewis'^  be  exempt  from  the  conscription,  from 
the  payment  of  any  poll-tax,  forced  contr'bution,  or 
other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  No  prohibi- 
tion nor  tax  shall  be  put  upon  the  provisions,  furni- 
ture or  any  other  articles  which  may  come  to  the 
6aid  Agent  and  Consul-General,  Coneu  s  or  Vice- 
(Jonsuls,  for  their  own  use  and  for  the  iiS'^  of  their 
f>milies,  upon  their  delivering  to  the  <.  fficer  of  the 
Customs  a  note  under  their  hand,  specifying  tlie 
number  of  articles  which  they  shall  require  to  bo 
passed  on  that  ground;  but  this  privilege  shall  only 
be  accorded  to  Consular  Officers  who  are  not  engaged 
in  trade.  If  the  service  of  their  yovereign  should 
lequire  their  attendance  in  their  own  country,  no 
impediment  shall  be  offered  to  their  departure,  and  no 
liindiance  shall  be  offered  either  to  themselves  or 
their  servants,  or  in  regard  to  their  property,  but  they 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  go  and  come,  respected  and 
honoured.  It  they  should  depute  another  person  to 
aci  for  them  in  their  absence,  they  shall  not  be  pre- 
vented in  any  way  from  so  doing;  nor  shall  the  deputy 
be  prevented  from  acting  in  that  capacity. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Tnere  sh^xA  be  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce 
between  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
and  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  British  merchants  or 
their  agents  and  brokers  shall  be  permitted  to  pur- 
chase ai  all  places  within  the  Regency,  whether  for 


the  purposes  of  internal  trade  or  of  exportation,  all 
articles,  without  any  exception  whatsoever,  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  said  Regency  ; 
and  the  purchaser  shall  be  free  to  remove  his  goods, 
when  purchasad,  from  one  place  to  another,  without 
any  attempt  being  made  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Governors  to  interfere  with  them. 


ARTICLE  V. 

In  accordance  with  the  friendship  which  has  at  all 
times  existed  between  the  two  Governments,  His 
Highness  the  Bey  engages  to  protect  British  subjects 
who  may  come  to  his  country  either  for  the  purposes 
of  trade  or  for  travelling.  They  shall  be  free  to  travel 
or  to  reside  in  any  part  of  the  Regency  without  hin- 
drance or  molestation;  and  they  shall  be  treated 
with  respect,  love,  and  honour.  They  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  forced  military  service,  whether  by  land 
or  by  sea ;  from  forced  loans,  and  from  every  extraor- 
dinary contribution.  Their  dwellings  and  warehouses 
destined  tor  the  purposes  of  residence  and  commerce, 
as  well  as  their  property,  both  leal  and  personal,  of 
every  Kind,  shall  be  respected,  and,  in  particular, 
all  the  stipulations  of  the  Convention  concluded  be- 
tween Her  Majesty's  Government  and  His  Highness 
the  Bey  on  the  JOth  of  October,  1853,  relative  to  the 
permission  granted  to  British  subjects  to  hold  real 
property  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  are  hereby  confirm- 
ed. And  British  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  shall  enjoy,  without  any  restriction  or 
diminution,  all  the  privileges,  favours,  and  immu- 
nities  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to 
the  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and  navigation  of 
any  other  nation  whatever. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty,  on  her  part,  engages  to 
in-ure  to  Tunisian  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  within  her  Dominions,  the  enjoyment  of 
the  same  protection  and  privileges  which  are  or  may 
be  e  ijoyed  by  the  subjects,  vessels,  commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  perfect  security  which  His  Highness  the  Bey 
accords  to  the  British  merchants  and  subjects  who 
may  resioe  in  the  Kegenci  extends  likewise  to  the 
free  exercise  of  the  rites  of  their  religion.  They  shall 
be  free  to  erect  churches,  upon  the  application  of  the 
British  Agent  and  Consul-General  to  His  Highness 
the  Bey,  who  will  grant  the  necessai-y  permission. 
The  British  Cemetery  of  h'aint  George,  and  other 
burial  places,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  established, 
shall  be  protected  ard  respected  as  heretofore. 

ARTICLE  VII 

His  Highness  tli?i  Bey  engages  that  he  will  not  pro- 
hibit the  importation  into  the  Regency  of  any  article 
the  produce  and  manufacture  of  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  from  whatever 
place  arriving,  and  that  the  duties  to  be  levied  upon 
such  articles  of  produce  or  ma,nufacture  so  imported 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  fixed  rate  of  eight  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  to  be  calculated  upon  the  value  of 
such  merchandize  at  the  place  ot  landing,  or  a  speci- 
fio  duty,  fixed  by  conitnon  consent,  equivalent  there- 
to. 

Such  avticies,  after  'paying  eight  per  cent,  import 
duty,  -..all  not  be  subject  to  any  other  internal 
charge  or  impost  whatsoever,  whether  the  buyer  ba 
a  Tunisian  or  a  foreigner.  And  if  such  ar  tides  should 
not  be  sold  for  consumption  in  the  Regency,  but 
should  be  re-expotted  within  the  space  of  one  year, 
the  Administration  of  the  Customs  shall  be  bound, 
provided  the  bales  or  packages  have  not  been  open- 
ed, to  restore,  at  the  time  of  their  re-exportation, 
the  duty  levied  to  the  merchant,  who  shall  be  re- 
quired first  to  furnish  proofs  that  the  goods  so  ex- 
ported have  paid  the  said  import  duty. 
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After  the  expiration  of  one  year  the  merchant 
shall  be  free  to  re-export  his  foreign  goods  without 
claiming  tlie  drawback,  and  the  Custom-house  shall 
not  levy  upon  them  any  duty  whatsoever  on  re-ex- 
portation. 

Should  a  British  merchant  or  his  agent  desire  to 
convey,  by  sea  or  by  land,  from  one  port  or  place  to 
another  port  or  place  in  the  Eegency  of  Tunis,  goods 
upon  which  the  ad  valorem  duty  above  mentioned 
has  been  already  paid,  such  goods  shall  be  subject 
to  no  further  duty,  either  on  their  embarkation  or 
disembarkation,  provided  they  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  Irom  the  Tunisian  Administrator  of  Cus- 
toms that  the  duty  has  been  paid. 

And  it  is  moreover  agreed  that  no  other  or  higher 
duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  of  any 
article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  into  the  country  of  the  other,  which 
shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  like  articles  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  country, 

ARTICLE  VIU. 

Vessels  navigating  under  the  British  flag  and  ves- 
sels navigating  under  the  Tunisian  flag  shall  be  tree 
to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade  in  the  States 
and  Dominions  of  the  Contracting  Parties,  iheyshill 
enjoy  the  same  rights  and  immunities  as  are  enjoyed 
by  national  vessels,  and  they  shall  be  free  either  to 
land  a  portion  of  their  cargoes,  or  to  embaik  goods, 
foreign  or  native,  to  complete  their  c  irgoes,  in  each 
othei-'s  ports,  without  bemg  obliged  in  each  case  to 
procure  any  special  license  from  the  Local  Author- 
ities, or  to  pay  any  charges  and  dues  that  are  not  paid 
by  national  vessels. 

The  stipulations  of  this  Article  shall,  however,  as 
regards  the  Colonial  coasting  trade,  be  deemed  to 
extend  only  to  the  coasting;  trade  of  such  of  the  Col- 
onial possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  as,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  thereto,  may  have 
opened  their  coasting  trade  to  foreign  vessels. 

AETICLE  IX. 

His  Highness  the  Bey  formally  engages  to  abolish 
all  monopolies  of  agricultural  produce  or  of  any  other 
article  whatsoever,  save  and  except  tobacco  and  salt, 
and  save  and  except  the  fisheries,  and  the  tannery  of 
hides  of  oxen,  camels,  and  horses. 

British  subjects,  however,  or  their  agents,  buying 
or  selling  salt  and  tobacco  in  virtue  of  licenses  or 
permits  for  consumption  in  the  Eegency  of  Tunis, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the  most 
favoured  Tunisian  subjects  trading  in  the  two  articles 
aforesaid,  and.  furthermore,  they  shall  be  free  to 
compete  for,  obtain,  and  exercise  the  right  of  fish- 
ery, subject  to  the  local  laws  and  regulations. 

AETICLE  X. 

If  British  merchants  or  their  agents  in  the  Eegency 
of  Tunis  should  purchase  any  article  of  Tunisian 
produce  or  manufacture  for  internal  consumption, 
the  said  merchants  or  their  agents  shall  not  pay,  on 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  such  articles,  any  higher 
duties  or  charges  than  are  paid,  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, by  the  most  favoured  class  of  Tunisians 
or  foreigners  engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the 
Regency  of  Tunis.  In  like  manner  Tunisian  mer- 
chants or  their  agents  in  the  British  dominions  shall 
not  pay  on  the  purchase  and  sale  of  British  produce 
or  manufactures,  for  internal  consumption  in  the 
said  dominions,  higher  duties  or  charges  than  are 
paid  by  British  subjects  or  the  most  favoured  for 
eigners  engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the  said  do- 
minions, upon  similar  articles  of  produce  or  man  • 
ufacture. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

If  a  British  merchant  or  his  agent  s-iali  purchase 
for  exportation  any  article  of  Timi&ian  produce  or 
manufacture,  either  at  the  place  where  such  article 


is  produced  or  in  its  transit  from  that  place  to  an- 
other, upon  which  article  of  produce  or  manufacture 
the  internal  taxes  known  by  the  names  of  "  Ushr, 
"  Kanoon,"  an i  "  Mahsoulat,"  andoth;-rs,  have  been 
already  levied,  such  article  of  produce  or  manufac- 
ture shall  be  subject  at  the  port  of  shipment  to  the 
payment  of  the  export  duty  only,  and  the  notarial 
fees  and  charges  for  measurement  established  by 
law. 

AETICf-E  XU. 

In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  between  the  Custom- 
house and  a  merchant  regarding  the  value  to  be  put 
upon  any  merchandise  or  goods  imported  by  him  into 
the  Eegency  of  Tunis,  the  merchant  shall  be  free  to 
pay  the  duty  in  kind,  in  the  most  equitable  manner. 

Should,  however,  the  merchant  be  un  ible  or  un- 
willing to  make  useot  the  above  faculty,  theCus'om- 
hoase  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  such  mer- 
chandise or  goods  at  the  price  at  which  the  merchant 
has  valued  them,  with  an  augmentation  of  5  per 
cent. 

But  should  the  foregoing  two  modes  fail  to  solve 
the  diflSculty  His  Highness  the  Bey  and  Her  Majes- 
ty's Agent  and  Consul-General  shall  each  name  an 
arbitrator,  being  a  merchant,  and,  in  case  of  a  diver- 
gence of  opinion,  the  two  arbitrators  shall  name  an 
umpire,  also  a  merchant,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final. 

ARTICLE  Xin. 

With  a  view  to  the  encouragement  of  agriculture, 
His  Highness  the  Bey  furthermore  engages  to  per- 
mit the  importation,  free  of  import  duty  and  of  every 
other  internal  charge,  of  agricultural  implements 
and  machinery,  as  well  as  of  cattle  and  animals  for 
the  improvement  of  the  native  breeds,  whenever 
such  agricultural  implements,  machinery,  cattle,  and 
animals  are  proved  to  be  for  private  use  and  not  for 
purposes  of  trade, — in  which  latter  case  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  an  import  duty  not  ex- 
ceeding 8  per  cent. 

AETICLE  XIV. 

In  case  the  importation  of  foreign  wheat,  barley  and 
Indian  corn  should  be  rendered  necessary  in  conse- 
quence of  the  failure  of  the  crops,  in  consequence  of 
famine  or  other  causes,  which  God  forbid,  such 
foreign  wheat,  barley  and  Indian  com  shall  be  as 
heretofore  exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  import 
duty,  and  shall  be  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  20 
karoobs  (7^d.)  per  kaffis. 

With  tha  exception  of  the  above  three  articles,  all 
other  foreign  provisions,  such  as  rice,  lentils,  beans, 
and  other  pulse  known  by  the  appellation  of  "  Has- 
hahesh"  (dried  vegetables)  shall  pay  an  import  duty 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cents,  but  the  importer  or 
his  agent  shall  be  free  to  sell  such  provisions  in  re- 
tail or  in  any  other  manner  without  the  payment  of 
any  other  charge  whatsoever. 

ARTICLE  XVJ 

It  is  understood  between  the  Contracting  Parties 
that  the  Tunisian  Government  reserves  to  itself  the 
faculty  and  right  of  issuing  a  general  prohibition 
against  the  importation  into  the  Regency  of  gun- 
powder, unless  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General  shall  think  fit  to  apply  for  a  special  license, 
which  license  shall,  in  that  case,  be  granted,  provided 
no  valid  objection  thereto  can  be  alleged. 

Gunpowder,  when  allowed  to  be  imported,  snail  be 
subject  to  a  duty  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  following  regulations  : — 

1.  It  shall  not  be  sold  by  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  in  quantities  exceeding  the  quantities  pre- 
scribed by  the  local  regulations. 

2.  When  a  cargo,  or  a  large  quantity  of  gunpowder 
arrives  in  a  Tunisian  port  on  board  a  British  vessel, 
such  vessel  shall  be  anchored  at  a  particular  spot,  to 
be  designated  by  the  local  authorities,  and  the  gun- 
powder shall  then  be  conveyed,  under  the  inspection 
of  such  authorities,  to  depots  or  fitting  places,  de- 
signated by  the  Government,  to  which  the  parties 
interested  shall  have  access  under  due  regulations. 
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Gunpowder  imported  in  contravention  of  the  pro- 
hibition, or  in  the  absence  of  the  license  aforemen- 
tioned, shall  be  liable  to  confiscation,  save  and 
except  small  quantities  of  gunpowder  for  sporting 
reserved  for  private  use,  which  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  the  present  Article. 

Cannon,  arms  of  war,  or  military  stores,  as  well  as 
anchors,  masts,  and  chain  cables,'  shall  be  imported 
frfe  of  duty,  provided  they  are  landed  at  the  opened 
and  recognized  ports;  provided,  a'so,  that  previous 
to  the  landing  cf  cannon  the  permissir.n  of  the  Gov- 
eioment  is  obtained. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  people  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have 
the  right  to  establish  in  each  other's  country  com- 
mercial, industrial,  and  banking  companii-s,  co- 
operative, or  mutual  or  shai  eholding  associations,  or 
any  other  association,  whetlier  between  and  amongst 
ttiemselves,  or  between  them  and  Tunisian  subjects 
or  subjects  of  any  other  Power  :  provided  the  object 
of  such  companies  and  associations  be  lawful,  and 
subject  always  to  the  laws  of  the  countiy  in  which 
they  shall  be  established. 

It  is,  however,  understood,  that  no  joint  stock 
companies  limited,  whose  capital  is  made  up  of 
nominal  sha  es  to  bearer,  and  no  anonymous  asso- 
ciation shall  be  established  in  their  respective 
teriitories  without  the  authorization  of  the  local 
Government. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

British  subjects  and  Tunisian  subjects  shall  be  free 
to  exercise  in  each  other's  country  any  art,  piofes- 
sion,  or  industry;  to  establish  manuiactories  and 
factories,  and  to  introduce  steam  machinery,  or 
machmery  moved  by  any  other  power,  without  being 
subject>-u  to  any  other  formality  or  to  the  payment 
of  higher  or  other  taxes  and  imposts  than  those 
presciibed  by  the  laws  or  municipal  regulations,  or 
which  are  paid  by  natives. 

It  IS  understood  that  the  manuiactories  and  their 
appurtenances,  being  immovable  property,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  ol  the  Convention  of  the 
10th  October,  1863,  relative  to  the  permission 
granted  to  British  subjects  to  hold  real  property  in 
tne  Regency  of  Tunis. 

ARTICLE  XVLEL 

JSo  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house  or  quarantine 
dues,  or  other  local  dues,  shall  be  levied  upon 
British  vessels,  which  ai  e  not  imposeu  upon  Tunisian 
vessels  or  upon  the  vessels  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

If  a  British  vessel  shall  enter  a  Tunisian  port  from 
stress  of  weather  and  depart,  it  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  dues,  but  shall  pay 
only  the  fee  to  the  pilot,  should  a  pilot  be  required. 
Should  such  vessel,  however,  visit  a  Tunisian  port 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  water  and  of  pui chasing 
piovisions,  it  shall  pay  only  a  portion,  not  exceeding 
half,  of  the  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house  and 
quarantine  or  other  local  dues  payable  at  the  said 
port. 

In  like  manner  Tunisian  vessels  which  shall  visit 
any  of  the  ports  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  shall 
pay  only  the  harbour,  quarantine,  and  other  dues 
which  are  levied  upon  British  vessels. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  captains  of  merchant -vessels  having  goods  on 
board  destined  for  the  Regency  of  Tunis  shall,  on 
their  arrival  at  the  port  where  such  goods  are  to  be 
landed,  deposit  in  ttie  Custom-house  of  such  port  a 
true  copy  of  their  manifest. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

If  a  British  subject  te  detected  in  smuggling  into 
the  Regency  any  description  of  goods  or  should  be 
detected  in  embai-ldng  any  goods,  the  produce  of 


Tunis,  for  which  he  can  exhibit  no  Custom-house 
permit,  such  goods  shnll  be  confiscated  by  the  Tuni- 
sian Treasury,  but  the  report  or  protis-verhal  of  the 
alleged  contraband  must,  as  soon  as  the  said  goods 
are  seized  by  authorities,  be  drawn  up  and  com- 
municated to  the  British  Consular  authorities,  and 
no  goods  can  be  confiscated  as  contraband  unless 
the  fraud  with  regard  to  them  shall  be  duly  and 
legally  proved- 

It  is  stipulated  that  vessels  navigating  under  the 
British  flag  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the 
port;  that  such  vessels,  speronara*,  boats,  and  the 
like  craft  shall  not  serve  as  depots  for  merchandize  ; 
and  that  whenever  their  detention  in  the  Tunisian 
ports  shall  exceed  eight  calendar  months,  they  shall, 
when  required  to  do  so,  give  satisfactory  explan- 
at  ons  to  the  British  Consular  authoiity  and  to  the 
l.oc;il  Authorities  in  reg  ard  to  the  motive  of  their 
detention  in  such  ports.  Should  such  explanations 
be  deemed  un  atisfactory,  the  Custom-house  nriy, 
with  the  onsent  of  her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General,  place  a  guard  on  board  for  the  prevention 
of  fiaud,  the  expenses  for  such  guard  being  at  the 
charge  of  the  vessel. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

(Should  Britis  1  subjects  desire  to  embark  in,  or 
discharge  goods  from,  any  vpssel,  they  c;xn  employ 
the  Tunisian  Justom-house  boats,  paying  the  usual 
charges  for  the  use  of  such  boats.  They  are  free, 
however,  to  discharge  their  merchandise  without 
using  the  Custom  house  boats,  in  which  case  they 
will  apprize  the  Administration  of  the  Customs  of  it 
in  writing,  taking  care  to  mention,  on  the  arrival  of 
each  steamer  or  vessel  having  goods  on  board  to 
their  c  nsignment,  that  they  will  be  present  them- 
selves, or  be  repiesente  1  by  their  agents,  to  arsistat 
the  disch  arge  of  said  goods.  In  caseoftheir  abspnce, 
however,  the  Custom-house  will  proceed  to  discharge 
their  goods,  rendering  itself  responsible  as  hereto- 
fore, unless  in  a  case  of  ''force  majeure."  No  sort 
of  claim  can  be  preferred  by  the  consignee  against 
the  Custom-house  on  the  plea  that  it  had  not  the 
right  to  discharge  his  goods,  seeing  that  the  discharge 
is  made  with  the  sanction  of  the  master  of  the  vessel, 
and  not  with  that  of  the  Custom-house. 

Every  consignee  who  discharges  his  goods  after 
making  the  demand  in  writing,  will  provide  himself 
with  a  Custom-house  officer,  who  will  accompany 
him  to  the  vessel  and  return  with  him  to  the  Custom- 
house. Tne  fee  to  the  Custom-house  officer  shall  be 
paid  by  the  merchant. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

WliCnever  the  Tunisian  Government  shall  tempor- 
arily prohibit  the  exportation  of  wheat,  barley,  cattle, 
or  any  other  article  of  native  produce,  such  prohibi- 
tion shall  not  come  into  operation  until  threemonths 
after  official  notification  shall  have  been  given,  and 
shall  apply  only  to  the  specific  article  or  articles 
mentioned  in  the  Decree  enacting  the  prohibition. 

ARTICLE  XXin. 

No  British  subject,  nor  any  person  under  British 
protection,  shall,  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  be  m  ide 
liable  to  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person  of  his 
nation  unless  he  shall  have  made  himself  responsible 
or  guarautee  for  the  debtor  by  a  valid  document. 
Neither  shall  any  British  subject  be^compelled  to  sell 
anything  to,  or  to  buy  anything  from,  a  Tunisian 
without  his  own  free  will.  The  seller  shall  be  obliged 
to  deliver  up  to  the  purchaser  only  that  portion  of 
the  goods  which  he  voluntarily  sold  to  him,  and  the 
purchaser  shall  have  no  claim  or  right  upon  the  re- 
maining portion  of  such  goods  or  merchandise. 

In  like  manner,  no  Tunisian  subject;  in  the 
Dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  shall  be 
made  liable  to  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person 
of  his  natron  to  a  British  subject,  unless  he  shall  have 
made  himself  responsible  or  guarantee  for  the  debtor 
by  a  valid  document. 
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ARTICLE  XXIV. 

In  all  criminal  cases  and  complaints  where  the 
prosecutor  and  prisoner  are  British  subjects,  and  in 
all  civil  differences,  disputes,  or  litigation  which  may 
occur  between  British  subjects  exclusively,  the  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  Consul  or  other  British  autho- 
rity, shall  be  sole  judge  or  arbiter.  No  one  shall 
interfere,  but  they  shall  be  amenable  to  the  British 
Consular  Courts  only. 

All  civil  diSerences,  disputes  or  litigations  between 
British  subjects  and  the  subjects  of  any  foreign 
country  other  than  Great  Britain,  shall  be  decided 
solely  in  the  Tribunals  of  the  foreign  Consuls, 
according  to  the  usages  heretofore  established,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  arranged  between  such 
Consuls,  without  the  interference  of  the  Tunisian 
Courts  or  Government. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

Disputes  and  differences  arising  between  a  British 
and  a  Tunisian  subject,  whether  the  British  subject 
is  plaintiff  or  defendant,  ot  a  commercial  and  civil 
nature  (criminal  and  correctional  excepted),  shall  be 
settled  by  His  Highness  the  Bey,  or  his  delegate,  in 
the  presence  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  British 
Consul-General  or  Consul. 

It  is  likewise  agreed  that,should  any  new  procedure, 
differing  from  the  above,  be  adopted  and  applieil  at 
present,  or  in  future,  in  the  treatment  of  any  other 
nation,  the  British  subject  ,  without  exception,  shall 
be  entitled  lo  the  enjoyment  thereof,  whenever  Her 
Majesty's  Government  shall  request  it- 
It  is,  however,  understood  that,  if  Mixed  Courts 
should  be  at  any  time  established  in  Tunis  with  the 
assent  and  approval  of  Hpr  Mnjesty's  Government 
in  that  case  all  civil  and  commercial  suits  anl 
disputes  arising  between  British  and  Tunisian  sub- 
jects shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  such  Mixed 
Courts  and  Tribunals,  according  to  the  rules  and 
procedure  that  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Contracting  Parties, 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

The  cognizance  of  crimes  committed  by  British 
subjects  in  the  Tunisian  territory,  as  well  ."s  all  con- 
traventions of  the  police  and  other  regulations,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Consul-General  or  Corsul;  and  the 
punishment  thereof  shall  be  applied  by  the  said 
Consul  General  or  Consul,  in  concurrence  with  His 
Highness  the  Bey.  In  case  the  criminal  offender 
should  escape  from  the  Consular,  cr  other  prison, 
the  Consul-General  or  Consul  shall  not  be  held  res- 
ponsible in  any  manner  whatsoever, 

ARTICLE  XXVII, 

No  quittance  or  receipt  presented  by  a  British 
subject  to  a  Court,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge  of 
a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  towards  a  Tunisian 
subject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  a  valid  discharge, 
unless  he  can  show  that  such  quittance  or  receipt  is 
under  the  handwriting,  seal,  or  signature  of  the 
Tunisian  subject,  or  duly  executed  bj  native  notaries, 
and  attested  by  the  Cadi  or  the  Governor  of  the  place. 
And  in  like  manner  no  quittance  or  receipt  presented 
by  a  Tunisian  subject,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge 
of  a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  towards  a  British 
subject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  valid  discharge 
of  his  debt,  vmless  be  can  show  that  such  quittance 
or  discharge  is  under  the  handwriting,  signature  or 
mark  of  the  British  subj  ='Ct,  duly  attested  by  the 
Consul,  or  unless  the  discharge  is  drawn  up  by  two 
notaries  and  attested  by  the  British  Consul. 

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 

Should  any  Tunisian  subject  be  found  guilty  before 
the  Tunisian  Courts  of  procuring  false  evidence  to 
the  injury  or  prejudice  of  a  British  subject,  he  shall  be 


severely  pnni=*hed  by  the  Tunisian  Government.  In 
like  mar  tier,  the  competent  British  Consular  autho^ 
rities  shnll  severely  punish,  according  to  Eagusn 
law  any  British  subject  who  may  be  convicted  of  tne 
same  offence  against  a  Tunisian  subject. 

ARTICLE  XXIX. 

If  at  any  time,  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General,  Consul,  Vice-consul  or  Consular  Agent, 
'  should  require  the  assistance  of  soldiers,  guards, 
armed  boats  or  other  aid  for  the  purpose  of  arresting 
or  transporting  any  British  subject,  the  Tunisian 
authorities  shall  immediately  comply  with  the 
demand,  on  payment  of  the  usual  fees  given  on  such 
occasions  by  Tunisian  subjects, 

ARTICLE  XXX. 


If  a  ship  belonging  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
or  to  any  of  Her  subjects,  should  be  wrecked  or 
stranded  on  any  part  of  the  coast  of  th<^  Regency  of 
Tunis,  the  Tunisian  autho'-ities  within  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  accident  may  occur  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  friendship,  respect  lier  and  assist 
her  in  all  her  wants.  They  shall  allow  and  enable 
the  master  to  take  such  steps  as  he  may  think  ne 
c?ss^ry  or  desirable,  and  shall  t  ike  immediatf-  slr  ps 
for  the  protection  of  her  crew  and  of  her  cargo,  pnd 
of  any  goods,  p:<peis  or  other  arti.  les  which  may  be 
saved  from  her  at  the  time  of  the  wreck  o;  after- 
wards :  and,  moreover,  they  shall  lose  no  time  in 
informing  the  nearest  British  authority  of  the 
accident.  They  shill  deliver  over  to  him,  without 
exception  or  loss,  all  the  cargo,  goods,  papers  and 
articles  which  have  been  saved  and  preserved  from 
the  wreck,  and  they  shall  likewise  furnish  the  master 
and  (he  crew  of  the  wrecked  ship  with  such  victuals 
and  provisions  as  they  may  require,  for  whi^h  they 
shall  receive  payment.  For  their  friendly  aid  and 
services  in  protecting,  saving,  preserving,  and  restor- 
ing to  the  British  Consular  authorities  the  goods  and 
contents  saved  through  their  exertions  from  the 
wrecked  vessel,  or  any  portion  thereof,  tliey  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  an  amount  of  salvage  as  Her 
Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul-General,  and  the  Chief 
Tunisian  authority  on  the  spot  shall  judge  a  fair 
compensation  for  their  services.  I  he  master  and 
crew  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  to  any  place  they 
please,  md  at  any  time  they  may  think  proper, 
without  any  hindrance 

In  like  mmner,  the  ships  of  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  or  of  Ttmisian  subjects,  shall  be  assisted  and 
protected  in  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
Jiritain  as  though  they  were  British  ships,  and  shall 
be  subject  only  to  the  same  lawful  charges  of  salvage 
to  which  British  ships,  tinder  similar  circumstacc  s, 
are  liable. 

ARTICLE  XXXI. 

Should,  howeve/(which  God  forbid),  the  crew  or 
any  portion  of  the  "crew  of  a  wrecked  or  stranded 
British  vessel  be  murdered  by  the  natives,  or  its 
cargo,  or  any  part  of  its  cargo  or  contents,  be  stolen 
by  them,  the  Tunisian  Government  binds  itself  to 
take  the  most  prompt  and  energetic  measures  for 
seizing  the  marauders  or  robbers,  in  order  to  proceed 
to  their  severe  punishment.  It,  moreover,  engages 
to  make  the  most  diligent  search  for  the  recovery 
and  reitilution  of  the  stolen  property ;  and  whatever 
compensation  for  the  damage  done  to  individuals  or 
to  their  effects,  under  similar  circumstances,  is  grant- 
ed, or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  subjects  of 
the  most  favoured  nation,  or  the  equivalent  of  it, 
shall  be  also  accorded  to  the  subjects  of  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 

It  is  agreed  and  convenanted  that  if  any  of  the  crew 
of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  ot  British  merchant- 
vessels,  of  whatever  nationality  they  may  be,  home  on 
the  papers  of  the  said  ships,  shall  desert  within  any 
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port  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  the  authorities  of  such 
port  or  territory  shall  be  bound  lo  give  every  assistance 
in  their  power  tot  the  apprehension  of  such  deserters, 
on  the  application  of  the  British  aut  hority.  In  like 
manner,  if  any  of  the  crt^w  of  the  ships  of  His 
Highness  the  Bey,  or  of  Tunisian  laerch^nt-vessels, 
not  being  slaves,  shall  desert  in  any  of  the  ports  or 
harbours,  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Quet^n  of  Great  Britain,  the  auth>.rities  of  such  ports 
or  harbour  shall  give  every  assistance  in  their  power 
for  the  apprehension  of  such  deserters  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Commanding  Officer,  Captain,  or  other 
Tunisian  authority ;  and  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
protect  or  harbour  such  deserters. 

ARTICLE  XXXIir. 

The  ships  of  war  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  and  the  ships  belonging  to  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  shall  have  free  liberty  to  use  the  ports  of  each 
country  for  washing,  cleansing  and  repairing  any  of 
their  defects,  and  to  buy  for  their  use  any  sort  of 
provisions  alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  necessaries,  at 
the  m;irket  price,  without  paying  custom  to  any 
officer. 

And  it  is  moreover  agreed  that,  whenever  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  shall  arrive  in  the  Bay  of 
Tunis,  ;ind  shall  fire  a  salute  of  twenty-ooe  guns,  the 
C  istle  of  the  ijloletta,  or  the  Tunisian  ships  of  war, 
shall  ri'turn  the  same  number  of  guns  as  the  Royal 
sa'ute  to  Her  Majesty's  colours,  according  to  ancient 
usage. 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

The  Government  of  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sincere  friendship  that  has  at  all  times 
existed  between  Her  Majesty  and  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  agrees  that  Tunisian  ships  and  cargoes  shall  be 
received  at  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  British 
do  inions  upon  the  same  footing  as  British  vessels 
and  argoes 

ARTICLE  XXXV. 

British  vessels  arriving  in  any  of  the  Tunisian  ports 
for  the  purpost!  of  trade  or  by  reason  of  stress  of 
weather,  or  to  repair  damages,  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  discharge  their  cargoes  or  any  portion  of  their 
cargoes,  and  they  shall  not  be  made  to  change  their 
destination  or  to  receive  any  passengers  on  board 
unless  it  be  with  their  own  free  will,  but  they  shall 
be  respected,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  to  depart 
without  any  hindrance.  Should  they  be  compelled 
to  land  their  cargoes,  or  a  portion  thereof,  in  order 
to  effect  repairs,  they  shall  also  be  peimitted  to  re- 
«mbark  such  goods  free  of  any  duty  or  charge 
whatsoever. 

'l\inisian  vessels  shall  receive  the  like  friendly 
treatment  in  ports  and  harbours  of  the  British 
dominions. 

ARTICLE  XXXVI. 

If  any  British  subject  should  die  m  any  place  or 
territory  appertaining  to  His  Highness  the  Bey,  no 
Governor  or  other  Tunisian  officer  shall,  on  any 
pretence  whatsoever,  take  possession  or  dispose  of, 
or  interfere  witn  the  goods  and  property  of  the 
deceased ;  but  such  goods  and  property,  of  whatever 
description,  may  be  taken  possession  of  by  his  heirs, 
or  by  the  British  Consular  authority,  without  any 
hindrance  or  impediment  whatsoever  on  the  part  of 
such  Governor  or  IHinisiaa  officer. 

If,  however,  a  British  subject  should  die  at  a  place 
where  there  is  no  British  Consul,  or  whilst  travelling, 
in  such  a  case  the  Tunisian  authorities  of  the  place 
where  he  died  shall  be  bound  to  preserve  and  protect 
his  goods  and  effects  :  they  shall  make,  with  the 
assistance  of  notaries,  a  faithful  inventory  of  them, 
which  inventory  they  shall  lose  no  time  in  sending 
to  the  nearest  Governor  of  a  place  where  an  English 
6«i8ul  resides. 


Should  the  deceased  British  subject  leave  behind 
him  debts  due  from  him  to  a  native,  the  Consul- 
General  or  his  deputy  shall  assist  the  creditor  in  the 
recovery  of  his  claim  upon  the  estate  of  the  deceased; 
and,  likewise,  if  the  deceased  should  leave  behina 
debts  due  to  him  from  Tunisians,  the  Governor,  or 
those  who  have  such  power,  shall  compel  the  debtors 
to  pay  what  is  due  by  them  to  the  Consul-General  or 
his  deputy  ,for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased. 

ARTICLE  XXXVII. 

The  British  Government  and  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
moved  by  sentiments  of  humanity  and  having  regard 
to  the  free  institutions  which,  under  Providence, 
their  respective  countries  happily  enjoy,  mutually 
engage  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  slavery.  Whilst,  on  the  one  part,  the  British 
Government  engage  not  to  relax  their  eSorts  with 
friendly  powers  for  the  prevention  of  the  barbarous 
traffic  in  human  beings,  and  for  the  emancipation  of 
slaves,  His  Highness  the  Bey  especially  engages,  on 
the  other,  to  cause  the  Declaration  of  Moharem,1262 
(23rd  January,  1 846),  abolishing  for  ever  slavery  in 
the  Regency,  to  be  obeyed  and  respected,  and  to  use 
his  utmost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  persons 
within  his  Regency  who  contravene  or  act  contrary 
thereto. 

ARnCLE  XXXVIIL 

The  British  Government  and  his  Highness  the  Bey 
eng  ige  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  piracy ;  and  His  Highness  especially  engages  to  use 
his  utmost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  persons 
on  his  coasts  or  within  his  territory  who  may  be  guilty 
of  that  crime,  and  to  aid  the  British  Government  in 
so  doing. 

ARTICLE  XXXIX. 

Privateering  is  now  and  for  ever  abolished :  His 
Highness  the  Bey  being  desirous  to  maintain  the 
neutr  dity  of  the  Regency  of  I  unis,  it  has  been 
established  and  agreed  that,  in  c  ise  of  war  or 
hostilities,  he  shall  not  permit  the  enemies  of  Her 
Maje-ty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  to  fit  out  privateers 
in  the  ports  of  the  Regency,  or  to  sail  from  them  to 
prey  upon  the  ships  and  commerce  of  tier  subjects; 
and  it  is  moreover  established  that  His  Highness 
shall  not  permit  or  tolerate  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis 
the  sale  of  any  prize  whatsoever  which  shall  have 
belonged  or  may  belong  to  the  belliger-  nis. 

The  Queen  of  Great  Britain  will  cause  to  be 
observed  the  same  rules  of  neutrality  towards 
Tunisian  ships  and  subjects  in  all  the  seaports  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions. 

ARTICLE  XL. 

In  order  that  the  two  Contracting  Parties  may  hare 
the  opportunity  of  hereafter  treating  and  agreeing 
upon  such  other  arrangements  as  may  tend  still 
further  to  the  improvement  of  their  mutual  inter- 
course, and  to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of 
their  respective  people,  it  is  agreed  that  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  the  date  of 
the  present  Convention  of  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  upon  the  other  to  enter  upon  a  revision 
of  the  same ;  but  until  such  revision  shall  have  been 
accomplished  by  common  consent,  and  a  new  Con- 
vention shall  have  been  concluded  and  put  into 
operation,  the  present  Convention  shall  continue  and 
remain  in  full  force  and  eflect. 

ARTICLE  XLI. 

If  any  doubt  should  arise  with  regard  to  the  inter- 
pretation or  the  application  of  any  of  the  stipulations 
of  the  present  Convention,  it  is  agreed  that  in  Tunis 
the  interpretation  the  most  favourable  to  British 
subjects  shall  be  given,  and  in  Her  Majesty's  domi- 
nions that  most  favourable  to  Tunisians.  It  is  not 
pretended  by  any  of  the  foregoing  Articles  to  stipulate 
for  more  than  the  plain  and  fair  construction  of  the 
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terms  employed,  nor  to  preclude  in  any  manner 
the  Tunisi;.n  Government  from  the  exercise  of  its 
rights  of  internal  Administration  where  the  exercise 
ot  those  rights  does  not  evidently  infringe  upon  tlie 
privileges  accorded  by  the  present  Convention  to 
British  subjects  or  British  commerce- 

ARTICLE  XLII 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Convention  shall 
come  into  immediate  operation  and  shall  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  stipulations  of  all  preceding  Treaties 
between  Great  Britain  and  Tunis,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Convention  of  the  10th  of  October,  1863, 
already  referred  to  in  Article  XVII  preceding,  which 
is  renewed  and  confirmed. 


This  Convention  has  been  written  in  triplicate, 
consisting  in  forty-two  Articles,  besides  the  intro- 
duction, and  contained  in  the  preceding  forty-three 
pages,  to  be  signed  by  both  parties,  and  to  be 
executed  in  the  manner  explained  and  clearly  set 
forth  in  its  several  provisions,  having  for  object  the 
duration,  confirmation,  and  maintenance  of  amity 
between  them.

ON  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
iilinistvir  of  ihe  Interior,  and  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  371h  Section  of  tije  Act  passed  in  the 
Session  of  the  Pailiamentof  Canada,  held  in  the  31st 


year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  chaptered  42,  and  m- 
tituled:  "  An  Act  providing  for  the  organization  of 
"  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State  ofCan- 
"  ada,  and  for  the  management  of  Indian  and 
"  Ordnance  Lands,'' — 

His  Excpllency,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Queen's  Privy  Council  for'Canada,  has  been  pleased 
to  make  the  following  Regulations  for  the  protection 
from  pillige  of  Timber  on  lands  occupied  by  Indians 
on  the  Indian  Reserve  at  Caughnawaga,  that  is  to 
say. 

1.  No  timber  shall  be  cut  from  off  any  portion  of 
the  Indian  Lands  known  as  the  Caughnawaga 
Reserve,  occupied  by  individual  members  of  the 
Band,  excepting  such  as  may  be  required  by  the 
occupants  of  such  lands  for  their  own  use  on  the 
premises. 

2.  Any  infraction  of  the  foregoing  Regulation 
shall  subject  the  parties  convicted  thereof  to  a  for- 
feiture of  the  timber  cut,  and  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  such  offence. 

3.  Any  timber  forfeited  under  the  preceding  Re- 
gulation.s,  shall  be  handed  over  to  the  occupant  of 
the  land  from  which  it  was  tiken,  and  the  amount 
of  the  fine  paid  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
funds  of  the  Band.

"VrOTlCE  is  hereby  given  that  on  the  recommenda- 
tion  of  the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  the  Inte- 
rior, and  under  the  provisions  of  the  "  Dominion  Lands 
Act  "  and  Acts  amending  the  same.  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General  in  Council  has  tbis  day  been 
pleased  to  aulhorize  the  Minister  cf  the  Interior  to 
issue  special  temporary  Permits  or  licenses  for  the 
cutting  of  timber  in  certain  cases  upon  Dominion 
Lands  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions,  that  is  to  say  : 

1 .  The  term  to  be,  one  year. 

2.  The  dues  to  be  paid  by  way  of  Stumpage,  such 
stumpage  to  be  one  cent  and  a  half  per  inch  across 
the  stump,  for  trees  seven  inches  and  under  in  dia- 
meter, and  for  trees  over  that  size  three  cents  per 
inch  across  the  stump  :  such  dues  to  be  paid,  in  all 
cases,  according  to  the  quantity  of  timber  cut  imder 
such  Permits,  from  time  to  time,  on  the  report  and 
return  of  the  Timber  Inspector. 

3.  No  tree  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter  to  be 
cut  under  such  Permit. 

With  a  vieAV  to  guard  against  fires, — should  damage 
to  growing  timber  or  to  private  property,  other  th  m 
that  of  the  holder  cf  the  Permit,  be  caused  by  a  fire 
which  may  have  originated  on  the  ground  covered  by 
the  Permit,  the  latter  to  be  subject  to  immediate 
forfeiture. 

4.  Such  Permit  to  be  liable  also  to  forfeiture  for 
non  compliance  with  any  of  the  other  conditions 
above  set  forth.

GENERAL  CONVENTION  BETWEEN  THE  GOVERN- 
MENTS OF  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  OF  TUNIS. 

Signedin  the  English  and  Arabic  languages,  July  19, 1875. 

The  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
His  Most  Serene  Highness  Mohammed  Essaddock 
Bey,  Lord  of  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  being  desirous 
to  maintain  and  improve  the  relations  of  friendship 
and  commerce  which  have  long  subsisted  between 
them  and  between  British  and  Tunisian  subjects, 
have  resolved  to  proceed  to  a  revision  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Treaties  subsisting  between  the  respect- 
ive countries,  in  consequence  of  which  the  following 
stipulations  have  been  entered  into  asid  concluded 
beiweau  His  Most  Serene  Highness  the  Bey,  and 
Richard  Wood,  Esquire,  Companion  of  the  Most 
Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath,  Her  Majesty's  Agent 
and  Consul-General,  duly  authorized  to  that  effect. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

Her  Majesty  the  Qu?en  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  may  appoint,  besides  her 
Pohtical  Agent,  such  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and 
Consular  Agents  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis  as  she  may 
deem  necessary ;  and  such  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls, 
and  Consular  Agents  shall  be  at  liberty  to  reside  in 
any  of  the  seaports  or  cities  of  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
which  they  or  the  British  Government  may  choose 
and  find  most  convenient  for  the  atiairs  and  service 
of  Her  Majesty,  and  for  the  assistance  of  her  subjects. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Every  mark  of  honour  and  respect  shall,  at  nil 
times,  be  paid,  and  every  privilege  and  immunity 
allowed  to  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul  General 
accredited  to  His  Highness  the  Bey  which  is  paid  or 
allowed  to  the  Representative  of  any  other  nation 
whatfoever;  and  respect  and  honour  shall  be  shown 
to  the  British  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular 
Agents,  who  shall  reside  in  the  Regency  of  funis. 
Their  houses  and  families  shall  be  safe  and  protected. 
No  one  shall  interfere  with  them,  or  commit  any  act 
of  oppression  or  disrespect  towards  them,  either  by 
^  word  or  deed ;  and  if  any  one  should  do  so,  the 
Tunisiiin  authorities  shall  take  immediate  measures 
for  the  punishment  of  the  offender.  'J'he  British 
Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  shall, 
moreover,  continue  to  enjoy,  in  the  most  ample 
sense,  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  which  are 
now  or  may  be  hereafter  accorded  to  the  Consuls, 
Vice-Consulsj  and  Consular  Agents  of  the  most 
favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  111. 

The  British  Agent  and  Consul  General  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  choose  his  own  interpreters,  brokers, 
guards,  and  servants,  either  from  among  the  natives 
or  others,  flis  interpreters,  brokers,  guards  and 
servants  shall  be  exempt  from  the  conscription  and 
from  payment  of  any  poll-tax,  forced  contribution 
or  other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  In  like 
manner,  the  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls  and  Consular 
Agents  residing  at  the  Tunisian  ports,  under  the 
orders  of  the  said  Agent  and  Consul-General,  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  choose,  that  is  to  say,  the  Consuls, 
each  one  interpreter,  one  broker,  two  guards,  and 
three  servants;  the  Vice-Consuls  ami  Consu  ar  Agents, 
each  one  interpreter,  one  broker,  and  one  guard,  and 
two  servants,  not  being  in  the  military  service,  who 
shall  likewise  be  exempt  from  the  conscription,  from 
the  payment  of  any  poll-tax,  forced  contribution,  or 
other  similar  or  corresponding  charge.  No  prohibi- 
tion nor  tax  shall  be  put  upon  the  provisions,  furni- 
ture or  any  other  articles  which  may  come  to  the 
said  Agent  and  Consul-General,  Consuls  or  Vice- 
('onsuls,  for  their  own  use  and  for  the  use  of  their 
families,  upon  their  delivering  to  the  Ofiioer  of  the 
Customs  a  note  under  their  hand,  specifying  the 
number  of  articles  which  they  shall  require  to  be 
passed  on  that  ground ;  but  this  privilege  shall  only 
be  accorded  to  Consular  Officers  who  are  not  engaged 
in  trade.  If  the  service  of  their  Sovereign  should 
require  their  attendance  in  their  own  country,  no 
impediment  shall  be  oflered  to  their  departure,  and  no 
hindrance  shall  be  offered  either  to  themselves  or 
their  servants,  or  in  regard  to  their  propei  ty,  but  they 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  go  and  come,  respected  and 
honoured.  If  they  should  depute  another  person  to 
act  for  them  m  their  absence,  they  shall  not  be  pre- 
vented in  any  way  from  so  doing;  nor  shall  the  deputy 
be  prevented  from  -acting  in  that  capacity. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shaJ  be  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce 
between  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
and  the  Regency  of  Tunis.  British  merchants  or 
their  agents  and  brokers  shall  be  permitted  to  pur- 
chase at  all  places  within  the  Regency,  whether  for 


the  purposes  of  internal  trade  or  of  exportation,  all 
articles,  without  any  exception  whatsoever,  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  said  Regency  ; 
and  the  purchaser  shall  be  free  to  remove  his  goods, 
when  purchasad,  from  one  place  to  another,  without 
any  attempt  being  made  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Governors  to  interfere  with  them. 


ARTICLE  V. 

In  accordance  with  the  friendship  which  has  at  all 
times  existed  between  the  two  Go7ernmente,  His 
Highness  the  Bey  engages  to  protect  British  subjects 
who  may  come  to  his  country  either  for  the  purposes 
of  trade  or  for  travelling.  They  shall  be  free  to  travel 
or  to  reside  in  any  part  of  the  Regency  without  hin- 
drance or  molestation ;  and  they  shall  be  treated 
with  respect,  love,  and  honour.  They  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  forced  military  service,  whether  by  land 
or  by  sea ;  from  forced  loans,  and  from  every  extraor- 
dinai  y  contribution.  Their  dwellings  and  warehouses 
destined  for  the  purposes  of  residence  and  commerce, 
as  well  as  their  property,  both  real  and  personal,  of 
every  nind,  shail  be  respected,  and,  in  particular, 
all  the  stipulations  of  the  Convention  concluded  be- 
tween Hei'  Majesty's  Government  and  His  Highness 
the  Bey  on  the  J  0th  of  October,  1833,  relative  to  the 
permission  granted  to  British  subjects  to  hold  real 
property  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  are  hereby  confirm- 
ed. And  British  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  shall  enjoy,  without  any  restriction  or 
diminution,  all  the  privileges,  favours,  and  immu. 
nities  which  are  now  or  m^ty  hereafter  oe  granted  to 
the  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and  navigation  of 
any  other  nation  whatever. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty,  on  her  part,  engages  to 
insure  to  Tunisian  subjects,  vessels,  commerce,  and 
navigation  within  her  Dominions,  the  enjoyment  of 
the  same  protection  and  privileges  which  are  or  may 
be  enjoyed  by  the  subjects,  vessels^  commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  most  favoured  nation. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

The  perfect  security  which  His  Highness  the  Bey 
accords  to  the  British  merchants  and  subjects  who 
may  resLcte  in  the  Kegencv  extends  likewise  to  the 
free  exercise  of  the  rites  of  their  religion.  They  shall 
be  free  to  erect  churches,  upon  the  application  of  the 
British  Agent  and  Consul-General  to  His  Highness 
the  Bey,  who  will  grant  the  necessary  permission. 
The  British  Cemetery  of  Saint  George,  and  other 
burial  places,  now  or  hereafter  to  be  established, 
shall  be  protected  at?d  respected  as  heretofore. 

ARTICLE  VII 

His  Highness  th'^  Bey  engages  that  he  will  not  pro- 
hibit the  importation  into  the  Regency  of  any  article 
the  produce  and  manufacture  of  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  from  whatever 
place  arriving,  and  that  the  duties  to  be  levied  upon 
such  articles  of  produce  or  manufacture  so  imported 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  fixed  rate  of  eight  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  to  be  calculated  upon  the  value  of 
such  merchandize  at  the  place  of  landing,  or  a  speci- 
fic duty,  fixed  by  common  consent,  equivalent  there- 
to. 

Such  a  i-ticies,  after  "paying  eight  per  cent .  import 
duty,  .xjall  not  be  subject  to  any  other  internal 
charge  or  impost  whatsoever,  w-iether  the  buyer  be 
a  Tunisian  or  a  foreigner.  And  if  such  articles  should 
not  be  sold  for  consumption  in  the  Regency,  but 
should  be  re-exported  within  the  space  of  one  year, 
the  Administration  ot  the  Customs  shall  be  bound, 
provided  the  bales  or  packages  have  not  been  open- 
ed, to  restore,  at  the  time  of  their  re-exportation, 
the  duty  levied  to  the  merchant,  who  shall  be  re- 
quired first  to  furnish  proofs  that  the  goods  so  ex- 
ported have  paid  the  said  import  duty. 
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After  the  expiration  of  one  year  the  merchant 
shall  be  free  to  re-export  his  foreign  goods  without 
claiming  the  drawback,  and  the  Cu3tO;n-house  shall 
not  levy  upon  them  any  duty  whatsoever  on  re-ex- 
portation. 

Should  a  British  merchant  or  his  agent  desire  to 
convey,  by  sea  or  by  land,  from  one  port  or  place  to 
another  port  or  place  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  goods 
upon  which  the  ad  valorem  duty  above  mentioned 
has  been  already  paid,  such  goods  shall  be  subject 
to  no  further  duty,  either  on  their  embarkation  or 
disembarkation,  provided  they  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  from  the  Tunisian  AdininistratOf  of  Cus- 
toms that  the  duty  has  been  paid 

And  it  is  moreover  agi-eed  that  no  other  or  higher 
duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  of  any 
article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  one  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  into  the  country  of  the  other,  which 
shall  not  equally  .extend  to  the  like  articles  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  country. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Vessels  navigating  under  the  British  flag  and  ves 
sels  navigating  under  the  Tunisian  flag  shall  be  free 
to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade  in  the  States 
and  Dominions  of  the  Contracting  Parties,  )  hey  sh  ill 
enjoy  the  same  rights  and  immunities  as  are  enjoyed 
by  national  vessels,  and  they  shall  be  fiee  either  to 
land  a  portion  of  their  cargoes,  or  to  embark  goods, 
foreign  or  native,  to  complete  their  cargoes,  in  each 
othei-'s  ports,,  without  bemg  obliged  in  each  case  to 
procure  any  special  license  from  the  Lccal  Author- 
ities, or  to  pay  any  charges  and  dues  that  are  not  paid 
by  national  vessels. 

• 

The  stipulations  of  this  Article  shall,  however,  as 
regards  the  Colonial  coasting,  trade,  be  deemed  to 
extei^(i  only  to  the  coasting  trade  of  such  of  the  Col- 
fa^  onial  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  as,  under 
Hi  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  thereto,  may  have 
opened  their  coasting  trade  to  foi  eigh  vessels. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

His  Highness  the. Bey  formally  engages  to  abolish 
all  DQonopblies  of  agricultural  produce  or  of  any  other 
article  whatsoever,  save  and  except  tobacco  and  salt, 
and  save  and  except  the  fisheries,  and  the  tannery  of 
hides  of  oxen,  camels,  and  hortes. 

British  subjects,  however,  or  their  agents,  buying 
or  selling  salt  and  tobacco  in  virtue  of  licenses  or 
permits  for  consumption  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the  most 
favoured  Tunisian  subjects  trading  in  the  two  articles 
aforesaid,  and,  fuithet-more,  they  shall  be  free  to 
compote  for,  obtain,  and  exercise  the  right  of  fish- 
ery, subject  to  the  local  laws  and  regulations. 

ARTICLE  X. 

If  British  merchants  or  their  agents  in  the  Regency 
of  Tunis  should  purchase  any  article  of  Tunisian 
produce  or  manufacture  for  internal  consumption, 
the  said  merchants  or  their  agents  shall  not  pay,  on 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  such  articles,  any  higher 
duties  or  charges  than  are  paid,  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, by  the  most  favoured  class  of  Tunisians 
or  foreigners  engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the 
Regency  of  Tunis.  In  like  manner  Tunisian  mer- 
chants or  their  agents  in  the  British  dominions  shall 
not  pay  on  the  purchase  and  sale  of  British  produce 
or  manufactures,  for  internal  consumption  in  the 
said  dominions,  higher  duties  or  charges  than  are 
paid  by  British  subjects  or  the  most  favoured  for- 
eigners engaged  in  the  internal  trade  of  the  said  do- 
minion^, upon  similar  articles  of  produce  or  man- 
ufacftire. 

ARTTJLE  XL 

If  a  British  merchant  or  his  agen^;  s. Jail  purchase 
for  exportation  any  article  of  Tunisian  produce  or 
manufacture,  either  at  the  place  where  such  article 


is  produced  or  in  iis  transit  from  that  place  to  an- 
other, upon  which  article  of  produce  or  manufacture 
the  internal  taxes  known  by  the  names  of  "Ushr," 
"  Kanoon,"  anl  "  Mahsoulat,"  and  oth  ers,  have  been 
already  levied,  such  article  of  produce  or  manufac 
ture  shMll  be  subject  at  the  port  of  shipinent  to  the 
payment  of  the  export  duty  only,  and  the  notarial 
fees  and  charges  for  measurement  established  by 
law. 

AETlCiE  XIL 

In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  between  the  Custom- 
house and  a  merchant  regarding  the  value  to  be  put 
upon  any  merchandise  or  goods  imported  by  him  into 
the  Regency  of  Tunis,  the  merchant  shall  be  free  to 
pay  the  duty  in  kind,  in  the  most  equitable  manner. 

Should,  however,  the  merchant  be  unable  or  un- 
wilUng  to  make  useot  the  above  faculty,  the  Custom- 
house shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  such  mer- 
chandise or  goods  at  the  price  at  which  the  merchant 
has  valued  them,  with  an  augmentation  of  5  per 
cent. 

But  should  the  foregoing  two  modes  fail  to  solte 
the  diSiculty  His  Highness  the  Bey  and  Her  Majes- 
ty's Agent  and  Consul-General  shall  each  name  an 
arbitrator,  being  a  merchant,  and,  in  case  of  a  diver- 
gence of  opinion,  the  two  arbitrators  shall  name  an 
umpire,  also  a  merchant,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

With  a  view  to  the  encouragement  of  agriculture. 
His  Highness  the  Bey  furthermore  engages  to  per 
mit  the  importation,  free  of  import  duty  and  of  every 
other  internal  charge,  of  agricultural  implements 
and  machinery,  as  well  as  of  cattle  and  animals  for 
the  improvement  of  the  native  breeds,  whenever 
such  agricultural  implements,  machinery,  cattle,  and 
animals  are  proved  to  be  for  private  use  and  not  for 
purposes  of  trade, — in  which  latter  case  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  an  import  duty  not  ex- 
ceeding 8  per  cent. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

in  case  the  importation  of  foreign  wheat,  barley  and 
Indian  corn  should  be  renderei  necessary  in  conse- 
quence of  the  failure  of  the  crops,  m  consequence  of 
famine  or  other  causes,  which  God  forbid,  such 
foreign  wheat,  barley  and  Indian  corn  shall  be  as 
heretofore  exempt  from  the  payment  of  any  import 
duty,  and  shall  be  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  20 
karoobs  (7^d)  per  kaffis. 

With  th^  exception  of  the  above  three  articles,  all 
other  foreign  provisions,  such  as  rice,  lentils,  beans, 
and  other  pulse  known  by  the  appellation  of  "  Has- 
hahesh  "  (dried  vegetables)  shall  pay  an  impoit  duty 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cents,  but  the  importer  or 
his  agent  shall  be  free  to  sell  such  provisions  in  re-  ^ 
tail  or  in  any  other  manner  without  the  payment  of 
any  othor  charge  whatsoever. 

ARTICLE  XVj 

It  is  understood  between  the  Contracting  Parties 
that  the  'I'unisian  Government  reserves  to  itself  the 
faculty  and  light  of  issuing  a  general  prohibition 
against  the  importation  into  the  Regency  of  gun- 
powder, unless  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General  .-.hall  think  fit  to  apply  for  a  special  license, 
which  license  shall,  in  that  case,  be  granted,  provided 
no  valid  objection  thei  eto  can  be  alleged. 

Gunpowder  when  allowed  to  be  imported,  shall  be 
subject  lo  a  duty  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent-,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  the  following  regulations  :  

1,  It  shall  not  be  sold  by  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  in  quantities  exceeding  the  quantities  pre- 
scribed by  the  local  regulations. 

2.  When  a  cargo,  or  alargequantity  of  gunpowder 
arrives  in  a  Tunisian  port  on  board  a  British  vessel, 
such  vessel  shall  be  anchored  at  a  particular  spot,  to 
be  designated  by  the  local  authorities,  and  the  gun- 
powder shall  then  be  conveyed,  under  the  inspection 
of  such  authorities,  to  depots  or  fitting  places,  de- 
signated by  the  Government,  to  which  the  parties 
interested  shall  have  access  under  dne  regulationa. 
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Gunpowder  imported  in  contravention  of  the  pro- 
hibitidn,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  license  aforemen- 
tioned, shall  be  liable  to  confiscation,  save  and 
except  small  qu-^ntities  of  gunpowder  for  sporting 
reserved  for  private  use,  which  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  regul  itions  of  the  present  Article. 

Cannon,  aims  of  war,  or  military  stores,  as  well  as 
anchors,  masts,  and  chain  cables,  shall  be  imported 
fr*  e  of  duty,  provided  they  are  landed  at  the  opened 
and  recognized  ports;  provided,  a'so,  that  previous 
to  the  lan'ling  of  cannon  the  permission  of  the  Gov- 
emment  is  obtained. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  people  of  the  Conti  acting  Parties  shall  have 
the  right  to  establish  in  each  other's  country  com- 
mercial, industrial,  and  banking  cou.panii'S,  co- 
operative, or  mutual  or  shareholding  associations,  or 
any  other  assoriation,  whether  between  and  amongst 
themselves,  or  between  (hem  and  Tunisian  subjects 
or  subjects  of  any  other  Power  :  provided  the  object 
of  such  companies  a  .d  associations  be  lawful,  and 
subject  always  to  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which 
they  shall  be  established. 

It  is,  however,  understood,  that  no  joint  stock 
companies  limited,  whose  capital  is  made  up  of 
nominal  shai es  to  bearer,  and  no  anonymous  asso- 
ciation  shall  be  established  in  their  respective 
tenitories  without  the  authorization  of  the  local 
Government. 

ARTICLB  XVII. 

British  subjects  and  Tunisian  subjects  shall  be  free 
to  exercise  in  each  other's  country  any  ai  t,  piofes- 
sion,  or  industry;  to  establish  manuiactories  and 
factories,  a.id  to  introduce  steam  machinery,  or 
machinery  moved  by  any  other  power,  without  being 
subjectt^ci  to  any  other  formality  or  to  the  payment 
of  hij.her  or  other  taxes  and  imposts' than  those 
prescribed  by  the  laws  or  municipal  regulations,  or 
which  are  paid  by  natives. 

It  IS  understood  that  the  manuiactories  and  their 
appurtenances,  being  immovable  property,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  ol  the  Convention  of  the 
loth  October,  1863,  relative  to  the  permission 
granted  to  Biitish  subjects  to  hold  real  property  in 
tiie  Regency  ot  Tunis. 

ARTICLE  XYIIi. 

No  harbour,  pilotage,  light-house  or  quarantine 
dues,  or  other  local  dues,  shall  be  levied  upon 
British  vessels,  which  are  not  impo.-e  i  uponTunitian 
vesiels  or  upon  the  vessels  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

It'  a  British  vessel  shall  enter  a  Tunisian  po;  l  from 
stress  of  weather  and  depart,  it  shall  not  ue  subject 
to  the  pa\ment  ot  the  aforesaid  dues,  but  shall  pay 
only  the  fee  to  the  pilot,  should  a  pilot  be  require  j. 
should  such  vessel,  however,  visit  a  Tunisian  port 
tor  the  purpose  of  procuring  water  and  ofpuich  ising 
piovtsions,  it  shall  pay  only  a  portion,  not  excei  dmg 
half,  ot  the  harbou'-,  pilotage,  light-house  and 
quarantine  or  Other  local  dues  payable  at  the  said 
■port. 

In  like  manaer  Tunisian  vessels  which  shall  visit 
any  of  the  ports  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  shall 
p  iy  only  the  harb  jur,  quarantine,  and  other  dues 
which  are  levied  upon  British  vessels. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  captains  oi  merchant -vessels  having  goo  is  on 
board  destined  for  the  Regency  of  Tunis  t  hall,  on 
their  airival  at  the  port  where  such  good-  are  to  be 
landed,  deposit  in  ti  e  Custom-house  of  such  p  rt  a 
true  copy  of  their  manifest, 

ARTICLE  XX. 

If  a  British  subject  t  e  detected  in  smuggling  into 
t'le  Regency  any  description  of  goods  or  should  be 
detected  iii  embarking  any  goods,  the  produce  ol 


Tunis,  for  which  he  can  ej^hibit  no  Custom-house 
permit,  such  goods 'shall  be  confiscated  by  the  Tuni- 
sian Treasury,  but  the  report  or  jjro'-^s-«er6aZ  of  the 
alleged  contraband  must,  as  soon  as  the  said  goods 
are  seized  by  authorities,  be  drawn  up  and  com- 
municated to  the  Bii'ish  Consular  authorities,  and 
no  goods  can  be  confiscated  as  contraband  unless 
the  fraud  with  regard  to  them  shall  be  duly  and 
legally  proved 

It  is  stipulated  that  vessels  navigating  under  the 
British  fiag  shall  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the 
port;  that  such  vessels,  speronara",  boats,  and  the 
like  ciaft  shall  not  serve  ai  depots  tor  merchandize  ; 
and  that  whenever  their  detention  in  the  Tunisian 
ports  shall  exceed  eight  calendar  months,  they  shall, 
when  required  to  do  so,  give  saiisfactory  explan- 
at  ons  to  the  British  Consular  authoiity  and  to  the 
1  ocal  Authoriiiee  in  regard  to  the  motive  of  their 
detention  in  such  ports.  Should  such  explanations 
be  deemed  un  atisfactory,  the  Custom-house  may, 
with  the  consent  of  her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General,  place  a  guard  on  board  for  the  preventi'">n 
of  fiaud,  the  expenses  for  such  guird  being  at  the 
charge  of  the  vessel. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

tihould  Britis'i  subjects  desire  to  embark  in,  or 
discharge  goods  from,  any  vessel,  they  can  employ 
the  Tunisian  Custom-house  boats,  i)aying  the  usual 
charges  for  the  use  of  such  boats.  They  are  free, 
however,  to  discharge  their  merchandise  without 
using  the  Custom  tiouse  boats,  in  which  case  ihey 
will  apprize  the  Administration  of  the  Customs  of  it 
ia  writing,  taking  care  to  mention,  on  the  arrival  of 
each  steamer  or  vessel  having  goods  on  board  to 
their  c  nsignment,  that  they  will  be  present  them- 
selves, or  be  represente  I  by  their  agent'',  to  assistat 
the  discharge  of  said  goods,  in  case  of  their  absence, 
however,  the  Custom-house  will  proce'ed  to  discharge 
their  goods,  rendering  itself  responsible  as  hereto- 
fore, unless  in  a  case  of  '  force  majeure.  '  No  sort 
ot  claim  can  be  preferred  by  the  consignee  against 
the  Custom-house  on  the  plea  that  it  had  not  the 
right  to  discharge  his  goods,  seeing  that  the  discharge 
is  made  with  the  sanction  of  the  mas  er  of  the  vessel, 
and  not  with  that  of  the  Custom-house. 

Every  consignee  who  discharges  his  goods  after 
making  the  demand  in  writing,  will  provide  himself 
with  a  Custom-house  officer,  who  will  accompany 
him  to  the  vessel  and  return  with  him  to  the  Custom- 
house. Tne  fee  to  the  Custom-house  officer  shall  be 
paid  by  the  merchant. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

Whenever  the  Tunisi  n  Government  shall  tempor- 
arily prohibit  the  exportation  of  wheat,  barlej',  cattle, 
or  any  other  article  of  native  produce,  such  prohibi- 
tion sh'^U  not  come  into  operation  until  three  months 
after  official  notification  shall  have  been  given,  and 
shall  apply  only  to  the  specific  article  or  articles 
mentioned  in  the  Decree  enacting  the  protibition. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

No  British  subject,  nor  any  person  under  British 
protection,  shall,  in  the  Regency  ot  funis,  be  m  ide 
liable  to  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person  of  his 
nation  unless  he  shall  have  made  himself  responsible 
or  guarantee  for  the  debtor  by  a  valid  document. 
Neither  shall  any  British  subject  be  compelled  to  sell 
anything  to,  or  to  buy  anything  fiom,  a  I  unistan 
without  his  own  free  will  Theseller  shall  be  obliged 
to  deliver  up  to  the  purchaser  only  that  portion  of 
the  g^jods  which  he  voluntarily  sold  to  him,  and  the 
purchis-  r  shall  have  no  claim  or  right  u^  oa  the  re- 
ma  uing  portion  of  such  goods  or  merchandise. 

In  like  maimer,  no  Tunisian  subject  in  the 
Dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  shall  be 
made  liable  t)  pay  a  debt  due  from  another  person 
of  his  nation  to  a  British  subject,  unless  he  shall  have 
made  himself  responsible  or  guarantee  for  the  debtor 
by  a  valid  document. 
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ARTICLE  XXIV. 

In  all  criminal  cases  and  complaints  where  the 
prosecutor  and  prisoner  are  British  subjects,  and  in 
all  civil  diiferenoes,  disputes,  or  l  itigation  which  may 
occur  between  British  subjects  exclusively,  the  Agent 
and  Consul-Geneval,  Consul  or  other  British  autho- 
rity, shall  be  sole  judge  or  arbiter.  No  one  shall 
interfere,  but  they  shall  be  amenable  to  the  British 
Consular  Courts  only. 

AU  civil  diflerences,  disputes  or  litigations  between 
British  subjects  and  the  subjects  of  any  foreign 
count'-y  other  than  Great  Britain,  shall  be  decided 
solely  in  the  Tribunals  of  the  foreign  Consuls, 
according  to  the  usages  heretofore  established,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  arranged  between  such 
Consuls,  without  the  interference  of  the  Tunisian 
Courts  or  Government, 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

Disputes  and  differences  arising  between  a  British 
and  a  Tunisian  subject,  whether  the  British  subject 
is  plaintiff  or  defendant,  of  a  cormnercial  and  civil 
nature  (criminal  and  correctional  excepted),  shall  be 
settled  by  His  Highness  the  Bey,  or  his  delegate,  in 
the  presence  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  British 
Consul-General  or  Consul. 

It  is  likewise  agreed  that,shouldany  new  procedure, 
differing  from  the  above,  be  adopted  ami  applieil  at 
piesent,  or  in  future,  in  the  treatment  of  any  other 
nation,  the  British  subject  ,  without  exception,  shall 
be  entitlerl  to  the  enjoyment  thereof,  whenever  Her 
jViajetty's  Government  shall  request  it- 
It  is,  however,  understood  that,  if  Mixed  Courts 
should  be  at  any  time  established  in  Tunis  with  the 
assent  and  approval  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
in  that  case  all  civil  and  commercial  suits  and 
disputes  arising  between  British  and  Tunisian  sub- 
jects shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  such  Mixed 
Courts  and  Tribunals,  according  to  the  rules  and 
procedure  that  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Contracting  Parties. 

AKTICLE  XXVI. 

The  cognizance  of  crimes  committed  by  British 
subjects  in  the  Tunisian  territory,  as  well  ns  all  con- 
traventions of  the  police  and  other  legulations,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Consul-General  or  Corsul;  and  the 
punishment  thereof  shall  be  applied  by  the  said 
Consul  General  or  Consul,  in  concurrence  with  His 
Highness  the  Bey.  In  case  the  criminal  offender 
should  escape  from  the  Consular,  rr  other  prison, 
the  Consul-General  or  Consul  shall  not  be  held  res 
ponsible  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

AETICLE  XXVII. 

No  quittance  or  receipt  presented  by  a  British 
subject  to  a  Court,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge  of 
a  debt  which  he  has  contracted  towards  a  Tunisian 
subject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  a  valid  discharge, 
unless  he  can  show  that  such  quittance  or  receipt  is 
under  the  handwriting,  seal,  or  signature  of  the 
Tunisian  subject,  Or  duly  executed  b^  native  notaries, 
and  attested  by  the  Cadi  or  the  Governor  of  the  place. 
And  in  like  manner  no  quittance  or  receipt  presented 
by  a  Tunisian  subject,  purporting  to  be  a  discharge 
of  a  debt  which  he  has  contiacled  towards  a  British 
subject,  shall  be  held  as  a  legal  and  valid  discharge 
of  his  debt,  unless  he  can  show  that  such  quittance 
or  discharge  is  under  the  handwriting,  signature  or 
mark  of  the  British  subj  ct,  duly  attested  by  the 
Consul,  or  unless  the  discharge  is  drawn  up  by  two 
notaries  and  attested  by  the  liritish  Consul. 

ARTICLE  XXVI II. 

Should  any  Tunisian  subject  be  found  guilty  before 
the  Tunisian  Courts  of  procuring  false  evidence  to 
^he  injury  or  prejudice  of  a  British  subject,  he  shall  be 


severely  punished  by  the  Tunisian  Government.  In 
like  manner,  the  competent  British  Consular  autho- 
rities shall  severely  punish,  according  to  English 
law,  any  British  subject  who  may  be  convicted  of  the 
same  offence  against  a  Tunisian  subject. 

ARTICLE  XXIX. 

If,  at  any  time,  Her  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul 
General,  Consul,  Vice-Consul  or  Consular  Ag»nt, 
should  require  the  assistance  of  soldiers,  guards, 
armed  boats  or  other  aid  for  the  purpose  of  arresting 
or  transporting  any  British  subject,  the  Tunisian 
authorities  shall  immediately  comply  with  the 
demand,  on  payment  of  the  usual  fees  given  on  such 
occasions  by  Tunisian  subjects. 

ARTICLE  XXX. 

If  a  ship  belonging  to  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain, 
or  to  any  of  Her  subjects,  should  be  wrecked  or 
stranded  on  any  pirt  of  the  coast  of  th^  Regency  of 
Tunis,  the  Tunisian  authorities  within  whose  jurisdic- 
tion the  accident  may  occur  shall,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  friendship,  respect  lier  and  assist 
her  in  all  her  wants.  They  .shall  allow  and  enable 
the  master  to  take  such  steps  as  he  may  think  ne  - 
cessary  or  desirable,  and  shall  t.ike  immediate  steps 
for  the  protection  of  her  crew  and  of  her  cargo,  and 
of  any  goods,  papers  or  other  artii^les  which  may  be 
saved  from  her  at  the  time  of  the  wreck  or  after- 
wards :  and,  moreover,  they  shall  lose  no  time  in 
informing  the  nearest  British  authority  of  the 
accident.  They  shall  deliver  over  to  him,  without 
(exception  or  loss,  all  the  cargo,  goods,  papers  and 
articles  which  have  been  saved  and  preserved  from 
the  wreck,  and  they  shall  likewise  furnish  the  master 
and  the  crew  of  the  wrecked  ship  with  such  victuals 
and  provisions  as  they  may  require,  for  whi:h  they 
shall  receive  payment.  For  their  friendly  aid  and 
services  in  protecting,  saving,  preserving^  and  restor- 
ing to  the  British  Consular  authorities  the  goods  and 
contents  saved  through  their  exertions  from  the 
wi-ecked  vessel,  or  any  portion  thereof,  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  an  amount  of  salvage  as  Her 
Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul-Genera!,  and  the  Chief 
Tunisian  authority  on  the  spot  shall  judge  a  fair 
compensation  for  their  services.  1  he  master  and 
crew  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  to  any  pla<5e  they 
please,  and  at  any  time  they  may  think  proper, 
without  any  hindrance 

In  like  manner,  the  ships  of  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  or  of  Tunisian  subjects,  shall  be  assisted  and 
protected  in  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
J^rilain  as  though  they  were  British  ships,  and  shall 
be  subject  only  to  the  same  lawful  charges  of  salvage 
to  which  British  ships,  under  similar  circumstanc  s, 
are  liable. 

ARTICLE  XXXI. 

Should,  however  (which  God  forbid),  the  crew  or 
any  portion  of  the  crew  of  a  wrecked  or  stranded 
British  vessel  be  murdered  by  the  natives,  or  its 
cargo,  or  any  part  of  its  cargo  or  contents,  be  stolen 
by  them,  the  Tunisian  Government  binds  itself  to 
take  the  most  prompt  and  energetic  measures  for 
seizing  the  marauders  or  robbers,  in  order  to  proceed 
to  their  severe  punishment.  It,  moreover,  engages 
to  make  the  most  diligent  search  tor  the  recovery 
and  restitution  of  the  stolen  property  ;  and  whatever 
compensation  for  the  damage  done  to  individuals  or 
to  their  eflects,  under  similar  circumstances,  is  grant- 
ed, or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  subjects  of 
the  most  favoured  nation,  or  the  equivalent  of  it, 
shall  be  also  accorded  to  the  subjects  of  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain. 

ARTICLS  XXXII. 

It  is  agreed  and  convenanted  that  if  any  of  the  crew 
of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  ot  British  merchant- 
vessels,  of  whatever  nationality  they  miy  be,  borne  on 
the  papers  ct  the  said  ships,  shall  desert  within  any 
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port  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis,  the  authorities  of 'such 
port  or  territory  shall  be  bound  to  give  every  assistance 
in  their  power  I'oi  the  apijrehension  of  such  deserters, 
on  the  application  of  the  British  nut  iority.  In  like 
m inner,  if  any  of  the  crew  of  the  ships  of  His 
Highness  the  Bey,  or  of  Tunisian  inerchant-vessels, 
not  being  slaves,  sh:)!l  desert  in  any  of  the  ports  or 
harbours,  within  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Quec-n  of  Great  Britain,  the  authorities  of  such  ports 
or  harbour  shall  give  every  assistance  in  their  power 
for  the  apprehension  of  such  deserters  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Commanding  OfScer,  Captain,  or  other 
Tunisian  authority;  and  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
protect  or  harbour  such  deserters. 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

The  ships  of  ^  ar  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  and  the  ships  belonging  to  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  shall  have  free  liberty  to  use  the  ports  of  each 
country  for  washing,  cleansing  and  repairing  any  of 
their  defects,  and  to  buy  for  their  use  any  sort  of 
provisiors  alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  necessaries,  at 
the  market  price,  without  paying  custom  to  any 
officer. 

And  it  is  moreover  agreed  that,  whenever  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war  shall  arrive  in  che  Bay  of 
Tuni?i,  and  shall  lire  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns,  the 
Castle  of  the  Goletta,  or  the  Tunisian  ships  of  war, 
shall  n'turn  the  same  number  of  guns  as  the  Eoyal 
sa'ute  to  Her  Majesty's  colours,  according  to  ancient 
usage. 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

The  Government  of  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sincere  friendship  that  has  at  all  times 
existed  between  Her  Majesty  and  His  Highness  the 
Bey,  agrees  that  Tunisian  ships  and  cargoes  shall  be 
received  at  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  British 
dotiiinions  upon  the  same  footing  as  British  vessels 
and  cargoes 

ARTICLE  XXXV. 

British  vessels  arriving  in  any  of  the  Tunisian  pori  s 
for  the  purpose  of  trade  or  by  reason  of  stress  ot 
weather,  or  to  repair  damages,  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  dischaj'ge  their  cargoes  or  any  portion  of  their 
cargoes,  and  they  shall  not  be  made  to  change  their 
destination  or  to  receive  any  passengers  on  board 
unless  it  be  with  their  own  free  will,  but  they  shall 
be  respected,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  to  depart 
without  any  hindrance.  Should  they  be  compelled 
to  land  their  cargoes,  or  a  portion  thereof,  in  order 
to  eff  ct  repairs,  they  shall  also  be  peimitted  to  re- 
embai'k  such  goods  free  of  any  duty  or  charge 
whatsoever. 

Tunisian  vessels  shall  receive  the  like  friendly 
treatment  in  ports  and  harbours  of  the  British 
dominions. 

ARTICLE  XXXVI. 

If  any  British  subject  should  die  m  any  place  or 
territory  appertainmg  to  His  Highness  the  Bey,  no 
Governor  or  other  Tunisian  officer  shall,  on  any 
pretence  whatsoever,  take  possession  or  dispose  of, 
or  interfere  witti  the  goods  and  property  of  the 
deceased ;  but  such  goods  and  property,  of  whatever 
description,  may  be  taken  possession  of  by  his  heirs, 
or  by  the  British  Consular  authority,  without  any 
hindrance  ov  impediment  whatsoever  on  the  part  of 
such  Governor  or  l^misian  officer. 

If,  iiowever,  a  British  subject  should  die  at  a  place 
where  there  is  no  British  Consul,  or  whilst  travelling, 
in  such  a  case  the  Tunisian  authorities  of  the  place 
where  he  died  t  haU  be  bound  to  pi"eserve  and  protect 
his  goods  and  effects  :  they  shall  make,  with  the 
assistance  of  notaries,  a  faithful  inventory  of  them, 
which  inventory  they  shall  lose  no  time  in  sending 
to  the  nearest  Governor  of  a  place  where  an  English 
Consul  resides. 


Should  the  deceased  British  subject  leave  behind 
him  debts  due  from  him  to  a  native,  the  Consul- 
General  or  his  deputy  shall  assist  the  creditor  in  the 
recovery  of  his  claim  upon  the  estate  of  the  deceased: 
and,  likewise,  it  the  deceased  should  leave  behind 
debts  due  to  him  fron  Tunisians,  the  Governor,  or 
those  who  have  such  power,  shall  compel  the  debtors 
to  pay  what  is  due  by  them  to  the  Consul-General  or 
his  deputy ,for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased. 

ARTICLE  XXXVII. 

The  British  Government  and  His  Highness  the  Bey, 
moved  by  sentiments  of  humanity  and  having  regard 
to  the  free  institutions  which,  under  Providence, 
their  respectivo  countries  happily  enjoy,  mutually 
engfige  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  slavery.  Whilst,  on  the  one  part,  the  British 
Government  engage  not  to  relax  their  efforts  with 
friendly  powers  for  the  prevention  of  the  barbarous 
traffic  in  human  beings,  and  for  the  emancipation  of 
slaves.  His  Highness  the  Bey  especially  engages,  on 
the  other,  to  cause  the  Declaration  of  Moharem,1262 
(23rd  January,  1846),  abolishing  for  ever  slavery  in 
the  Regency,  to  be  obeyed  and  respected,  and  to  use 
his  tttniost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  persons 
within  his  Regency  who  contravene  or  act  contrary 
thereto. 

ARnCLE  XXXVIIL 

The  British  Government  and  his  Highness  the  Bey 
engage  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  suppression 
of  piracy;  and  His  Highness  especially  engages  to  use 
his  utmost  efforts  to  discover  and  punish  all  pei-sons 
on  his  coasts  or  within  his  territory  who  may  be  guilty 
of  th  it  crime,  and  to  aid  the  British  Government  in 
so  doing. 

ARTICLE  XXXIX. 

Privateering  is  now  and  for  ever  abolished :  Hia 
Highness  the  Bey  being  desirous  to  maintain  the 
neutrality  of  the  Regency  of  I  unis,  it  has  been 
established  and  agreed  that,  in  cise  of  war  or 
hostilities,  he  shall  not  permit  the  enemies  of  Her 
Maje  ty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  to  fit  out  privateers 
in  the  ports  of  the  Regency,  or  to  sail  from  ihem  to 
prey  upon  the  ships  and  commerce  of  Her  subjects; 
anJ  it  is  moreover  established  that  His  Highness 
shall  not  permit  or  tolerate  in  the  Regency  of  Tunis 
the  sale  of  any  prize  whatsoever  which  shall  have 
belonged  or  may  belong  to  the  belligerents. 

The  Queen  of  Great  Britain  will  ciuse  to  be 
observed  the  same  rules  of  neuiralit/  towards 
Tunisian  ships  and  subjects  in  all  the  seaports  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions. 

ARTICLE  XL. 

In  order  that  the  two  Contracting  Parties  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  hereafter  treating  and  agreeing 
upon  such  other  arrangements  as  may  tend  still 
further  to  the  improvement  of  their  mutual  inter- 
course, and  to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of 
their  respective  people,  it  is  agreed  that  at  any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  seven  years  from  the  date  of 
the  present  Convention  of  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  upon  the  other  to  enter  upon  a  revision 
of  the  same ;  but  until  such  revision  shall  have  been 
accomplished  by  common  consent,  and  a  new  Con- 
vention shall  have  been  concluded  and  put  into 
operation,  the  present  Conveniiou  shall  continue  and 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

ARTICLE  XLI. 

If  any  doubt  should  arise  with  regard  to  the  inter- 
pretation or  the  application  of  any  of  the  stipulations 
of  the  present  Convention,  it  is  agi'eed  that  in  Ttmis 
the  interpretation  the  most  favourable  to  British 
subjects  shiill  be  given,  and  in  Her  Majesty's  domi- 
nions thut  most  favourable  to  Tunisians.  It  is  not 
pretended  by  any  of  the  foregoing  Articles  to  stipulate 
for  more  than  the  plain  and  fair  construction  of  the 
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terms  em[>loyed,  nor  to  preclude  in  any  manner 
the  Tunisian  Government  from  the  exercise  of  its 
rights  of  internal  Administration  where  the  exercise 
of  those  rights  does  not  evidently  infringe  upon  the 
privileges  accorded  by  the  present  (,'onvenlion  to 
British  subjects  or  British  commerce. 

AKTI(;LE  XLII 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  -Convention  shall 
come  into  immediate  oparation  and  shall  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  stipulations  of  all  preceding  I'reaties 
between  Great  Britain  and  Tunis,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Convention  of  the  10(h  of  October,  1863, 
already  referred  to  in  Article  XVTl  preceding,  which 
is  renewed  and  confirmed. 


This  Convention  has  been  written  in  triplicate, 
consisting  hi  forty-two  Articles,  besides  the  intro- 
duction, and  contained  in  the  preceding  iorty-three 
pages,  to  be  signed  by  both  parties,  and  to  be 
executed  in  t'le  manner  explained  and  clearly  set 
forth  in  its  several  provisions  having  for  object  the 
duration,  confirmation,  and  maintenance  of  amity 
between  them.

,|l  courts  below,  or  an  affidavit  that  sach  reasons 

iJiti  cannot  be  procured,  with  a  statement  of  the  efforts 

0  made  to  procure  the  same.

^(1  3.  The  case  shall  also  contain  a  copy  of  any  order 
which  may  have  been  made  by  the  court  below  or 
any  judge  thereof  enlarging  the  time  for  appealing. 

J  i  4.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof  may  order  the 
case  to  be  remitted  to  the  court  below,  in  order  that 

^  it  may  be  made  more  complete  by  the  addition 
thereto  of  further  matter. 

5.  If  the  appellant  does  not  file  his  case  in  appeal 
with  the  Registrar  within  one  month  after  the  security 
required  by  the  Act  shall  be  allowed,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  not  duly  prosecuting  his  appeal, 
and  the  respondent  may  move  to  dismiss  the  appeal 
pursuant  to  sec.  41  of  the  Act.

7.  The  ca^e  shall  be  printed  by  the  party  appellant, 
and  twenty-five  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Reg.stnr  for  the  use  of  the 
judges  and  officers  of  the  court. 

8.  1  he  case  shall  be  in  demy  quarto  form.  It  shall 
be  printed  on  paper  of  good  quality,  and  on  one  side 
of  the  paper  only,  and  the  type  shall  be  small  pica 
leaded,  and  tb  e  size  of  the  case  shall  be  clcvc'i  inclits 
by  eight  and  one  half  inches  and  every  tenth  line 
shall  be  numbered  in  the  margin.  An  index  to  the 
pleadings,  depositions  and  other  principal  matters  ^ 
shall  be  added.

18.  If  no  s'jch  suggestion  shall  be  filed,  and  until 
an  order  shall  have  been  obtained  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  a  change  of  solicitor  or  attorney,  the 
solicitor  (r  attorney  who  appeared  for  any  party 
respondent  in  the  court  below  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  his  solicitor  or  attorney  in  the  appeal  to  this 
court. 

19.  When  a  lespondent  has  appeared  in  person  in 
the  court  below  he  may  elect  to  appear  by  attorney 
or  solicitor  in  the  appeal,  in  which  case  the  attorney 
or  solicitor  shall  file  a  suggestion  to  that  effect  in  the 
office  of  the  Registrar,  and  thereafter  the  notice  of 
hearing  and  all  other  papers  are  to  be  served  on  such 
attorney  or  solicitor  as  hereinbefore  provided.

22,  Any  party  to  an  appeal  may  on  an  exparte  ap- 
plication to  a  Judge  obtain  an  order  to  change  has 
attorney  or  solicitor,  and,  after  service  of  such  order 
on  the  opposite  party,  all  services  of  notices  and 
other  papers  are  to  be  made  on  the  new  attorney  or 
solicitor. 

23.  At  least  one  month  before  the  first  day  of  the 
session  at  which  the  appeal  is  to  be  heard,  the  par- 
ties appellant  and  respondent  shall  each  deposit  with 

j  the  Registrar,  for  the  use  of  the  court  and  its  officers, 
i  twenty-five  copies  of  his  factum  or  points  for  argu 
;  ment  in  appeal. 

\  24.  The  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
shall  contain  a  concise  statement  of  the  facts,  and  of 
the  points  of  law  intended  to  be  relied  on,  and  of 
the  arguments  and  authorities  to  be  urgel  and 
cited  at  the  hearing,  arr.mged under  the  appropriate 
heads. 


21.  In  case  the  respondent  shall  have  appeared  in 
person  in  the  court  appealed  from,  or  shall  have  filed 
a  suggestion  pursuant  to  Rule  17,  shall  not,  before 

Bervice,  hav^  elected  a  domicile  at  the  city  of  Otta-jas  the  court  shall  direct. 


25.  The  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
shall  be  printed  in  the  same  form  and  manner  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for  with  regard  to  the  case  in 
appeal,  and  shall  not  be  received  by  the  Registrar 
unless  the  requirements  hereinbefore  contained,  as 
legards  the  case,  are  all  complied  with. 

26.  If  the  appellant  does  not  deposit  his  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  within  the  time 
limited  by  order  23,  the  respondent  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  move  to  dismiss  the  appeal  on  the  ground  of 
undue  delay,  as  provided  for  by  section  41  of  the 
Act. 

27.  If  the  respondent  fails  to  deposit  his  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  within  the  said 
prescribed  period,  the  appellant  may  set  down  or 
inscribe  the  cause  for  hearing  exparte. 

28.  Such  setting  down  or  inscription  exparte  may 
be  set  aside  or  discharged  upon  an  application  to  a 
judge  in  chambers  sufficiently  supported  by  affida- 
vits. 

29.  The  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
first  deposited  with  the  Registrar  shall  be  kept  by 
him  under  seal,  and  shall  in  no  case  be  communi- 
cated to  the  opposite  party  until  the  latter  shall  him- 
self bring  in  and  deposit  his  own  factum  or  points. 

30.  So  soon  as  both  parties  shall  have  deposited 
their  said  factum  or  points  in  argument  in  appeal 
each  party  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  other,  deliver 
to  him  three  copies  of  his  said  factum  or  points. 

31.  Appeals  shall  be  set  down  or  inscribed  for 
hearing  m  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Registrar  at  least  one  month  before  the  first  day  of 
the  session  of  the  court  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the 
appeal. 

Hearing. 

32.  No  more  than  two  counsel  on  each  side  shall 
be  heard  on  any  appeal,  and  but  one  counsel  shall 
be  heard  in  reply. 

33.  The  court  may  in  its  discretion  postpone  the 
hearing  xmiil  any  future  day  during  the  same  ses- 
sion, or  at  any  following  session. 

34.  Appeals  shall  be  heard  in  the  order  in  which 
they  have  been  set  dovm,  and  if  either  party  neglect 
to  appear  at  the  proper  day  to  support  or  resist  the 
appeal  the  court  may  hear  the  other  party  and  may 
give  judgment  without  the  intervention  of  the  party 
so  neglecting  to  appear,  or  may  postpone  the  hearing 

:  upon  such  terms  as  to  payment  of  cjsts  or  otherwi«» 
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35.  All  orders  of  this  court  in  cases  of  appeal  shall 
bear  date  on  the  day  of  the  judgment  or  decision 
being  pronounced,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  He- 
gistrar. 

Adding  Partiei  to  the  Appeal. 

36.  In  any  case  not  already  provided  for  by  the 
Act,  in  which  it  becomes  essential  to  make  an  addi- 
tional party  to  the  appeal,  either  as  appellant  or 
respondent,  and  whether  such  proceeding  becomes 
necessary  in  consequence  of  the  death  or  insolvency 
of  any  original  party,  or  from  any  other  cause,  such 
additional  party  may  be  added  ti  the  appeal  by 
filing  a  suggestion  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  tlie  form 
provided  for  by  section  43  of  the  Act. 

37.  The  suggestion  referred  to  in  the  next  prece- 
ding rule  may  be  set  aside,  on  motion,  by  the  court 
or  a  judge  thereof. 

38.  Upon  J^ny  such  motion  the  court  or  a  judge 
thereof  may,  in  their  or  his  discretion,  direct  evidence 
to  be  tiken  before  a  proper  otiicer  for  that  purpose, 
or  may  direct  that  the  parties  shall  proceed  in  the 
proper  court  for  that  purpose  to  have  any  question 
tried  and  determined,  and  in  such  cage  all  proceed- 
ings  in  appeal  may  be  stayed  until  fter  the  trial 
and  deteimination  of  the  said  question. 

Motions. 

39.  All  interlocutory  applications  in  appeals  shall 
be  made  by  motion,  supported  by  affidavit  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  before  the  notice  of 
motion  is  served.  The  notice  of  motion  shall  be 
served  at  least  Jour  clear  days  before  the  time  of 
moving. 

40  Such  notice  of  motion  may  be  served  upon  the 
solicitor  or  attorney  of  the  opposite  fjarty  by  deliv- 
ering a  copy  thereof  to  the  booked  agent  or  at  the 
elected  domicile  of  such  solicitor  or  attorney  to  whom 
it  is  addressed  f>t  the  city  of  Ottawa  If  the  solicitor 
or  attorney  has  no  booked  agent  or  has  elected  no 
domicile  at  the  City  of  Ottawa,  or,  if  a  party  to  be 
served  with  notice  of  motion  has  not  elected  a  domi 
cile  at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  such  notice  may  be  served 
by  affixing  a  copy  thereof  in  some  conspicuous  place 
n  the  (jffice  of  the  Eegistrar  of  this  Court. 

41.  Service  of  a  notice  of  motion  shall  be  accom  - 
panied  with  copies  of  affidavits  filed  in  support  of  the 
motion. 

42.  Upon  application  supported  by  affidavit,  and 
after  notice  to  ihe  opposite  party,  the  Court  or  a 
Judge  thereof  may  give  further  reasonable  time  for 
filing  the  printed  case,  depositing  the  printed  factum 
or  points  of  either  party,  and  setting  down  or 
inscribing  the  appeal  for  hearing,  as  required  by  the 
foregoing  Rules. 

43.  Motions  to  be  made  before  the  Court  are  to  be 
set  down  in  a  list  or  paper,  and  are  to  be  called  on 
each  morning  of  the  Session  before  the  hearing  of 
appeals  is  proceeded  with. 

Appeals  to  be  deemed  out  of  Court  for  delay. 

44.  Unless  the  appeal  is  brought  on  for  hearing  by 
the  appellant  within  one  year  next  after  the  security 
shall  have  been  allowed,  it  shall  be  held  to  have 
been  abandoned  without  any  oider  to  dismiss  being 
required,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof  shall 
otherwise  order. 

45.  The  foregoing  Kules  shall  be  applicable  to 
appeals  from  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  except 
m  so  far  as  the  Act  has  otherwise  provided. 


Ciimiual  Appeals. 

46.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not,  except  as  herein- 
before provided,  apply  to  criminal  appeals,  nor  to 
appeals  in  matters  of  Habeas  Corpus. 

47.  In  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding 
rule  no  printed  case  shall  be  required,  and  no  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  need  be  deposited 
with  the  Eegistrar,  but  such  appeals  may  be  heard 
on  a  written  case,  certified  under  the  seal  of  the 
Court  appealed  from,  and  which  case  shall  con- 
tain  all  judgments  and  opinions  pronounced  in  the 
Court  below. 

48.  In  criminal  appeals  and  in  appeals  in  cases  of 
Habeas  Corpus,  and  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
shall  otherwise  order,  the  case  must  be  filed  as  fol- 
lows , — 

1.  In  appeals  from  any  of  the  Provinces  other 
than  British  Columbia,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
first  day  of  the  Session  at  which  it  irf  set  down  to 
be  heard. 

2.  In  appeals  from  British  Columbia,  at  least  two 
months  before  the  said  d  ly. 

49.  In  cases  of  criminal  appeals  and  appeals  in 
niattprs  ol  Hateas  Coipus,  notice  of  hearing  shall  be 
served  the  respective  times  hereinafter  fixeU  before 
the  first  d;iy  oftlie  gener-^lor  special  session  at  which 
the  same  is  appointed  to  be  heard;  that  is  to  say: — 

1.  In  appeals  from  Ont'urio  and  Quebec,  two  weeks. 

2.  In  appeals  from  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
and  Prince  Edward's  Island,  three  weeks. 

3.  In  appeals  from  Manitoba,  one  month. 

4.  In  appeals  from  British  Columbia,  six  weeks. 

Election  Appeals. 

50.  The  foregoing  rules  are  not  to  apply  to  appeals 
in  Controverted  Election  cases. 

51.  In  such  election  appeals  the  party  appellant 
shall  deposit  with  the  Registrar  such  sum  as  shall  be 
required  for  printing  the  record  or  so  much  thereof 
as  a  judge  may  direct  to  be  printed  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  cents  per  folio  of  one  himdred  words. 

52.  The  Registrar  shall  cause  twenty-jive  copies  of 
the  said  record  to  be  printed  in  the  same  form  ag 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  case  in  ordinal y 
appeals  for  the  use  of  the  court  and  its  officers,  and 
also  twenty  additional  copies,  ten  of  which  are,  upon 
his  request,  to  be  delivered  to  the  appellant  free  of 
charge,  and  ten  to  the  respondent  upon  payment 
of  thirty  cents  for  every  folio  of  one  hundred  words 
in  the  record  so  printed. 

53.  The  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
in  Controverted  Election  appeals  shall  be  printed  as 
hereinbefore  provided  in  the  case  of  ordinary 
appeals. 

54.  The  points  for  argument  in  appeal  or  factum 
in  Controverted  Election  cases  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Registrar  at  least  three  days  before  the  first 
day  of  the  session  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal, 
and  ".re  to  be  interchanged  by  the  parties  in  manner 
hereinbefore  provided  with  regard  to  the  factum  or 
points  in  ordinary  appeals. 

55.  In  Election  appeals  a  judge  in  chambers  may, 
upon  the  application  of  the  appellant,  make  an 
order  dispensing  with  the  printing  of  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  record,  and  may  also  dispen? e  with 
the  delivery  of  any  factum  or  points  for  argument  in 
appeal.    Such  order  may  be  obtained  exparte,  and

the  party  obtaining  it  shall  forthwith  cause  it  to  be 
served  upon  the  adverse  party. 

Fees, 

56.  The  fees  mentioned  in  Shedule  C  to  these 
orders  shall  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  by  stamps  to  be 
prepared  for  that  purpose. 

Costs. 

bl.  Costs  in  appeal  between  party  and  party  shall 
be  taxed  pursuant  to  the  tariff  ot  fees  contained  in 
shedule  i>.  to  these  orders. 

58.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  direct  a  fixed  sum 
for  costs  to  be  paid  in  lieu  of  directing  the  payment 
of  costs  to  be  taxed. 

59.  The  payment  of  costs^  if  so  ordered,  may  be 
enforced  by  process  of  execution  in  the  same  manrer 
and  by  means  of  the  same  writ  and  according  to  the 
same  practice  as  may  be  in  use  from  time  to  time  in 
the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada. 

60.  Contempts  incurred  by  reason  of  non  com- 
pliance with  any  order  of  the  Court  other  than  order 
for  payment  of  money  may  be  punished  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  means  of  the  same  process  and  writs 
and  according  to  the  same  practice  as  may  be  in  use 
from  time  to  time  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada. 

Cross  Appeals, 

61 .  It  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  be  ne- 
cessary for  a  respondent  to  give  notice  of  motion  by 
way  of  cross  appeal,  but  if  a  respondent  intends 
upon  the  hearing  of  an  appeal  to  contend  that  the 
decision  of  the  court  b,4ow  should  be  varied,  he 
shall,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  next  Rule,  or 
such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  special  oi-der 
of  a  Judge,  give  notice  of  such  intention  to  any  par- 
ties who  may  be  affected  by  such  contention.  The 
oiiiission  to  give  such  notice  shall  not  in  any  way 
interfere  with  the  power  of  the  court  on  the  hearing 
of  an  appeal  to  treat  the  whole  case  as  open,  bui 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  ground  for  an 
adjournment  of  the  appeal,  or  for  a  special  order  as 
to  costs. 

62.  Subject  to  any  special  order  which  may  b  e 
made,  notice  by  a  respondent  under  the  last  preced- 
ing Rule  shall  be  one  m ontK s  noiice. 

63.  A  respondent  ;vho  gives  a  notice  pursuant  to 
the  two  last  preceding  Rules  shall,  befoi'e  or  within 
two  days  after  he  has  served  such  notice,  deposit  a 
printed  factum  or  points  for  argument  m  appeal 
with  the  Registrar  as  hereinbefore  provided  as  re- 
gards the  principal  appeal,  and  the  pa-ties  upon 
whom  such  notice  has  been  served,  shall  within 
two  iceeks  after  service  thereof  upon  them,  deposit 
their  printed  factum  or  points  with  the  i?egistrar, 
and  such  factum  or  points  shall  be  interchanged 
between  the  parties  as  hereinbefore  providtd  as  to 
the  principal  appeal. 

Translations. 

64.  Any  judge  may  require  that  the  factum  or 
points  for  argument  in  appeal  of  any  party  shall  be 
translated  into  the  language  with  which  such  judge 
is  most  familiar ;  and  in  that  case  the  judge  shall 
direct  the  Registrar  to  cause  the  same  to  be  translated, 
and  shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  of  the  translation 
to  be  printed,  and  the  time  within  which  the  same 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Registrar,  and  the  party 
depositing  such  factum  shall  thereupon  cause  the 
same  forthwith  to  be  printed  at  liis  own  expense, 
and  such  party  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  depo- 
sited his  factum  until  the  re^uii-ed  number  of  the 
printed  copies  of  the  translation  shall  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Begistrar. 


65.  Any  judge  may  also  require  the  Registrar  to 
cause  the  judgments  and  opinions  of  the  judges  in 
the  Court  below  to  be  translated  and  in  that  case  the 
jurlge  shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  of  the  transla- 
tion  to  be  printed  and  the  lime  within  which  they 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Registrar,  and  such  trans- 
lation shall  thereupon  be  printed  at  the  expense  of 
the  appellant. 

Payment  of  Money  into  Court. 

66.  Any  party  directed  by  any  order  of  the  Court 
or  a  Judge  to  pay  money  into  Court  must  apply  at 
the  office  of  the  ilegistr;)r  for  a  direction  so  lo  do, 
which  direction  must  be  taken  to  the  Ottawa  Branch 
or  Agency  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal  and  the  money 
there  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  cause  or  matter,  and 
after  payment  the  receipt  obtained  from  the  Bank 
must  be  filed  at  the  Registrar's  uflBce. 

Payment  of  Money  out  of  Court. 

67.  If  money  is  to  be  paid  out  of  Court,  an  order 
of  the  Court  or  a  Judge  must  be  obtained  for  that 
purpose,  upon  notice  to  the  opposite  party. 

68.  Money  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  Court  is  to  be 
so  paid  upon  the  cheque  ot  the  Registrar,  counter- 
signed by  a  Judge. 

Forma!  Objections  not  to  pveoail. 

69.  No  proceeding  in  the  said  Court  shall  be 
defeated  by  any  formal  objection. 

Extending  or  abridging  time. 

7U.  In  any  appeal  or  other  proceeding  the  Court 
or  a  Judge  may  enlarge  or  abridge  the  time  for  doing 
any  act,  or  taking  any  proceeding,  upon  such  (if  any) 
terms  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may  require. 

71.  The  Registrar  is  to  keep  in  his  office  all  appro- 
priate books  for  recording  the  proceedings  in  all 
suits  and  matters  in  the  saia  Supreme  Court. 

72  In  all  cases  in  which  any  particular  number  of 
days  not  expressed  to  be  clear  days,  is  prescribed  by 
the  foregoing  rules,  the  same  shall  be  reckoned 
exclusively  of  the  first  day  and  inclusively  of  the  last 
day,  unless  such  last  day  shall  happen  to  fall  on  a 
Sunday,  or  a  day  appointed  by  the  Uovernor  General 
for  a  public  fast  or  thanksgiving,  or  any  other  legal 
holiday  or  non-juridical  day,  as  provided  by  the 
Statutes  of  the  Dominion  of  'Janada. 

73.  If  it  happens  at -any  time  that  the  number 
of  Judges  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  to  be  brought  before  the 
Court  is  not  present,  the  judge  or  judges  then 
present  may  adjoum'the  sittings  of  the  Court  to 
the  next  or  some  other  day  and  so  on  from  day  to 
day  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

Computation  of  Time. 
Vacations. 

74.  There  shall  be  a  vacation  at  Christmas,  com- 
mencing on  the  15th  of  December  and  ending  on  the 
lOth  of  January. 

75.  The  long  vacation  shall  comprise  the  months 
of  J uly  and  August. 

Interpretation. 

76.  In  the  preceding  rules  the  term A  Judge " 
means  any  Judge  of  the  said  Supreme  Court,  trans- 
acting business  out  of  court. 

77.  In  the  preceding  rules  the  following  words 
have  the  several  meanings  hereby  assigned  to  them 
over  and  above  their  several  ordinary  meanings, 
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unless  there  hi  something  ia  the  subjact  or  contex  t 
repugnant  to  such  construction,  that  is  to  say  ■. 

(1)  Words  importing  the  singular  number  include 
the  plural  number,  and  words  imp  rting  the 
plural  numl)er  include  the  singular  number. 

(2)  Words  importing  tho  masculine  geader  include 

females. 

(3)  The  word  "parly''  or  -'parties  '  uicludes  a 

body  politic  or  corporate,  and  also  H er  Majesty 
the  Queen  and  Her  Majesty's  Attorney 
General. 

(4)  The  word     Affidavit"  includes  affirmation. 

(5)  The  words  'The  Act''  m^an  "The  Supreme 
and  Exchequer  Court  Act."

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CHAMBER  OF  THE  SENATE. 

Ottawa,  Thursday,  lOf/i  February,  1876. 

This  day,  at  Three  o'clock  P.  M.,  His  Excel- 
lency THE  Governor  General  proceeded  in 
state  to  the  Chamber  of  the  Senate,  in  the  Par- 
liament Buildings,  and  took  His  Seat  upon  the 
Throne.  The  Members  of  the  Senate  being  as- 
sembled. His  Excellency  was  ]deased  to  com- 
mand the  attendance  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  that  House  being  present,  His  Excellency 
was  pleased  to  open  the  Third  Session  of 
the  Third  Parliament  of  the  Dominion  op 
Canada,  with  the  following  Speech  from  the 
Throne ; — 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  again  calling  ymi 
together  to  ntieiid  to  the  'busine.ss  of  the 
country. 

Since  you  last  assembled  it  has  been  my  lia^ 
piness  to  visit  the  Mother  Country,  and  to  have 
had  the  opportunity  while  there  of  calling- 
public  attention  to  the  remarkable  progress  of 
the  Dominion,  and  of  giving  expression  to  the 
feelings  of  attachment  to  the  person  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty and  the  interests  of  the  Empire  which 
animate  the  Canadian  people. 

The  great  depression  which  has  prevailed 
throughout  neighboring  countries  for  several 
years,  and  which  has  more  recently  been  felt  in 
the  old  world,  causing  a  general  stagnation  of 
businesS;,^  has  extended  to  Canada  and  has 
seriously" atfected  our  trade.  At  tlie  same  time, 
we  have  reason  to  be  grateful  for  an  abundant 
harvest ;  f.nd  while  I  deeply  regret  the  suifering 
which  exists  among  certain  classes  and  in  parti- 
cular localities,  I  believe  nevertheless  that  the 


great  bulk  of  our  people  continue  to  enjoy  a 
condition  of  reasonable  prosperity. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  on 
the  fact  that  the  great  railway  undertaking, 
connecting  the  former  Province  of  Canada  with 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  provided  for  by  the  Act 
of  ISGY,  is  approaching  completion.  Early  in  the 
coming  summer,  the  small  portion  of  the  Interco- 
lonial line  not  already  in  operation  will  be  opened, 
when  the  connection  with  other  systems  of 
railway  will  be  formed,  so  as  to  enable  passengers 
and  traffic  to  pass  over  continuous  lines  of 
railway  from  Halifax  or  St.  John  to  the  extreme 
Western  railways  of  Ontario. 

The  opening  of  the  Prince  .Edward  Island 
Eailway  during  the  past  year  marks  an  epoch 
in  the  history  of  that  Island,  and  cannot  but 
exert  a  benorickil  influence  on  the  people,  and 
add  to  their  material  prosperity. 

Eveiy  effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  an  early 
settlement  of  the  claims  of  Canada  for  compen- 
sation for  the  use  other  Fisheries  by  the  United 
States,  as  provided  by  the  Treaty  of  Washington. 
Her  Majesty's  Government  in  the  early  part  of 
last  summer,  at  the  instance  of  my  advisers, 
appointed  the  British  Commissioner,  but  I 
rogi'ot  ill  iiave  io  state  that  the  United  States 
Ct"  lit  have  not  yet  appointed  a  Corn- 

mi-  .  -,,  and  that  consequently  no  progress 
has  been  made. 

I  have  given  effect  to  the  Supreme  and 
'"xchequer  Court  Act  of  last  Session  by  issuing 
the  pioclamatioiis,  and  by  appointing  the  Judges 
and  officers  of  the  Court. 

A  Bill  to  simplify  and  amend  the  law  relab'ng 
to  ■  ■  'n  Carriers  will  be  submitted  for  your 
con-    :  .;.;on. 

A  Bill  will  be  brought  before  you  containing 
provisions  for  affording  greater  security  to 
policy  holders  in  Life  Assurance  Companies. 

The  want  of  reliable  and  systematised  inform- 
ation relating  to  the  several  classes  of  crime 
and  the  impoi-tance  of  collecting  and  classifying 
criminal  statistics  have  engaged  my  attention. 
A  Bill  will  be  introduced  to  provide  for  what  is 
most  essential  in  this  direction. 

You  will  be  asked  to  malce  provision  for  the 
commencement  of  tlio  vforlc  of  consolidating  the 
statute  law. 
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The  Acts  relating  to  the  enfranchisement  of 
Indians  and  the  management  of  Indian  aifairs 
have  been  fully  conisidered,  and  steps  have 
been  taken  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the  Indians 
themselves.  A  measure  on  this  subject  will  be 
submitted  for  your  approval. 

A  measure  will  be  introduced  to  provide  for 
the  better  administration  of  the  estates  of  insol- 
vent Banks. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Oommons  : 

The  accounts  for  the  past  and  the  estimates 
for  the  next  financial  year  will  be  laid  before 
you.  The  estimates  have  been  framed  with 
every  possible  economy  consistent  with  the 
public  interests.  I  regret  that  the  depression 
in  trade  to  which  I  have  alluded,  has  seriously 
atfected  the  revenue.  It  will  be  necessary  in 
view  of  this  circumstance  to  curtail  the  expend- 
itures in  the  several  branches  of  the  public  ser- 
vice. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

Correspondence,  Eoports,  and  other  Pa])ers 
regarding  the  construction  of  the  Pacific  Rail- 
way will  be  laid  before  you. 

During  the  recess,  a  deputation  from  the 
Government  of  Manitoba  visited  Ottawa  to 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Government  of 
the  Dominioi  :  to  the  circumstances  of  that  Pro- 
vince. Thej^  represented  that  the  income  of  the 
Province  was  insufficient  to  provide  for  its  ordi- 
nary governmental  expenses.  The  papers  on 
this  subject  Avill  be  laid  before  you,  and  certain 
propositions  will  be  submitted  for  jour  consi- 
deration. The  Legislature  of  Manitoba  has  in 
the  meantime  adopted  some  measures  to  reduce 
the  expenditures  of  the  Pi'ovince. 

I  invite  your  earnest  attention  to  the  M'\  cml 
subjects  mentioned,  and  to  the  general  business 
which  will  come  before  you,  and  I  ti-ust  that 
your  deliberations  may  be  guided  by  wif-dum 
and  moderation.

At  the  same  time, 
we  have  reason  to  be  grateful  for  an  abundant 
harvest ;  and  while  I  deeply  regret  the  suffering 
which  exists  among  certain  classes  and  in  parti- 
cular localities,  I  believe  nevertheless  that  the 
great  bulk  of  our  people  continue  to  enjoy  a 
coiiditiou  of  reasonanle  "prosperity. 

I  am  b;ippy  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  on 
the  fact  that  the  great  railway  undertaking, 
connecting  the  former  Province  of  Canada  with 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  provided  for  by  the  Act 
of  1867,  is  approaching  completion.  Early  in  the 
coming  summei",  the  smalt  portion  of  the  Interco- 
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lonial  line  not  already  in  operation  will  be  opened, 
«'hon  the  connection  with  other  systems  of 
niilway  Avill  bolbrrned,  so  as  to  enable  passengers 
aiil  traffic  to  pass  over  continuous  lines  of 
railway  tVom  il-ililax  or  St.  John  to  the  extreme 
Woste^-u  railways  ot  Ontario. 

The  opening  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island 
liuilway  during  the  past  year  marks  an  epoch 
in  ihe  history  of  that  Island,  and  cannot  but 
oxert  a  beneticial  influence  on  the  people,  and 
aUd  to  thoir  material  prosperity. 

Kvery  ert'ort  has  been  made  to  obtain  an  early 
settlement  of  the  claims  of  Canada  for  compen- 
sation for  the  use  of  her  Fisheries  by  the  United 
States,  as  provided  by  the  Treaty  of  Washington, 
ller  Majesty's  Government  in  the  early  part  of 
iast  Huninior,  at  the  instance  of  my  advisers, 
appointed  the  British  Commissioner,  but  I 
logret  to  have  to  state  that  tne  United  States 
Government  have  not  yet  appointed  a  Com- 
missioner, and  that  consequently  no  progress 
has  been  made. 

I  have  given  effect  to  the  Supreme  and 
Exchequer  Court  Act  of  last  Session  by  issuing 
the  ])ruclamation8,  and  by  appointing  the  Judges 
and  officers  of  the  Court. 

A  Bill  to  simplify  and  amend  the  law  relating 
to  Oommon  Camera  will  bo  submitted  for  your 
con-iiuci  ation 

A  Bill  will  be  brought  before  you  containing 
provisions  fiT  alfording  greater  security  to 
]>o'icy  holders  in  Life  Assui-ance  Companies. 

The  want  of  reliable  and  systematised  inform- 
ation relating  to  the  several  classes  of  crime 
and  the  importance  of  collecting  and  classifying 
criminal  statistics  have  engaged  my  attention. 
A  Bill  will  be  introduced  to  provide  for  what  is 
most  essential  in  this  direction. 

You  will  be  asked  to  make  provision  for  the 
commencement  of  the  work  of  consolidating  the 
'iitatuto  law. 

The  Acts  relating  to  the  enfranchisement  of 
Indians  and  the  management  of  Indian  atfairs 
have  been  fully  considered,  and  steps  have 
been  taken  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the  Indians 
themselves.  A  measure  on  this  subject  will  be 
submitted  for  your  approval. 

A  measure  will  be  introduced  to  provide  for 
the  better  administration  of  the  estates  of  insol- 
vent Banks. 

Qentlenien  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

The  accounts  for  the  past  and  the  estimates 
for  the  next  tinaucial  year  will  be  laid  before 
you.  The  estimates  have  been  framed  with 
every  possible  economy  consistent  with  the 
public  interests.  I  regret  that  the  depression 
in  trade  to  which  I  have  alluded,  has  seriously 
affected  the  revenue.  It  will  be  necessary  in 
view  of  this  cix'cumstance  to  curtail  the  expend- 
itures in  the  several  branches  of  the  public  eer- 
vico. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  :

Correspondence,  Eeports,  and  other  Papers 
regarding  the  construction  of  the  Pacitic  Kail- 
way  will  be  laid  before  you. 

iJuring  the  recess,  a  deputation  from  the 
Government  of  Manitoba  visited  Ottawa  to 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Government  of 
the  Dumiuiou  to  the  circumstances  of  tliat  Pro- 


vince. Thby  represented  that  the  income  of  the 
Province  was  insufiicient  to  provide  for  its  ordi- 
nary governmental  expenses.  The  papers  on 
this  subject  will  be  laid  before  you,  and  certain 
propositions  will  be  submitted  for  your  consi- 
deration. The  Legislature  of  Manitoba  has  in 
the  meantime  adopted  some  measures  to  reduce 
the  expenditures  of  the  Province. 

I  invite  your  earnest  attention  to  the  several 
subjects  mentioned,  and  to  the  general  business 
which  will  come  before  you,  and  I  trust  that 
j^our  deliberations  may  be  guided  by  wisdom 
and  moderation.

2.  The  case,  in  addition  to  the  proceedings  men- 
tioned in  the  said  section  29,  shall  invariably  contain 
a  transcript  of  all  the  opinions  or  reasons  for  their 
judgment  delivered  by  the  judges  of  the  court  or 
courts  below,  or  an  affidavit  that  such  reasons 
caimot  be  procured,  with  a  statement  of  the  efforts 
made  to  procure  the  same. 

3.  The  case  shall  also  contain  a  copy  of  any  order 
which  may  have  been  made  by  the  court  below  or 
any  judge  thereof  enlarging  the  time  for  appealing 

4.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof  may  order  the 
case  to  be  remitted  to  the  court  below,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  made  more  complete  by  the  addition 
thereto  of  fm-ther  matter. 

5.  If  the  appellant  does  not  file  his  case  in  appeal 
with  the  Registrar  within  one  month  after  the  security 
required  by  the  Act  shall  be  allowed,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  not  duly  prosecuting  his  appeal, 
and  the  respondent  may  move  to  dismiss  the  appeal 
pursuant  to  sec.  41  of  the  Act.

I  theiein  for  .--uch  time  belore  the  day  appoinied  for 
such  special  session  as  the  said  Chief  Justice  or 
i^eiiior  Puisne  Judge  may  duect,  and  may  be  in  the 
form  given  in  tichtdule  A  to  thrse  Rules  append -d, 

13.  The  notice  of  hearing  may  be  in  the  form  given 
in  Schedule  B  to  these  Uules  appended.. 

14.  The  notice  of  hearing  sbdi  be  served  at  least 
one  mo'dh  betore  the  tirst  duy  of  the  session  at  which 
the  aj  pe  d  is  to  be  heaid. 

15.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  on  the  Attorney 
or  Soiicuor_who  shall  have  represented  the  Respon- 
dent in  tne  t,ourt  below,  at  his  usual  place  ol 
business,  or  on  the  booked  agent  or  at  the  elected

18.  ^f  no  srch  suggestion  shall  be  filed,  and  un'il 
an  order  shall  hive  been  obt lined  as  hereinafter 
provided  forachinge  of  solicitor  or  attorney  the 
to:icitor  or  attorney  who  appeared  for  any  pai  ty 
res|)Ondent  in  the  court  be'ow  sh  dl  be  deemed  to 
be  his  solicitor  or  attorney  in  the  appeal  to  this 
court. 

19.  When  a  reppondent  has  appeared  in  person  in 
the  court  below  he  may  elect  to  appear  by  attorney 
or  solicitor  m  the  appeal,  in  which  cise  the  attorney 
or  solicitor  shall  file  a  suggestion  to  that  eflfect  in  the 
office  of  the  Registrar,  and  thereafter  the  notice  of 
hearing  and  all  other  papers  are  to  be  served  on  such 
attorney  or  solicitor  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

20.  A  respondent  who  appears  in  person  may,  by 
a  suggestion  filed  in  th  Registrar's  office,  elect  some 
domicile  or  pi  ice  at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  at  which  all 
notic  3S  and  papers  may  be  served  upon  him,  in  whl!h 
c  ise  service  at  such  place  of  the  notice  of  hearing 
and  all  other  notices  and  papers  shall  be  deemed 
good  service  on  the  respondent. 

21.  In  case  the  respondent  shall  have  appeared  in 
person  in  the  court  appealed  from,  or  shall  have  filed 
a  suggestion  pursuant  to  Rule  l7,  shall  not,  before 
servi  e,  have  elected  a  domicile  ai  the  city  of  Otta- 
wa, the  notice  of  hearing  miy  be  served  by  affixing 
the  same  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  office  of 
the  Registrar. 

22.  Any  party  to  an  appeal  may  on  an  exparte  ap- 
plication to  a  Judge  obtain  an  order  to  change  his 
attomey  or  solicitor,  and,  after  service  of  such  order 
on  the  opposite  party,  all  services  of  notices  and 
other  papers  are  to  be  made  on  the  new  attorney  or 
solicitor. 

23.  At  least  one  monih  before  the  tirst  day  of  the

24.  The  factum  or  points  lor  argument  in  appeal 
shail  contain  a  concise  sta'ement  of  the  facts,  and  of 
the  points  of  law  intended  to  be  relied  <'n,  and  of 
lUe  argumen's  and  authorities  to  be  urge  i  and 
cited  at  the  hearing,  arranged  under  the  appropriate 
heads. 

25.  The  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
shall  be  printed  in  the  same  form  and  n-'ann  r  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for  with  reg  ud  to  the  case  in 
appeal,  and  shall  not  be  received  by  the  Registrar 
un  ess  the  requirements  heie;nhefore  contained,  as 
legaids  the  case,  are  all  complied  with. 

26.  If  the  appellant  doe-s  not  deposit  his  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  within  the  time 

/limited  oy  order  23,  the  r<^spondent  shall  beat  Ibertv 
to  move  to  dismiss  the  appeal  on  the  ground  of 
undue  delay,  as  j  rovided  for  by  section  41  of  the 
Act. 

2/\  If  iii<i  respondent  fails  to  deposit  his  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  withm  the  said 
prescribed  period,  the  appellant  may  set  down  or 
inscribe  the  cause  for  hearing  exparte. 

28.  Such  setting  down  or  inscription  expai  te  may 
be  set  aside  or  discharged  upon  an  a;<piic.ition  to  a 
judge  in  chambers  sufficiently  supported  by  affida- 
vits. . 

29.  Tiie  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  apjeii 
iitst  deposited  with  the  Registrar  shall  be  kept  by 
him  un  ier  seal,  and  shall  in  no  case  be  con.mriiji- 
ca  ted  io  the  opposite  jmrty  until  the  latter  shall  him 
self  bring  in  and  deposit  his  own  fac  turn  or  points. 

30.  So  soon  as  both  parties  shall  have  deposited

31.  Appeals  shall  be  set  down  or  inscribed  for 
hparing  m  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Begistrar  at  least  one  month  before  the  first  dny  of 
the  session  of  the  court  fixed  for  the  heaving  of  the 
appeal. 

Hearing. 

32.  No  more  than  two  counsel  on  each  side  shall 
be  heard  on  any  appeal,  and  but  one  counsel  shall 
be  heard  in  reply. 

33.  The  court  may  in  its  discretion  postpone  the 
hearing  until  any  future  day  during  the  same  ses- 
sion, or  at  any  following  session. 

34.  Appeals  shall  be  heard  in  the  order  in  which 
they  have  been  set  down,  and  if  either  parly  neglect 
to  appear  at  the  proper  day  to  support  or  resist  the 
appeal  the  court  m^^y  hear  the  other  party  and  may 
give  judgment  without  the  intervention  of  the  party 
so  neglecting  to  appear,  or  may  postpone  the  hearing 
upon  such  terms  as  to  payment  of  costs  or  otherwise 
as  the  court  shall  direct. 

35.  All  orders  of  this  court  in  cases  of  appeal  shall 
bear  date  on  the  day  of  the  judgment  or  decision 
being  pronounced,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Re- 
gistrar. 

Adding  Parties  to  the  Appeal. 

36.  In  any  case  not  already  provided  for  by  the 
Act,  in  which  it  becomes  essential  to  make  an  addi- 
tional party  to  the  appeal,  either  as  ap  pellant  or 
respondent,  and  whether  such  proceeding  becomes 
necessary  in  consequence  of  the  death  or  insolvency 
of  anv  original  party,  or  from  any  other  cause,  such 
additional  party  may  be  added  t?  the  appeal  by 
filing  a  suggestion  as  nearly  as  may  1  e  in  the  form 
provided  for  by  section  43  of  the  Act. 

37.  The  suggestion  referred  to  in  the  next  prece- 
ding rule  may  be  set  aside,  on  motion,  by  the  court 
or  a  judge  thereof. 

38.  Upon  any  such  motion  the  court  or  a  judge 
thereof  may.  in  their  or  his  discretion,  direct  evidence 
to  be  t  (ken  before  a  proper  officer  for  that  purpose, 
or  may  direct  that  the  parties  shall  proceed  in  the 
proper  court  for  that  pur  pose  to  have  any  question 
tried  and  determined,  and  in  such  case  all  proceed, 
ings  in  appeal  may  be  stayed  until  tfter  the  trial 
and  determination  of  the  said  question. 

Motiom. 

39.  All  interlocutory  applications  in  appeals  shall 
be  made  by  motion,  supported  by  athdavit  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  hegistrar  before  the  notice  of 
motion  js  served.  The  notice  of  motion  shall  be 
served  at  least  Jour  clear  days  befoie  the  time  of 
moving. 

40  Such  notice  of  motion  may  be  served  upon  the 
solicitor  or  attorney  of  the  opposite  party  by  deliv- 
ering a  copy  thereof  to  the  booked  agent  or  at  the 
elected  domicile  of  such  solicitor  or  attorney  to  whom 
it  is  addressed  at  the  city  of  Ottawa.  If  the'solicitor 
or  attorney  has  no  booked  agent  or  has  elected  no 
domicile  at  the  City  of  Ottawa,  or,  if  a  party  to  be 
served  with  notice  of  motion  has  not  elected  a  domi 
cile  at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  such  notice  may  be  served 
by  affixmg  a  ci  py  thereof  in  some  conspicuous  place 
n  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  this  Court. 

4i.  Service  of  a  notice  of  motion  shall  be  accom  - 
panied with  copies  of  affidavits  tiled  in  support  of  the 
notion, 


42.  Upon  application  supported  by  affidavit,  and 
after  notice  to  the  opposite  party,  the  Court  or  a 
Judge  thereof  may  give  further  reasonable  t  me  for 
filing  the  printed  case,  depositing  the  printed  factum 
or  points  of  either  party,  and  setting  down  or 
inscribing  the  appeal  lor  hearing,  as  required  by  the 
foregoing  Rules. 

43.  Motions  to  be  made  before  the  Court  are  t-i  be 
set  down  in  a  list  or  paper,  and  are  to  be  CiUed  on 
each  morning  of  the  Session  before  the  hearing  of 
appeals  is  proceeded  with. 

Appeals  to  be  deemed  out  of  Court  fw  delay. 

44.  Unless  th©  appeal  is  brought  on  for  hearing  by 
the  appellant  within  one  year  next  after  the  security 
shall  have  been  allowed,  it  shall  be  held  to  have 
be  en  abandoned  without  any  Older  to  dismiss  being 
required,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof  shall 
otherwise  order. 

45.  The  foregoing  Rules  shall  be  applicable  to 
appeals  from  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  except 
in  so  far  as  the  Act  has  otherwise  provided. 

Criminal  Appeals, 

46.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not,  except  as  herein- 
before provided,  apply  to  criminal  appeals,  nor  to 
appeals  in  matters  of  Habeas  Corpus. 

47.  In  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding 
rule  no  printed  case  shall  be  required,  and  no  factum 
or  points  for  argument  in  appeal  need  be  deposited 
with  the  Registrar,  but  such  appeals  may  be  heard 
on  a  written  case,  certified  under  the  seal  of  the 
Court  appealed  from,  and  which  case  shall  con- 
tain all  judgments  and  opinions  pronounced  in  the 
Court  below. 

48.  In  criminal  appeals  and  in  appeals  in  cases  of 
Habeas  Corpus,  and  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge 
shall  otherwise  order,  the  case  must  be  filed  as  fol- 
lows ; — 

1.  In  appeals  from  any  of  the  Provinces  other 
than  British  Columbia,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
first  day  of  the  Session  at  which  it  is  set  down  to 
be  heard. 

2.  In  appeals  from  British  .Columbia,  at  least  two 
montlis  before  the  said  d  ly. 

49.  In  cases  of  criminal  appeals  and  appeals  in 
matters  of  Habeas  Corpus,  notice  of  heai'ing  shall  be 
served  the  respective  times  hereinafter  fixed  before 
the  first  dfty  of  the  gener^vlor  special  session  at  which 
the  same  is  appointed  to  be  heard ;  that  is  to  say  :— 

1 .  In  appeals  from  Ontario  and  Quebec,  two  weeks^ 

2.  In  appeals  from  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
and  Prince  Edward's  Island,  three  iveeks. 

3.  In  appeals  from  Manitoba,  one  month. 

4.  In  appeals  from  British  Columbia,  six  weeks. 

Election  Appeals. 

50.  The  foregoing  rules  are  not  to  apply  to  appeals 
in  Controverted  Election  cases. 

51.  In  such  election  appeals  the  party  appellant 
shall  deposit  with  the  Registrar  such  sum  as  shall  be 
required  for  printing  the  record  or  so  much  thereof 
as  a  judge  may  direct  to  be  printed  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words. 

52.  The  Registrar  shall  cause  tioeniy  fice  copies  of 
the  said  recoid  to  be  printed  in  the  sam§  form  w 
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hereinbefore  provided  for  the  case  in  ordinary 
appeals  for  the  use  of  the  court  and  its  officers,  and 
also  iwmly  additional  copies,  ten  of  which  arp,  upon 
his  rf-qupst,  to  te  delivered  to  tht^  appt^llant  free  of 
charge,  and  ten  to  the  r  spondent  upon  p:ynii^nt 
of  tiiiity  cent  ior  evaiy  lolio  ot  one  hundred  words 
in  tlie  record  so  priuteJ. 

53.  "  he  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
in  <  on  iovened  Elert  on  pp  aU  shall  be  pr  nted  as 
ho  eiii  before  piovided  iu  the  case  of  ordinal y 
appeals. 

54.  The  points  fir  argument  in ''ppeal  or  factum 
in  Controverted  Electi'-n  cases  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Kegistiar  at  least  ih  ee  days  before  tbe  first 
day  of  the  session  fixed  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal, 

■  and  are  to  be  interchanged  by  the  parties  in  manner 
hereinbefore  provided  with  regard  to  the  factum  or 
pomts  in  ordinary  appeals. 

55.  In  Election  appeals  a  judge  in  chambers  miy, 
upon  ti  e  apj  licaiion  of  the  a]'pellanf,  make  an 
Older  oispens  n^'  wiih  ihe  I'liniing  of  the  whole  or 
any  part  <<f  the  rec<ird,  and  may  also  dispense  with 
the  del. very  of  a^y  factum  or  ju  ints  for  argument  in 
appeal,  tsuch  order  may  be  obtained  expane,  and 
th<^  party  obtaining  it.  shall  forthwith  cause  it  to  be 
served  upon  the  adverse  party. 

Fees. 

66.  The  fees  mentioned  in  Shedule  C  to  these 
orders  sliall  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  by  stamps  to  be 
prepared  for  that  jiurpose. 

Cosis. 

57.  Costs  in  appeal  between  party  and  party  shall 
be  laxed  pursuaui  to  ti  e  tariff  ot  fees  contained  in 
shedule  V.  to  these  orders. 

58.  The  Court  or  a  Judge  may  direct  a  fixed  sum 
for  costs  to  be  p.  id  iu  lieu  of  directing  the  payment 
of  costs  to  be  taxed. 

59.  The  payment  of  cost?,  if  so  ord?rpd,  may  be 
enforced  by  process  of  execution  m  the  same  manner 
and  iiy  means  of  the  same  writ  aiid  according  to  the 
aame  practice  as  m  y  be  in  use  from  lime  to  tim  ?  in 
the  Exchequer  (Jourt  of  Canada. 

60.  Contempts  incurred  by  reason  of  non  com 
pliance  with  anv  order  of  the  Uou:  t  other  lhaa  or  l  r 
for  paymem  of  money  may  be  puni^^hed  m  the  same 
maimer  and  by  means  of  the  t^ame  process  and  writ 
and  accorJing  to  the  s  me  p'ac  ice  as  tuay  be  in  use 
from  time  to  tune  iu  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada 

Cross  Appeals. 

51.  It  shall  not  under  any  circumstances  be  ne- 
cessary for  a  respondent  to  give  U'^lice  of  motion  by 
wayoloioss  appeal,  but  it' a  resp  ndent  inte;ids 
ujion  the  heaiing  of  an  appeal  to  contend  tha;  the 
decision  of  th  ■  court  b  low  shouli  be  varied,  he 
sha  1,  within  the  time  sjiecified  in  the  next  Kule,  or 
such  ti  l  e  as  may  be  prescrib>-d  by  the  special  ordei 
of  a  Judge,  give  n  tic  -  of  such  intentim  to  any  par- 
ties who  m  ly  be  affected  by  such  contention,  rhe 
om  s-ion  t  •  give  such  notice  shall  not  tn  any  way 
inie.  fere  with  the  pow^r  of  the  court  on  the  hearing 
of  an  appeal  to  treat  the  whole  case  as  open,  bui 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  (  e  ground  for  an 
adjournment  of  the  appeal,  or  for  a  special  order  is 
to_costs. 

62  Subject  to  any  special  order  which  may  fcf 
maue,  notice  by  a  respondent  under  the  la-t  preced- 
ing Kule  shall  be  one  month's  notice. 

63.  A  respondent  /vho  gives  a  notice  pursuant  to 
the  two  last  preceding  Eules  shall,  before  or  within 


two  days  after  he  has  served  such  notice,  deposit  a 
printed  factum  or  points  for  argument  in  appeal 
with  the  Registrar  as  hereinbefore  provided  as  re- 
gards the  principal  appeal  and  tU*)  pa' ties  u^on 
whom  such  no. ice  has  been  serve  shall  wicain 
iivo  weeks  after  service  thereof  upon  them,  dep  sit 
tneir  pr  nted  factum  or  points  with  thei  Hegisfar, 
and  such  factum  or  points  sh  iil  be  interchinged 
beiw.^<  n  the  pirties  as  hereinbefore  piovid  d  as  to 
the  principal  appeal. 

Translations. 

64.  Any  judge  may  require  that  the  ftctum  Or 
points  for  argument  in  appeal  of  any  party  shall  be 
translated  into  the  language  with  which  such  judge 
is  most  familiar ;  and  in  that  case  the  j'^dge  sh^U 
direct  the  Kegistrar  to  cause  the  same  to  bs  translated, 
and  shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  of  the  translation 
to  b<>  printed,  and  the  tim"  within  which  the  same 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Registrar,  and  the  paity 
depositing  such  factum  «hall  there'ipon  cause  the 
same  forthwith  to  he  printed  at  his  own  expense, 
ai)d  such  party  shall  not  be  de  m^d  to  ha^'e  depo- 
sited his  factum  until  the  r  quired  number  o^  the 
p  inted  copies  of  the  translation  shall  have  been  de- 
posited wiih  the  1/egisirar. 

65.  Any  judge  miy  also  require  the  Registrar  to 
cause  the  judgments  and  opinions  of  the  judges  ia 
the  Coui  t  below  to  be  ttansla,ted  and  in  ttiat  case  he 
ju  Ige  shall  fix  tbe  number  of  copies  of  the  transla- 
tion to  be  printed  and  the  time  within  which  they 
shall  be  deposited  w^th  the  Registrar,  and  such  trans- 
lation  shall  thereupon  be  printed  at  the  expense  of 
the  appellant. 

Payment  of  Money  info  Court. 

66.  Any  party  directed  by  any  order  of  the  Court 
or  a  Judge  to  pay  money  into  Court  must  apply  at 
the  office  of  the  Registr  ar  for  a  direction  so  lO  do, 
which  direction  must  be  taken  to  the  Ottawa  Braucti 
or  Agency  of  I  he  Bank  of  Mor  treal  ar,d  she  u  oney 
there  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  cause  or  matte'*,  and 
after  payment  the  receipt  obtained  fiom  the  Bank 
must  be  filed  at  the  Registrar's  k  ffice. 

Payment  oj  Money  out  of  Court. 

67.  If  money  is  to  be  paid  out  of  Court,  an  order 
of  the  Court  or  a  Judge  must  be  obtained  for  that 
purpose,  upon  notice  to  the  opposite  party. 

68.  Money  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  Court  is  to  be 
so  paid  upon  the  cheque  ot  the  Registrar,  counter- 
signed by  a  Judge. 

Forma!  Objections  not  to  prevail. 

69.  No  proceeding  in  the  said  Court  shall  be 
defeated  by  any  formal  objection. 

Extending  or  abridging  time, 

70.  In  any  appeal  or  other  proceeding  the  Court 
or  a  Judge  may  enlarge  or  abridge  the  time  for  doing 
any  act,  or  taking  any  proceeding,  upon  such  (if  any) 
teims  as  the  just.ce  of  the  case  may  require. 

71.  The  Registrar  is  to  keep  in  hi*  ofHce  all  appro- 
priate books  'or  recording  the  proceedings  in  all 
suits  and  matters  in  the  saia  Supreme  Court. 

72  In  all  cases  in  which  any  particular  number  of 
d  lys  not  expressed  to  I  e  clear"  days,  is  prescr.bed  by 
the  ioregoing  rules,  the  same  shall  b'  reckoned 
exclusively  of  the  first  tlay  and  inclusively  of  the  last 
d  ly,  unless  such  last  day  shall  happen  to  fall  on  a 
ifunday,  or  a  day  appointed  by  the  Governor  iJeneial 
for  a  public  fist  or  thanksgivmg,  or  any  other  legal 
holiday  or  non-juiidical  day,  as  provided  by  the 
Statutes  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
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73.  If  it  happens  at  any  time  that  the  number 

of  Judges  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  bu-iinessto  be  brought  before  the 
C'lUrt  is  not  prf'sent,  the  judge  or  judges  then 
present  may  adjou  n  the  aiitings  of  the  Court  to 
the  next  or  so T>e  other  day  and  so  on  fiom  day  to 
day  until  a  quorum  shall  be  present. 

Commutation  oj  T'mie. 
Vacations. 

74.  Ther^  shall  be  a  var-ation  at  Christrras,  com- 
mencing on  the  ^5th  of  December  and  ending  ou  the 
lUth  of  January. 

75.  The  long  vacation  shall  comprise  the  months 
of  July  and  August. 

Interpretation. 

76.  In  the  preceding  rules  the  term  «' A  Judge" 
means  »ny  .Indge  of  th.^  said  Supreme  Court,  trans- 
acting bua.ness  out  uf  court. 

77.  In  the  preceding  rule'  the  following  worrls 
have  the  seV'-r  1  metning-  hereby  assigned  to  them 
over  and  ab  ive  th  i    s  veral  oi'diniry  meuMiigs 
unless  there  bf  somv-thi'ig  i'l  the  s  ihj  -ct  or  i  ontext 
repugnant  to  such  cjnstrucii  >n,  that  -s  to  say  :

1 . — General  Instructions. 
Badrjes  of  Rank. 

The  several  ranks  of  officers  are  designated  by  em- ' 
broidered  badges,  as  follo^ys  : — 

Colonels  wear  a  crown  and  star  ;  Lieutenant -Colo- 
nels, a  crown  ;  and  Majors,  a  star. 

And  similarly  : — 

Captains  wear  a  crown  and  star ;  Lieutenants,  a 
crown  ;  and  fc-ub-Lieutenaiits,  a  star. 

These  badges,  when  worn  on  the  collar,  will  be  an 
inch  high  and  when  oa  the  saddle  cloth,  2^  inches 
high. 

Regimental  officers  having  Brevet  Rank  wear  the 
badges  of  their  regimental  rank. 

Boots  and  Spurs. 

Mounted  officers,  except  where  otherwise  specified, 
wear  when  on  mounted  duties,  high  boots  with  crane- 
necked  spurs  fastened  with  straps  and  buckles 
Officers  who  are  not  mounted  wear  Wellington,  or 
ankle  boots.  The  high  boots  must  be,  as  regards 
shape,  in  accordance  vfitli  Ihe  sealed  pattern,  but 
the  height  will  depend  upon  the  length  of  the  leg 
and  the  relative  height  of  the  calf.  The  boot  which 
is  sloped  down  at  the  back,  should  re  ich  at  the  back 
just  to  the  top  of  the  calf,  generally  about  4^  or  5 
inches  from  the  top  of  the  knee.

1.— General  Instructions. 
Badges  of  EanJc. 

The  several  ranks  of  officers  are  designated  by  em- 
broidered badges,  as  follows  : — 

Colonels  wear  a  crown  and  star  ;  Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels, a  crown  5  and  Majors,  a  star. 

And  similarly : — 

Captains  wear  a  crown  and  star ;  Lieutenants,  a 
crown  ;  and  Sub-Lieutenants,  a  star. 

These  badges,  when  worn  on  the  collar,  will  be  an 
inch  high  and  when  on  the  saddle  cloth,  2^  inches 
high. 

Regimental  officers  having  Brevet  Rank  wear  the 
badges  of  their  regimental  rank. 

Boots  and  Spurs. 

Mounted  officers,  except  where  otherwise  specified, 
wear  when  on  mounted  duties,  high  boots  with  crane- 
necked  spurs  fastened  with  straps  and  buckles 


Officers  who  are  not  mounted  wear  Wellington,  or 
ankle  boots.  The  high  boots  must  be,  as  regards 
shape,  in  accordance  with  the  sealed  pattern,  but 
the  height  will  depend  upon  the  length  of  the  leg 
and  the  relative  height  of  the  calf.  The  boot  which 
is  sloped  down  at  the  back,  should  reach  at  the  back 
just  to  the  top  of  the  calf,  generally  about  4^  or  5 
inches  from  the  top  of  the  knee. 

Braid,  Buttons,  &c. 

Unless  otherwise  specified,  loops,  frogs  and  but- 
tons on  the  front  of  tunics,  &c.,  will  be  at  equal  dis- 
tances.

Gold  cord,  with  a  gold  acorn.

Blue  Morocco  leather  collapsing  pouch,  with  two 
pockets,  the  leaf  5|  inches  long  and  2|  inches  deep, 
covered  with  blue  cloth  and  edged  with  |  inch  last. 

Pouch  Belt, 

Gold  lace,  2  inches  wide,  lined  with  blue  Morocco 
leather  ;  gilt  ornamented  buckle  and  slide,  and  a 
grenade,  encircled  with  a  wreath,  at  the  end.

Waistcoat, 

Scarlet  cloth,  without  collar,  edged  all  round  with 
gold  Russia  braid ;  the  pockets  edged  with  the  same 
braid,  forming  crow's  feet  at  the  end  and  centre, 

Patrol  JacJcet  for  Officei^s  under  the  rank  of 
Regimental  Colonel, 

Blue  cloth,  rounded  in  front,  and  edged  with  inch 
black  mohair  braid  all  round  and  up  the  openings 
at  the  sides  ;  five  loops  of  flat  plait  on  each  side  in 
front,  fastening  with  olivets,  and  with  crow's  feet  and 
olivets  at  the  ends*  Stand-and-fall  collar,  without 
badges  of  rank.  The  sleeves  ornamented  with  flat 
plait,  forming  crow's  feet,  6  inches  from  the  bottom 
of  the  cuffs.  Double  flat  plait  on  each  back  seam, 
with  crow"s  feet  at  top  and  bottom,  and  two  eyes  at 
equal  distances.  Pockets  edged^  with  flat  plait, 
forming  crow's  foot  and  eyes.

F  Blue  cloth,  with  band  of  1|  inch  gold  lace,  gold 
button  and  braided  figure,  of  special  pattern,  on 
the  crown.    The  cap  to  be  3  inches  high, 

Stable  Jacket, 

Blue  cloth,  edged  all  roimd  with  gold  Russia  braid, 
forming  a  figure  8  at  the  bottom  of  each  back  seam. 
Scarlet  oloth  collar,  edged  all  round  with  gold  braid, 
and  lined  wilh  black.  Small  buttons  down  the  front, 
1 1  inch  apart;  and  a  gold  cord  loop,  with  a  small 
button,  on  each  shoulder.    Scarlet  alpaca  lining. 

Field  Officers  wear  the  badges  of  their  rank,  em- 
broidered  in  silver,  on  their  collar ;  and  a  chevron  of 
inch  lace  on  each  cufF,  with  braided  eyes  above  and 
below  the  lace,  extending  to  6  inches  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  cuff. 

Captains  and  Lieutenants  have  an  Austrian  knot 
of  gold  cord  on  each  sleeve,  6  inches  deep,  traced 
round  with  gold  braid,  7  inches  deep,  and  figured 
for  Captains  ;  6^  inches  deep,  and  plain,  for  Lieute- 
nants.

White  buflF  leather,  ^  inch  wide,  with  runner  and 
gold  acorn. 

Sabretache— {For  Mounted  Officers  only.) 

Black  patent  leather,  with  regimental  badge,  in 
gilt  metal.

Black  patent  leather  collapsing  pouch,  with  two 
pockets  5|  inches  long,  2|  inches  deep.  A  gun  in 
gilt  metal,  on  the  leaf. 

Cloak  and  Cape. 

Blue  cloth,  with  sleeves,  stand-and-fall  collar,  with 
three  black  hooks  and  eyes  in  front,  and  three  small 
flat  buttons  at  the  bottom  to  fasten  the  cape.  Round 
loose  cuffs,  6  inches  deep.  A  pocket  in  each  side 
seam,  outside,  and  one  in  the  left  breast,  inside  ; 
four  ljuttons  down  the  front.  A  cloth  back  strap,  to 
fasten  with  a  large  flat  button  at  the  top  of  each 
pocket ;  a  similar  button  in  fiont  on  the  I'ight  to 
hold  the  end  of  the  back  strap  when  it  is  not  but- 
toned across  behind.

Captains  have  an  Austrian  knot  of  round-back  gold 
cord  on  each  sleeve,  traced  all  round  with  braided 
eyes,  the  braid  extending  to  8  inches  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  cuff".

Picked  seal  skin,  b\  inches  high  in  front,  and  8 
inches  at  the  back,  on  a  pliable  cork  body,  with  van- 
tilating  cork  inside.  An  ornament  of  round-back 
gold  cord,  hooked  up  at  each  side,  and  curved  down- 
wards across  the  front  and  back,  the  front  plaited, 
and  the  back  phin  doubled,  with  flounders  and  eggs 
at  the  left  side.  Gilt,  biu-nished  chain,  lined  with 
black  velvet,  with  a  gilt  lion's  head  hook  at  the  back 
to  fasten  it  up.  A  gold  gimp  boss  in  front  1^  inch 
long.

Russia  leather,  2  inches  wide,  with  three  stripes  of 
gold  embroidery,  the  centre  one  wavy,  the  others 
straight ;  gilt  engraved  buckle,  tip  and  slide. 

Telescope  Case. 

Black  patent  leather,  to  hold  a  binocular  field 
glass ;  solid  leather  flap,  with  gilt  regimental  badge. 

Frock,  for  Regimental  Field  Officers. 

Blue  cloth,  single  breasted,  with  rolling  collar; 
ornaments  on  sleeve  as  on  the  tunic,  but  in  black 
mohair  braid,  traced;  eight  loops  of  |  inch  black 
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braid  down  the  front,  with  barrel  buttons  placed 
according  to  regimental  pcattern.  The  front  edges, 
collar,  back  and  sleeve  seams,  and  back  skirts  trim- 
med with  I  inch  black  braid,  traced.  Hooks  and 
eyes  in  front.   The  skirt  lined  with  black. 

Patrol  Jacket,  Jor  Officers  under  the  rank  of 
Begimental  Colonel. 

Blue  cloth,  28  inches  long  from  the  bottom  of  the 
collar  behind,  for  an  officer  5  feet  9  inches  ?n  height, 
with  a  proportionate  variation  for  any  diflerence  in 
height,  rounded  in  front,  and  edged  with  inch  black 
mohair  braid  all  round  and  up  the  openings  at  the 
sides.  Stand-and-fall  collar  and  cuffs  of  blue  velvet. 
Five  loops  of  flat  plait  on  each  side  in  front,  with 
crow's  feet  at  the  ends  and  three  rows  of  olivets. 
Crow's  foot  on  each  sleeve,  6^  inches  deep  from  the 
bottom  of  the  cuff.  Pockets  fitted  with  flaps  in  and 
out.   Hooks  and  eyes  in  front. 

Field  Officers  wear  the  badge  of  their  rank  em- 
broidered in  gold  on  the  collar. 

Undress  Trousers,  &c. 

Oxford  mixture  cloth,  with  scarlet  stripes,  2  inches 
wide,  down  the  side  seams  ;  brass  spurs  for  Field 
Officers,  steel  spurs  for  other  mounted  Officers. 

Pantaloons,  &c.,  for  Mounted  Vidies. 

Oxford  mixture  cloth,  with  stripes,  as  on  the 
trousers  :  over-boots  and  brass  or  brass  steel  spurs,  as 
described  in  Section  1  of  these  Eegulations. 

Forage  Cap. 

Blue  cloth,  with  band  of  1 1  inch  gold  lace,  a  scarlet 
welt  round  the  crown,  and  a  gold-netted  button  in 
the  centre.  Black  patent  leather  peak  and  chin- 
strap. 

Shell  Jacket. 

Scarlet  cloth,  with  garter  blue  velvet  and  cuSs. 
Gold  braid  all  round  the  jacket  and  along  the  bottom 
of  the  front,  and  a  crow's  foot  at  the  centre  of  collar 
seam  and  of  waist.  Hooks  and  eyes  and  gilt  studs 
down  the  front ;  and  a  twisted  gold  cord  loop,  with 
a  small  button  on  eicb  shoulder.  Pointed  cutis,  5 
inches  deep  ;  with  inch  lace  and  a  tracing  of  braid 
round  the  top,  for  field  officers  ;  with  a  double  line 
of  small  braided  eyes  for  Uaptams  ;  and  with  plain 
braid  edging  for  Lieutenants,  scarlet  silk  serge 
lining. 

Field  Officers  wear  the  badges  of  their  rank,  em- 
broidered in  gold,  on  the  collar. 

Waistcoat. 

Scarlet  cloth,  with  hooks  and  eyes  and  gilt  studs 
down  the  front,  and  edging  of  gold  braid  all  round 
and  on  collar  seam.  Pockets  edged  with  gold  braid 
forming  crow's  feet  at  ends  and  centre. 

Infantry  of  the  Line. 
Tunic. 

Scarlet  cloth,  with  blue  collar  and  cuffs.  The 
collar  ornamented  with  half-inch  lace  along  the  top 
and  silver  Russia  braid  at  the  bottom  ;  with  the  badges 
of  rank,  embroidered  in  gold,  at  each  end.  The 
cufis  pointed,  with  ^  inch  lace  round  the  top,  and  a 
tracing  in  silver  Russia  braid,  quarter  inch  above 
and  below  the  lace,  the  lower  braid  having  a  crow's 
foot  and  eye,  and  the  upper  an  Austrian  knot,  at 
the  top,  eight  buttons  in  front,  ani  two  at  the  waist 
behind  ;  and  a  silver  square  cord  loo^,  with  a  smiU 
button  on  each  bhoalder.  ihe  skirt  closed  behind, 
with  a  plait  at  each  side,  and  lined  with  white.  The 
front  collar  and  skirt  plaits  edged  with  white  cloth 
quarter  inch  wide. 


Field  Officers  have  a  row  of  braided  eyes,  below  the 
lace,  on  the  collar  ;  two  bars  of  lace  along  the  top  of 
the  cufi,  showing  {  inch  of  the  facings  between  the 
bars  ;  and  the  braiding  of  the  sleeve  is  in  the  form 
of  eyes,  above  and  below  the  lace  for  Colonels  and 
Lieutenant-Colonels,  and  above  the  lace  only  for 
Majors.  The  lace  on  the  sleeve  extends  to  8,  and 
the  Austrian  knot  to  1 0  inches,  from  the  bottom  of 
the  cuff. 

Captains  have  no  braided  eyes  on  the  collar.  The 
lace  and  braiding  on  the  sleeves  are  the  same  as 
those  of  Field  Officers,  except  that  the  tracing  is 
plain,  without  eyes.

On  state 
occasions  and  at  balls,  silver  and  crimson  net,  2^ 
inches  wide,  in  ^  inch  stripes  of  silver  and  crimson 
silk,  alternately ;  silver  and  crimson  runner  and 
tassels.  > 

Blue  Patrol  Jaclcei, 

Blue  cloth,  28  inches  long  from  the  bottom  ot  the 
collar  behind  for  an  officer  5  feet  9  inches  in  height, 
with  a  proportionate  variation  for  any  difference  in 
height,  rounded  in  front  and  edged  with  inch  black 
mohair  braid  all  round  and  up  the  openings  at  the 
sides.  On  each  side  in  front,  four  double  drop  loops 
of  4  inch  flat  plait,  with  eyes  in  the  centre  of  each 
loop,  the  top  loops  reaching  to  the  sleeve  seams,  and 
the  bottom  ones  4  inches  long.  Four  netted  olivets 
on  the  right  side,  to  fasten  through  the  loops  on  the 
left.  On  each  sleeve  an  Austrian  knot  flat  plait,  7 
inches  high  from  the  bottom  of  the  cuff".  Double  tlat 
plait  on  each  back  seam,  with  crow's  foot  at  the  top 
and  bottom,  and  two  double  eyes  at  equal  distances. 
Pockets  fitted  with  flaps  in  and  out.  Hooks  and  eyes 
in  front. 

Field  Officers  wear  the  badges  of  their  rank 
embroidered  in  gold  on  the  collar. 

Forage  Cap. 

Blue  cloth,  with  black  leather  peak  and  chin 
strap ;  black  netted  button  and  braided  figiu'e  on  the 
crown.  Band  1|  inch  wide,  of  red  cloth.  The 
number  of  the  regiment  in  silver  embroidered 
figures,  1\  inch  high,  on  the  band  in  front. 

Shell  Jacket. 

Scarlet  cloth,  with  collar  and  pointed  cufls  of  blue 
facings  ;  silver  braid  edging  all  round,  including  the 
top  and  bottom  of  the  collar ;  a  loop  of  silver  braid 
at  bottom  of  collar  to  fasten  across  the  neck ;  shoul- 
der cords  as  on  the  tunic,  a  row  of  silver  studs  and 
hooks  and  eyes  down  the  front,  scarlet  lining. 

Field  Officers  have  a  row  of  braided  eyes  on  the 
collar  below  the  upper  line  of  braid,  and  the  badges 
of  rank  embroidered  in  gold  at  each  end.  Colonels 
and  Lieutenant-Colonels  have  two  chevrons  of  braid 
on  each  sleeve,  |  inch  apart,  the  upper  forming  an 
Austrian  knot  extending  to  10-  inches  from  the 
bottom  of  the  cufl,  and  the  lower  braid,  a  crow's  foot 
and  eye ;  a  row  of  braided  eyes  above  and  below  the 
chevrons,  as  on  the  tunic.  Majors  have  the  same 
braiding  on  the  sleeve,  omitting  the  lower  row  of 
braided  eyes. 

Captains  have  similar  braiding,  but  without  the 
braided  eyes ;  the  Austrian  knot  extends  to  9  inches 
only. 

Lieutenants  have  a  single  chevron  of  biaid  forming 
an  Austrian  knot,  8  inches  high,  and  a  crow's  foot 
and  eye  below  it.

Blue  cloth,  silver  braid  edging  round  the  top, 
down  the  front,  and  along  the  bottom  to  the 


side  seams ;  the  pockets  edged  with  braid  forming 
crow's  feet  and  eyes,  a  row  of  silver  studs  and  hooks 
and  eyes  down  the  front.

Rifle  green  cloth,  edged  all  round,  except  the 
collar,  with  black  square  cord,  collar  and  cuffs,

Field  officers  have  figured  braiding  below  the  lace 
on  the  collar  ;  and  I5  inch  black  lace  round  the  top 
of  the  cuff,  with  figured  braiding  above  and  below  the 
lace,  extending  to  11  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cuff. 

Captains  have  a  row  of  braided  eyes  below  the  lace 
on  the  collar,  and  an  Austrian  knot  of  black  square 
cord  on  the  sleeve,  with  a  tracing  of  braided  eyes 
all  round  it,  extending  to  8  inches  from  the  bottom 
of  the  cufl. 

Lieutenants  have  a  tracing  of  plain  braid  only 
below  the  lace  on  the  collar,  and  an  Austrian  knot 
on  the  sleeve,  with  a  tracing  of  plain  braid  round  it, 
extending  to  7  inches  only  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cuflF.

Bills  op  Divorce. 

73.  Every  Applicant  for  a  Bill  of  Divorce  is  required 
to  give  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  and  to  speci- 
fy from  whom  and  for  what  cause,  by  advertisements 
during  six  months  in  the  "  Official  Gazette,"  and  in 
two  newspapers  published  in  the  District,  in  Quebec, 
or  County,  or  Union  of  Counties  in  the  other  Provin- 
ces, where  such  applicant  usually  resided,  at  the  time 
of  the  separation,  or  if  the  requisite  number  of 
papers  cannot  be  found  tl^n  ein,  then  in  the  adjoin- 
ing District,  or  County,  or  Union  of  Counties. 

74.  A  copy  of  the  Notice,  m  writing,  is  to  be  served 
at  the  instance  of  the  Applicant,  upon  the  person 
from  whom  the  Divorce  is  sought,  if  the  residence  of 
such  person  can  be  ascertained ;  and  proof  on  oath 
of  such  service,  or  of  the  attempts  made  to  eflfect  it.

Licences  to  use  the  light  products  of  petroleum 
for  illuminating  purposes  which  will  not  stand  a  fire 
test  of  105  degrees  may  be  grauted  upon  the 
following  conditions  : 

(a)  The  parties  so  licensed  shall  conform,  as  to  the 
storage  and  u^e  of  Petroleum  and  its  products,  to 
all  Jlunicipal  Regulations  of  the  municipality  in 
which  they  propose  to  use  them  ; 

(6)  Such  light  products  of  Petroleum  shall  not  be 
used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  any  place  occupied 
as  a  dwelling  house,  workshop,  manufactory  or  other 
place  otherwise  than  in  the  form  of  vapor  or  gas 
flowing  through  pipes. 

(c)  The  supply  or  store  of  such  light  products  of 
Petroleum  shall  be  stored  in  suitable  metal  reser- 
voirs sunk  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  and 
safely  covered  with  earth  at  a  distance  ot  not  less  than 
50  feet  from  any  dwelling  house,  workshop,  manu- 
factory or  other  place  in  which  it  is  proposed  to 
use  it ; 

{d)  If  any  pumps  or  apparatus  used  for  forcing  air 
or  vapor  into  the  reservoir  be  placed  within  any 
dwellmg  house  or  workshop,  they  shall  be  so  arranged 
that  there  c\n  be  no  back  flow  of  the  Petroleum  or 
its  light  products  or  of  any  vapor  or  gaa  arising 
1  theiefrom  into  the  building  ; 

(e)  The  pipes  for  conveying  the  gas  or  vapor  to 
the  jets  or  burners  within  the  dwelling  house,  work- 
shop, manufactory  or  other  place  where  it  is  propo- 
sed to  use  it,  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  have  a  descent 
or  decline  from  the  burners  to  the  reservoir  or  to 
some  other  receptacle  placed  outside  such  building 
and  sunk  below  the  surface  of  the  earth  at  a  distance 
of  not  fess  than  50  feet.  All  such  pipes  being  so 
arranged  as  to  carry  away  any  condensed  vapor  that 
may  be  found  therein. 

(/)  Pendents  from  ceilings  to  which  burners  are 
attached  and  from  which  the  condensed  vapor  cannot 
be  taken  ofl,  a^  provided  in  p  iragraph  5,  shall  be 
connected  from  the  top  of  the  supply  pipe  in  such 
a  way  as  to  prevent  the  condensed  vapor  that  may 
accumulate  in  the  supply  pipes  flowing  into  the 
pendents.

enacted,  that  the  said  Act  shall  apply  to  the  Pro- 
vinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  only,  and 
to  such  ports  and  such  ports  only  (except  the  ports 
of  Halifax  and  Pictou  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Saint  John 
in  New  Brunswick)  in  either  of  the  said  Provinces  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  designated  for  that  pur- 
pose by  Pioclamation  under  an  Order  or  Orders  of 
the  Governor  in  Council ;

The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

AXrHEREAS  by  an  i^ct  of  Parliament  made  and 
' '  passed  in  the  Kession  of  Purliament  holdeti  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  amend- 
ing the  Law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of  Criminals," 
and  also  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed 
in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the  thirty- 
sixth  and  thirty-seventh  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  .intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Extradition  Act,  1870,"  it  was  amongst  other  things 
enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrt  nder 
to  such  State  of  any  fugitive  crimmals,  Her  Majesty 
imy,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts 


shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State  ;  and 
that  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent 
Order,  Ihnit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  res. 
trict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or 
suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render  the 
operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions,  excep- 
tions, anU  qualifioitions  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient : 

y^rd  w';er  is  a  T.eaty  was  concluded  on  the  sixth 
day  ot  January,  1874,  b^iween  Her  Majesty  and  the 
President  of  the  Republic  of  Honduras,  for  the 
Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitivre  Criminals,  which 
Treaty  ia  in  the  terms  following  : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  tlis  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Republic  of  Honduras,  having  judged 
it  expedient,  with  a  view  to  the  better  administra- 
tion of  justice  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime  within 
the  two  countries  and  their  jurisdictions,  that  persons 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
enumerated,  and  being  f  ugitives  from  justice,  should 
undtr  certain  circumstances,  be  reciprocally  deli- 
vered up,  have  named  a-j  their  Plenipotentiaries,  to 
conclude  a  Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  :— 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Edwin  Corbett,  Esq., 
Her  Majesty's  Charge  d' Affaires  and  Consul-Qeneral 
to  said  Republic  of  Honduras,  &c. : 

And  his  Excellency  the  President  of  the  Republic 
ot  Honduras,  the  SenorDou  Augustm  Gomez  Carrillo, 
Deputy  to  the  presoiit  Legislature  of  Guatemala,  <fec. 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
articles  :  - 

ARl'ICLE  I. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver 
up  to  each  other  thosa  persons  who,  being  accused 
or  convicted  of  a  crime  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  one  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territory 
of  the  other  Party,  under  the  circumstances  and 
conditions  stated  in  the  present  Treaty. 

ARIICLB  IL 

It  13  a  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  his 
Excellency  the  President  of  Honduras  shall,  on  re- 
quisition made  in  their  name  by  their  respective 
Diplomatic  Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  recipro- 
cally  any  persons,  except  native  subjects  or  citizens 
of  the  Party  upon  whim  the  requisition  may  be 
made,  who,  being  accused  or  convicted,  whether 
as  a  principal  or  an  accessory,  either  before  or 
after  the  fact,  of  any  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
specified,  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
requiring  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territories 
of  the  other  Party  : 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  or  conspiracy  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  counterfeiting  or  altering,  or  uttering 
what  is  forged  or  counterfeited  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  f  dse  pretences. 

7.  Malicious  injury  to  property,  if  the  offence  be 
icdictable. 

8.  Crimes  against  bankruptcy  law. 

9.  Fraud  by  a  bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee 
or  director  or  member  or  public  officer  of  any  Com- 
pany made  criminal  t  y  any  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 

10.  Perjury  or  suborn  iti  on  of  perjury, 

11.  Kai  e. 

12.  Abduction. 

13.  Child-stealing. 

14.  False  imprisonment. 
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16.  Burglary  or  housebreaking. 

16.  Arson. 

17.  Bobbery  with  violence. 

18.  Threats  by  letter  or  otheiwise,  with  intent 
to  extort. 

19.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

20.  Sinking  or  distroying  a  vessel  at  se  \,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so.

Provided  that  the  surrender  shall  be  ma  ie  only 
when,  in  the  case  of  a  person  accused,  the  commis- 
sion of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  thai  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  fugitive  or  person  so 
accused  shall  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
sion and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  ciime  had  been 
there  committed ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  person 
alleged  to  have  been  convicted  on  such  evidence  as 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  is 
found,  would  prove  that  he  had  been  convicted. 

ARTICLE  111. 

No  Honduran  as  above  stated  shall  be  delivered 
up  by  the  Government  of  Honduras  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  ana  no  subject  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Gov- 
ernment thereof  to  the  Government  of  Honduras. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  of  Honduras,  has  already  been 
tried  and  discharged  or  punished,  or  is  still  ur-der 
trial  in  the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  Oi  of 
Honduras  respectively  for  the  crime  for  which  his 
extradition  is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Goveriunent  of  Honduras, 
should  be  under  examination  for  any  other  crime  in 
the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Repub- 
lic of  Honduras  respectively,  his  extradition  shall 
be  deferred  until  the  conclusion  of  the  trial  and 
the  full  execution  of  any  punishment  awarded  to 
him. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  place  if,  sub 
sequently  to  the  commissio;i  of  the  crime  or  the 
institution  of  the  penal  prosecution  or  the  convic- 
tion thereon,  exemption  trom  prosecution  or  punish- 
ment has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
ofience  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demand- 
ed is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that 
the  requisition  for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  lor  an 
ofience  of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  lor  any  other  crime, 
or  on  account  of  any  other  matters,  than  those  for 
which  the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place.  This 
stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed 
after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 


through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accompanied  by  a  warrant  of  arrest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
requiring  the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accused 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  coaamitted  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence  of 
condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes 
the  requisition  for  extradition. 

A  requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
ou  sentences  passed  in  coniumaeiam. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent  au- 
thorities of  the  Staie  applied  to  shall  proceed  to  the 
arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a  com- 
petent Magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him  and  to 
conduct  the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
just  as  if  the  apprehension  had  taken  place  for  a 
crime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  apprehension, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either 
to  justify  the  committal  of  the  prisoner  for  trial,  in 
case  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  said  Stat-^,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner  is  the 
identical  person  convicted  by  the  Courts  of  the  State 
which  makes  the  requisition , 

ARTICLE  XL 

In  the  examination  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au- 
thorities of  the  State  ■pplie  i  to  shall  admit  as  enti- 
rely valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or  state  - 
ments  of  witnesses  taken  in  the  other  State,  or  co- 
pies thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  and  senten- 
Ci>8  issued  therein,  provided  svch  documents  are 
signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  Magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  authenticated  by  the  oath  of 
some  witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  or  some  other  Minis- 
te.'  of  State. 

ARTICLE  XII 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  extradition  be  not  produ- 
ced within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  appre- 
hension of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
prehension shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the 
State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the 
delivery  thereof,  be  given  up  when  the  extradition 
takes  place  ;  and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend, 
not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but  to  everything 
that  may  serve  as  a  proof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to 
be  surrendered  and  his  conveyance  till  placed  on 
board  ship  ;  they  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such  ex- 
penses themselves. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Tieaty  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colo- 
nies  or  foreign  Possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernor or  chief  authority  of  such  Colony  or  Posses- 
sion by  the  Chief  Consular  Officer  of  the  Republic  oi 
Honduras  in  such  Colony  or  Possession. 

Such  requisition  may  be  disposed  of  (subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Treaty)  by  the  said  Governor  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  shnll  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
andt  foreign  Possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Hon- 
duran  crimmals  who  may  take  refuge  within  such 
Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions,  on  the  basis,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  provisions  of  the  piesent 
Treaty. 

'i'he  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  from  any  Colony  or  foreign  Possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the 
present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force 
for  six  months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its 
termination. 

The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
shall  be  exchanged  at  Guatemala,  in  twelve  months 
counted  from  this  day. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto 
the  seal  of  their  arms.

The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-tliird  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  <'  An  Act  for  amend- 
ing tiie  Law  relating  to  ihe  Extradition  of  Crmiinals," 
and  also  by  an  Act  of  Pailiament  made  and  passed 
in  the  (j'ession  of  Parliament  holden  in  the  thirty 
suth  and  thirty-seventh  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
present  Majesty,  ^intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Extradition  Act,  18T0,"  it  was  amongst  other  things 
enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender 
to  such  State  of  any  fugitive  crimmals,  Her  Majesty 
may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Acts 


shall  apply  in  the  ca'-e  of  such  foreign  State  ;  and 
that  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent 
Order,  limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  res. 
tr  et  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or 
suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render  the 
operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions,  excep- 
tions, and  qualifications  as  miy  be  deemed  expe- 
dient : 

Arid  whereas  a  Ti  eaty  was  concluded  on  the  sixth 
day  of  January,  1874,  bfiween  Her  Majesty  and  the 
President  of  the  Republic  of  Honduras,  for  the 
Mutual  Extradition  of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which 
Treaty  is  in  the  terms  following : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Qut-en  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Republic  of  Honduras,  having  judged 
it  expedient,  with  a  view  to  the  better  administra- 
tion of  justice  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime  within 
the  two  countries  and  theii-  jurisdictions,  that  persons 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should 
under  certain  circumstances,  be  reciprocally  deli- 
vered up,  have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries,  to 
conclude  a  Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Edwin  Corbett,  Esq., 
Her  Majesty's  Charge  d'Aifaires  and  Consul -Qenerjil 
to  said  Republic  of  Honduras,  &c. : 

And  his  Excellency  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Honduras,  the  Senor  Don  Augustin  Gomez  Carrillo, 
Deputy  to  the  present  Legislature  of  Guatemala,  &c. 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  fuU  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
articles  :  — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver 
up  to  each  other  those  persons  who,  being  accused 
or  convicted  of  a  crime  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  one  Party,  shall  be  found  withm  the  territory 
of  the  other  Party,  under  the  circumstanoas  and 
conditions  stated  in  the  present  Treaty. 

ARSICLE  n. 

It  18  a  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  his 
Excellency  the  President  of  Honduras  shall,  on  re 
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quisition  made  in  their  name  by  their  respective 
DiplooQRtic  Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  recipro- 
cally any  persons,  except  native  subjects  or  citizens 
of  the  Party  upon  whom  the  requisition  may  be 
made,  who,  being  accused  or  convicted,  whether 
as  a  principal  or  an  accessory,  eitljer  before  or 
after  the  fact,  of  any  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
specified,  committed  wiihin  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
requiring  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territories 
of  the  other  Party  : 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  o:  conspiracy  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forgery,  counterfeiting  or  altering,  or  uttering 
what  is  forged  or  counterfeited  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  f  Ise  pietence-. 

7 .  Malicious  injury  to  property,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

8.  Crimes  against  bankruptcy  law. 

9.  Fraud  by  a  bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee 
or  director  oi  member  or  public  officer  of  ;.ny  Com- 
pany mad.  ciiiuinal  ■  y  any  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 

10.  Perjury  or  suborn  ition  of  perjury. 

11.  Kape. 

12.  Abduction. 

13.  Child-s^ealing. 

14.  False  imprisonment. 

1.5.  Burglary  or  housebreaking. 

16.  Arson. 

17.  Bobbery  with  violence. 

18.  Threats  by  letter  or  othe.wise.  with  intent 
to  extoi  t. 

19.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

20  Sinking  or  distroying  a  vessel  at  se.a,  or  ac- 
tempting  or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

21.  Assaults  on  tjoard  a  ship  on  the  high  i-eas 
with  intent  to  destroy  lite  or  to  do  g  ievous  bodily 
ham. 

22.  Kevolt,  or  cmspiracy  to  revolt,  by  two  or 
more  persons  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas 
against  the  authority  of  the  m  ister. 

Provided  that  the  surrender  thall  be  ma  te  only 
when,  in  the  case  of  a  person  accused,  the  comm  s- 
sion  of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  thai  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  ihe  fugitive  or  person  .-o 
accused  shall  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
sion and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  ciime  had  been 
there  committed ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  person 
alleged  to  have  been  convicted  on  sued  evidence  as 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  countiy  whe.e  he  is 
found,  would  prove  thit  he  had  been  convicted. 

AKTICLE  111. 


No  Lfonduran  as  above  stated  shall  be  delivered 
up  by  the  Government  of  Honduras  to  the  Gove.n- 
ment  of  the  United  Kingdom,  ana  no  subject  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  ba  delivered  up  by  the  Gov- 
ernment thereoi  to  the  Covernmmt  of  Honduras. 

ARTICLE  IV, 

The  extradili  n  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  pan  of  ihe  Government  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  of  Honduras,  has  already  been 
tried  and  discharged  or  punished,  or  is  still  under 
trial  in  the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  of 
Honduras  respectively  for  the  crime  for  which  his 
extraiition  is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Uni  ed  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  Honduras, 
should  be  under  examination  for  any  other  crime  in 
the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  iu  the  Repub- 
lic of  Honduras  respectively,  his  exiradition  shall 
be  defeired  until  the  conclusion  of  the  trial  and 
the  full  execution  of  .my  punishment  awarded  to 
him. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  extradition  .sh  ill  not  take  place  place  if,  sub. 
sequently  to  the  commission  of  the  crime  or  the 
institution  of  the  penfil  prosecution  or  the  c -nyic- 
tion  thereon,  exemption  f  rom  prosecution  or  punis  h- 
ment has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demand- 
ed is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that 
the  requisition  for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  for  an 
offence  of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime, 
or  on  account  of  any  other  matters,  than  those  for 
which  the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place.  This 
stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed 
after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accompanied  by  a  warrant  of  an  est 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
requiring  the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as. 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accused 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence  of 
condemn  ition  passed  eg linst  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  of  the  Siate  that  makes 
the  requisition  for  extradition. 

A  requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  senteuces  passed  in  contumaciam. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent  au- 
thorities of  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to  the 
arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a  com- 
pc  tent  Magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him  and  to 
conduct  the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
just  as  if  the  apprehension  had  taken  place  for  a 
crime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  apprehension, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either 
to  juBiify  the  committHl  of  the  prisoner  for  trial,  in 
case  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  said  State,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner  is  the 
identical  person  convicted  by  theCouitsol  tbe.'^tjite 
which  makes  the  requisition . 

ARTICLE  XI. 

In  the  examination  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au- 
thorities of  the  State  i.pplied  to  shall  admit  as  enti- 
rely valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or  state  - 
ments  of  witnesses  taken  in  ihe  other  State,  or  co- 
pies thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  and  sent  en 
ces  issued  therein,   provided  sv.ch  documents  are 
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signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  Magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  authenticated  by  the  oath  of 
some  witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  or  some  other  Minis- 
tei-  of  State. 

ARTICLE  XII 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  extradition  be  not  produ- 
ced within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  appre- 
hension of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
prehensioa  shall,  if  the  competent  authority  of  the 
State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the 
delivery  thereof,  be  given  up  when  the  extradition 
takes  place  ;  and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend, 
not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but  to  everything 
that  miy  serve  as  a  proof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  i  enounce  any  claim 
for  the  leimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to 
be  Burreadered  and  his  conveyance  till  placed  on 
board  ship  ;  they  reciprocally  agi  ee  to  bear  such  ex 
penses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  ^present  Treaty  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  (Jolo- 
Dies  or  foreign  Possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernor or  chief  authority  of  such  Colony  or  Posses- 
sion by  the  Chief  Consular  Officer  of  the  Republic  of 
Honduras  in  such  Col  my  or  Possession, 

Such  requisition  may  be  disposed  of  (subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  ihis 
lYeaty)  by  the  said  Governor  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  sh  ill  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender  or  to  reler  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

tier  Britannic  JMajesty  shall,  however,  be  atiiberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
and,  tbreign  Possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Hon- 
duran  criminals  who  may  take  refuge  within  such 
Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions,  on  the  basis,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  piovisions  of  the  piesent 
I'reaty. 

'J  he  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  Irom  any  Colony  or  foreign  Possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the 
present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force 
lor  six  months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its 
termination. 

'the  Treaty  shaU  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
phall  be  exchanged  at  Guatemala,  in  twelve  montiis 
counted  from  this  day.

of  Her  present  Mfijesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  for 
amending  the  law  relatmg  to  the  Extradition  of 
Cnminals,"  and  also  by  an  Aci  of  Parliament  made 
and  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty -sixth  and  thirty-seventh  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "An  ictto  amend 
the  Extradition  Act,  1870,"  it  was  amongst  other 
tilings  enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  sur- 
render to  such  State  ot  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the 
«aid  Acts  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  ibreign 
State  ;  and  that  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or 
any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the  operation  of  the 
Order  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals 
who  are  in  or  suupected  of  bt^ing  in  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dom.nions  specitied  in  the  Order,  £«nd  ren- 
der the  operation  theieof  subject  to  such  conditions, 
exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

And  whereas  a  Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  seventh 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
geventf-four,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  President 
of  the  Republic  of  Hayti,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition 
of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  terms 
following : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Republic  otH  vti,  having  judged  it 
expedient  with  a  view  to  a  better  administration  of 
justice,  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime  within  the 
tJvo  countries  and  their  jurisdictions,  that  persons 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes  hereinaft  er 
enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should, 
under  certain  circumstances  be  reciprocally  delivered 
up; 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  President  of  Hayti 
have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a 
Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Spen  •r  St.  John,  Esq., 
Minister-Resident  and  Consul-General  of  Her  Bri- 
tannic Majes,y  in  th?

And  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Hayti,  M.  Surville  Toussaint,  ex-Senator ; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 


their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
Articles  : — 

ARTICLE  T. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver  up 
to  each  other  those  persons  who,  being  accused  or 
convicted  of  a  crime  cimmitted  in  the  territory  of 
the  one  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territory  of 
the  other  Party,  under  the  circum  tances  and  con- 
ditions stated  in  the  present  Treaty.

9.  Fraud  by  a  bailee,  banker,  ngent,  factor,  trustee, 
or  director,  or  member  or  public  ofhcer  of  any  com- 
pany, made  criminal  by  any  law  fur  the  time  being 
in  force. 

10.  Perjury  or  subornation  of  perjury.

12.  Abduction. 

13.  Child-siealinp. 

14.  False  imprisonment. 

15.  Burglary  or  house-breaking. 

16.  Arson 

17.  Robbery  with  violence. 

18.  Threats,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  with  intent  to 
extort. 

19.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

20.  Sinking  or  destroying  a  vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so.

ARTICLE  III. 

No  Hayti m  shall  b«  delivered  up  by  the  Govei  n 
ment  of  IJayti  to  the  Government  of  the  Uni  ed 
Kingdom,  and  no  subject  of  the  United  Kingdom 
shdl  be  delivered  up  by  the  Government  thereof  to 
the  Grovorument  of  Hayti . 


ARTICLE  IV. 


The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  p.u  tofthe  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  per.-on  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti,  has  already 
been  tried  and  discharged,  or  punished,  or  ii  still 
under  trial  in  Hayti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  res- 
pectively, for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition  is 
demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of 
Hayti  should  be  under  examination  for  any  other 
crime  in  Hayti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  lespect- 
ively,  ^his  extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
conclusion  of  the  trial,  and  the  full  (execution  of  any 
punishment  awarded  to  him. 
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ARTICLJ;;  V. 

The  extradition  shuU  not  take  place  if,  subse- 
quently to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  insti- 
tulion  of  the  penal  prosecution,  or  tlie  conviction 
thereon,  exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment 
has  been  acquired  by  iapse  of  time,  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demands  d 
is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  thai 
the  requisition  *or  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  for  an  oflfence 
of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime 
or  on  account  of  any  other  m  .tteis  than  those  for 
which  the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place. 

This  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  com- 
mitted alter  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  Vlir. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accomp.inied  i>y  a  warrant  of  ai  rest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  tht  State 
requiring  the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  ct  the  place  where  the  accused 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person  already 
convicted,  it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence 
ot  condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  ot  the  Slate  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  extradition 

A  requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  sentences  passed  in  contumaciam. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  loregoing  stipulations,  the  competf-nt 
authorities  of  the  State  applied  to  shad  proceed  to 
the  arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brougho  before  a 
competent  magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him,  and 
to  conduct  the  pielimmary  investigation  of  the  ease, 
just  as  if  the  apprehension  h-.iu  taken  place  toy,  a 
Clime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extraditioQ  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  frum  the  apprehension, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to.  either 
to  justify  the  committal  of  the  prisoner  lor  trial, 
incise  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  terri- 
tory of  the  said  State,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner 
is  the  identical  person  convicted  by  the  Courts  of

ARTICLE  XI. 

In  the  exnminations  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au 
thorities  of  the  State  applied  to  shall  admit  as 
entirely  valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or 
8'atements  of  witi  esses  taken  in  the  otuer  St  ite,  or 
copies  thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  and  sen- 
tences issued  theieiu,  provided  such  documents  are 
signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  authenticated  by  the  oath  of 


some  witnesses,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  oflScial 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  op  some  other  Minister 
of  State. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  the  extradition  be  not 
produced  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the 
apprehension  of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at 
liberty. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession 
of  the  person  to  be  surrenderei  at  the  time  ot 
his  apprehension,  shall,  if  the  competent  authority 
of  the  State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has 
ordered  the  delivery  thereof,  be  given  up  when 
the  extradition  takes  place,  and  the  said  delivery 
shall  extend  not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but 
to  everything  which  may  serve  as  a  proof  of  the 
crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  1  eimbursement  oi  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person 
to  be  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  till  placed 
on  boaid  ship  :  they  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such 
expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be  ap- 
pLcable  to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
tier  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  cri- 
minal who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colonies 
or  foreign  possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Governor 
or  Chief  authority  of  such  Colony  or  possession  by 
the  chipf  Consular  officer  of  Hayti  in  such  Colony  or 
possession. 

nuch  requisitions  may  be  disposed  of  subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Ireaty,  by  the  said  (government  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

Her  Britannic  iMajesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Haytian 
criminals,  who  may  take  refuge  within  such  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  from  any  Colony  or  foreign  possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the  present 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force  for  six 
months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  termina- 
tion. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti  engages  to 
apply  to  the  Senate  for  the  necessary  authorization 
to  give  effect  to  the  present  Treaty,  immediately 
after  its  meeting. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  as  soon  aa  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries nave  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed 
thereto  the  seals  of  their  arms.

21.  Assaults  on  tvoard  a  ship  on  the  high  teas 
with  intent  to  destroy  life  or  to  do  gi  ievous  bodily 
haim. 

22.  Revolt,  or  conspiracy  to  revolt,  by  two  or 
moie  i^ersons  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas 
against  the  authority  of  the  master. 

Provided  that  the  surrender  s-hall  be  male  only 
when,  in  the  ca^e.of  a  person  accused,  the  comm  s- 
sion  of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  that  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  fugitive  or  person  ^o 
accused  sh  dl  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
sion and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crime  had  been 
there  committed ;  and,  in  the  case  of  a  person 
alleged  to  have  been  convicted  on  such  evidence  as 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  country  wheie  he  is 
found,  would  prove  that  he  had  been  convicted. 

ARTICLE  111. 


No  Honduian  as  above  stated  shall  be  delivered 
up  by  the  Government  of  Honduras  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  no  subject  of  the 
United  Kingdom  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Gov- 
ernment thereof  to  the  Government  of  Honduras. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  of  Honduras,  has  already  been 
tried  and  discharged  or  punished,  or  is  still  under 
trial  in  the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  of 
Honduras  respectively  for  the  crime  for  which  his 
extradition  is  demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  Honduras, 
should  be  under  examination  for  any  other  crime  in 
the  territory  of  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Repub- 
lic of  Honduras  respectively,  his  extradition  .shall 
be  deferred  until  the  conclusion  of  the  trial  and 
the  full  execution  of  uny  piujishment  awarded  to 
him. 


ARTICLE 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  place  if,  sub- 
sequently to  the  commission  of  the  crime  or  the 
institution  of  the  penal  prosecution  or  the  convic- 
tion thereon,  exemption  from  prosecution  or  punish- 
ment has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demand- 
ed is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that 
the  requisition  for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  wiih  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  ior  an 
oflence  of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  lor  any  other  crime, 
or  on  account  of  any  other  matters,,  than  those  for 
which  the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place.  This 
stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed 
after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  accompanied  by  a  warrant  of  ariest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
requiring  the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accused 
is  found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 

If  the' requisition  relates  to  a  person  already  con- 
victed, it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence  of 
condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes 
the  requisition  for  extradition. 

A  requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  sentences  passed  in  contumaciam. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent  au- 
thorities of  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to  the 
arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a  com- 
petent Magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him  and  to 
conduct  the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
just  as  if  the  apprehension  had  taken  place  for  a 
crime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  apprehension, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either 
to  justify  the  committed  of  the  prisoner  for  trial,  in 
case  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  territory 
of  the  said  State,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner  is  the 
identical  person  convicted  by  the  Courts  of  the  State 
which  makes  the  requisition . 

ARTICLE  XI. 

In  the  examination  which  they  have  to  maite  m 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au- 
thorities of  the  State  applied  to  shall  admit  as  enti- 
rely valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or  state  - 
ments  of  witnesses  taken  in  the  other  State,  or  co- 
pies thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  and  senten 
ces  issued  therein,  provided  si'ch  documents  are 
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signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  Magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  authenticated  by  the  oath  of 
some  witness,  or  by  being  eealed  with  the  official 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  or  some  other  Minis- 
ter of  State. 

ARTICLE  XII 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  extradition  be  not  produ- 
ced within  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  appre- 
hension of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at  liberty. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
the  person  to  be  surrendered  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
prehension shall,  if  the  competent  authority  ©f  the 
State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has  ordered  the 
ilehvery  thereof,  be  given  up  when  the  extradition 
takes  place  ;  and  the  said  delivery  shall  extend, 
not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but  to  everything 
that  may  serve  as  a  proof  of  the  crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to 
be  surrendered  and  his  conveyance  till  placed  on 
board  ship  j  they  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such  ex- 
penses themselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
lier  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
ciiminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colo- 
nies or  foreign  Possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Gov- 
ernor or  chief  authority  of  such  Colony  or  Posses- 
sion by  the  Chief  Consular  Officer  of  the  Republic  of 
Honduras  in  such  Colony  or  Possession. 

Such  requisition  may  be  dispased  of  (subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Tieaty)  by  the  said  Covernor  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

tier  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  iiberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
an<i  foreign  Possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Hon- 
duran  criminals  who  may  take  refuge  witliin  such 
Colonies  and  foreign  Possessions,  on  the  basis,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  of  the  provisions  of  the  present 
Treaty. 

'J  he  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  f  rom  any  Colony  or  foreign  Possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the 
rules  laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the 
l)resent  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

'J'he  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  be  terminated  by  either  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties,  but  shall  remain  in  force 
lor  six  months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its 
termination. 

The  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
fihall  be  exchanged  at  Guatemala,  in  twelve  months 
counted  from  this  day. 

Jn  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto 
the  seal  of  their  arms. 

Done  at  Guatemala,  the  sixth  day  of  the  month  of 
January,  in  the  year  of  our  l^ord,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four.

CHAP.  4. 

An  Act  to  extend  the  Acts  respecting  Dominion  Notes 
to  the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  British 
Columbia  and  Manitoba. 

[Assented  tO'12th  April,  1876.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  w^ith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follovp's : — 

1.  The  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
Reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  enable  Banks  in  any  part  of 
Canada  to  use  Notes  of  the  Dominion  instead  of  issuing  Notes 
of  their  own,'"  as  amended  by  the  several  Acts,  thirty-third 
Victoria,  chapter  ten,  thirty-fifth  Victoria,  chapter  seven,  and 
thirty-eight  Victoria,  chapter  five,  is  hereby  extended  and 
shall  apply  to  the  Provinces  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  British 
Columbia  and  Manitoba  ;  and  the  Provincial  and  Dominion 
Notes  mentioned  in  the  Act  first  cited  shall  be  a  legal  tender 
in  the  said  Provinces,  in  like  manner  as  in  the  other  Pro- 
vinces to  which  the  said  Acts  now  extend  :  and  the  Groveruor 
may  in  his  discretion  establish  branch  offices  of  the  Receiver 
General's  Department  at  Charlottetown,  Victoria  and  Win- 
nipeg, respectively,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  redemption  of 
Dominion  Notes,  or  may  make  arrangments  with  any  char- 
tered bank  or  banks  for  Mie  redemption  thereof,  and  may 
allow  a  fixed  sum  per  annum  lor  such  service  at  all  or  any 
of  the  said  places  ;  and  speciie  or  debentures  held  at  any 
such  place  for  the  redemption  of  Dominion  NoteiS,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  held  by  the  Receiver  General. 


CHAP.  5. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  respecting  the  Inland 

Revenue. 

{Asmited  to  12th  April,  1876.] 

IN  amendment  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-first  year  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  chapter  eight,  intituled  "  An  Act 
respecting  the  Inland  Revenue  ;  "  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Sub-section  four  of  section  sixty-six  of  the  said  Act  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sub-section  is  enacted  in 
its  stead,  to  be  read  and  to  have  effect,  from  and  after  the

passing  of  this  Act,  as  sub-section  four  of  section  sixty-six 
of  the  said  Act,  that  is  to  say  : 

"  4.  One  hundred  measures  guaged  in  the  cistern,  after 
"saturation  is  completed,  or  in  the  couch-frame,  shall  be 
"held  to  be  equal  to  eighty-seven  and  a  quarter  similar 
"  measures  by  guage  of  malt. 

"And  so  in  proportion  for  every  greater  or  less  quantity." 

2.  Sub-section  six  of  section  sixty-six  of  the  said  Act  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  fol]n^Y^1l^■  sub-section  is  enacted  in 
its  stead,  to  be  read  and  to  have  effect  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  as  sub-section  six  of  section  sixty-six  of 
the  said  Act,  that  is  to  say : — 

"  6.  Malt  shall  be  weighed  when  removed  from  the  kiln 
"  and  placed  in  the  wareliouse  ;  but  whenever  any  quantity 
"  of  dry  malt  stated  in  measures  of  capacity,  as  determined 
"  t)y  guage,  by  computation  as  provided  in  this  Act  or  by 
"  actual  measurement,  is  to  be  stated  by  an  equivalent  in 
"  pounds,  the  computation  of  the  weight  thereof  shall  be 
"made  by  determining,  by  weighing,  the  weight  of  a 
"measure  of  such  malt,  such  measure  being  so  taken  as  to 
"be,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  a  fair  average  thereof;  and  the 
"weight  of  the  measure  so  ascertained,  multiplied  by  the 
"number  of  such  measures  contained  in  the  quantity  of 
"malt  from  which  it  was  taken  shall  be  held  to  be  the  true 
"  weight  of  that  quantity." 

3,  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Inland  Revenue  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1876  ;  "  and  shall  be  read  and  construed  as 
one  with  the  Act  above  cited  and  with  sections  seventeen, 
eighteen,  nineteen  and  twenty  of  the  Act  passed  in  the 
thirty-third  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  chapter  nine, 
amending  the  said  Act  above  cited. 


CHAP,  19. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Dominion  Lands  Acti, 

^Assented  to  12th  April,  ISTG.] 

IN  further  amendment  of  "T/?e  Duminion  Latids  Act,"  and  of 
the  Act  thirty-seventh  Victoria,  chapter  nineteen,  intituled : 
"  An  Act  to  amend  the  Dominion.  Lands  Act''  hereinafter  called 
and  referred  to  as  "  the  Act  of  18*74  ;"  Her  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tfie  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Sub-section  two  of  section  two  of  the  Dominion  Lands 
Act  passed  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign, 
chapter  twenty-three,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "  Surveyor- G-eneral "  where  it  occurs  in  the  said 
sub-section,  the  words  "  and  of  plans  or  documents  in  any 
"  Dominion  Lands  or  Surveys  Office  in  Manitoba  or  the  North- 
"  West  Territories,  attested  under  the  signature  of  the  Agent 
"  or  Inspector  of  Surveys,  as  the  case  may  be.  in  charg-e  of 
"  such  office." 

2.  Sub-section  three  of  the  said  section  two  of  the  said 
Act  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  words  "or 
"  shall  locate  military  bounty  land  warrants,  or  land  scrip,  or 
"  act  as  the  agent  of  any  other  person  or  persons  in  such 
"  behalf" 

3.  Sub-section  one  of  section  twenty-three  of  the  said  Act 
IS  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  AA-ords  : 
"  Provided  always,  that  no  greater  area  than  twenty  per  cent. 
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of  the  laud,  exclusive  of  school  and  Hudson  Bay  Company 
"  lands,  in  any  township,  shall  be  open  for  entry  by  military 
"  bounty  warrants,  issued  after  the  passing  of  this  Act." 

•4.  The  first  live  lines  of  section  thirty-three  of  the  ''Domin- 
ion Lands  Act' '  as  amended  by  section  eight  of  the  Act  of  18*74, 
are  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  substitiited  therefor  :— 

"Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole  head  of  a 
family,  or  any  male  who  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  entered  for  one  quarter-section, 
or  a  less  quantity,  of  unappropriated  Dominion  lands,  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  homestead  right  in  respect  thereof. 
(Form  A.)" 

5.  The  sub-section  substituted  by  the  Act  of  1874  for  sub- 
section one  of  the  said  thirty-third  section  of  the  "  Dominion 
Lands  Act"  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor  as  sub-section  one  of  the  said  thirty-third  section : — 

"1.  The  entry  of  a  person  as  aforesaid  for  a  homestead 
right  shall  entitle  him  to  receive  at  the  same  time  therewith 
an  entry  for  any  adjoining  quarter-section  then  unclaimed, 
and  such  entry  shall  entitle  sxich  person  to  take  and  hold 
possession  of  and  cultivate  such  quarter-section  in  addition 
to  his  homestead,  but  not  to  cut  wood  thereon  for  sale  or 
barter,  and,  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  three  years,  or 
upon  the  sooner  obtaining  a  patent  for  the  homestead  under 
the  fifteenth  sub-section  of  this  section,  shall  entitle  him  to 
%  pre-emption  of  the  said  adjoining  quarter-section  at  the 
Grovernment  price  of  one  dollar  per  acre  ;  but  the  right  to 
claim  such  pre-emption  shall  cease  and  be  forfeited,  together 
with  all  improvements  on  the  land,  upon  any  forfeiture  of 
the  homestead  right  under  this  Act :" 

Provided  always,  that  the  right  to  a  pre-emption  entry  as 
above  gixen  shall  not  belong  to  any  settler  brought  in 
under  the  provisions  oi  sections  fourteen  and  fifteen  of  the 
said  Act  of  18*74. 

6.  Subsection  five  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor:  — 

"  5.  Every  person  claiming  a  homestead  right  on  surveyed 
land  must,  previously  to  settlement  on  such  land,  be  duly  " 
entered  therefor  with  the  local  agent  within  whose  district 
such  land  may  be  situate  ;  but  in  case  of  a  claim  from  actual 
settlement  in  then  unsurveyed  lands,  the  claimant  must  file 
such  application  within  three  months  after  diie  notice  has 
been  received  at  the  local  oflice  of  such  land  having  been 
surveyed  and  the  survey  thereof  confirmed,  and  proof  of 
eettlement  and  improvement  shall  be  made  to  the  local  agent 
at  the  time  of  filing  such  application." 

7.  Sub-section  seven  of  the  said,  section  thirty-three  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor, 
and  shall  be  read  as  if  numbered  sub-section  eight ;  and  the 
Form  B,  v^^hich  was  substituted  for  that  in  the  Schedule  to 
th«  '"Dominion  Lands  Act,''  by  section  thirteen  of  the  Act  of 
1874,  is  hereby  repealed  : — 

"  8.  A  person  applying  for  leave  to  be  entered  for  lands  with 
a  view  of  securing  a  homestead  right  therein,  must  make 
affidavit  before  the  local  agent  according  to  the  following 
form,  w^hich  is  hereby  substituted  for  Form  B. 
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"FORM  B. 

"  Affidavit  in  support  of  claim  for  Homestead  Right. 

"  I,  A.B.,  do  solemnly  swear  {or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be) 
that  I  am  over  eighteen  years  of  age ;  that  I  have  not  pre- 
viously obtained  a  homestead  under  the  provisions  of  the 
"Dominion  Lands  Act ;"  that  the  land  in  question  belongs  to 
the  class  open  for  homestead  oiitry  ;  that  there  is  no  i)erson 
residing  or  having  improvements  thereon  ;  and  that  my 
application  is  made  for  my  exclusive  use  and  benefit  and 
with  the  intention  to  reside  wpon  and  cultivate  the  said 
land.    So  help  me  &od." 

8.  Sub-section  nine  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  shall 
be  read  as  being  next  after  sub-section  six  of  the  said 
section  and  as  if  numbered  seven  ;  and  sv\b-section  eight  of 
the  said  section  shall  be  read  as  if  numbered  nine. 

9.  Sub-section  eleven  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words  : 
"  Provided  further  that,  in  the  case  of  settlements  being 
formed  of  immigrants  in  communities,  (such  for  instance 
as  those  of  Mennonites  or  Icelanders,)  the  Minister  of  the 
liiterior  may  vary  or  waive,  in  his  discretion,  the  foregoing 
requirements  as  to  residence  and  cultivation  on  each  se- 
parate quarter-section  entered  as  a  homestead." 

10.  Subsection  twelve  of  the  said  section  thirty-three,  is 
hereby  amended  by  leaving  out  all  after  the  word  "shall"  in 
the  seventh  line  to  the  end  of  the  section,  and  substituting 
the  following  words :  "  receive  a  patent  for  the  land  so 
purchased." 

11.  Subsection  fourteen  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  is 
hereby  repealed  and  the  following  substi>tuted  therefor  : — 

"  14.  In  case  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  that  the  settler  has  voluntarily  relinquished 
his  claim,  or  has  been  absent  from  the  land  entered  by  him 
for  more  than  six  months  in  any  one  year  without  leave  of 
absence  from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  then  the  right  to 
such  land  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture,  and  may  be  cancelled 
by  the  said  Minister,  and  the  settler  so  relinquishing  or 
abandoning  his  claim  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  more 
than  a  second  entry." 

12.  The  subsection  inserted  under  the  said  Act  of  1874,  as 
sixteen  a  of  the  said  section  thirty-three,  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  words  :  "  and  in  the  case  of 
"  a  cancelled  homestead,  with  or  without  improvements 
"  thereon,  the  same  shall  not  be  considered  as  of  right  open 
"  for  fresh  entry,  but  may  be  held  for  sale  of  the  land  and  of 
"the  improvements,  or  of  the  improvements  thereon,  in 
"  connection  with  a  fresh  homestead  entry  thereof,  at  the 
"  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior." 

IS.  The  following  additional  subsection  shall  be  inserted 
alter  subsection  seventeen  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  :— 

"  17  a  Any  person  who  may  have  obtained  a  homestead 
entry  shall  be  considered,  unless  and  until  such  entry  be 
cancelled,  as  having  an  exclusive  right  to  the  land  so  en- 
tered as  against  any  other  person  or  persons  whomsoever 
and  may  bring  and  maintain  actions  for  trespass  committed 
on  the  said  land  or  any  part  thereof.' ' 
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14.  Subsection  eighteen  of  the  said  section  thirty-three  is 
hereby  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor :  

"  18.  The  above  provisions  relating  to  homesteads  shall 
only  apply  to  agricultural  lands  ;  that  is  to  say,  they  shall  not 
be  held  to  apply  to  lands  set  apart  as  timber  limits,  or  as  hay 
lands,  or  to  lands  valuable  for  stone  or  marble  quarries,  or 
to  those  having  water  power  thereon  which  may  be  useful 
for  driving  machinery." 

15.  Section  thirty-four  of  the  said  ''Dominion  Lands  Act"  is 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor  :— 

"  34.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time, 
grant  leases  of  unoccupied  Dominion  Lands  for  grazing 
purposes  to  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  for  such 
term  of  years  and  at  such  rent  in  each  case  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  ;  but  every  such  lease  shall,  among  other  things, 
contain  a  condition  by  which,  if  it  should  thereafter  be 
thought  expedient  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  to  offer 
the  land  covered  thereby  for  settlement,  the  said  Minister 
may,  on  giving  the  lessee  two  years  notice,  cancel  the  lease 
at  any  time  during  the  term." 

16.  Section  thirty-five  of  the  said  "  Duuunion  Lands  Act,'' 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor : — 

"  3*5.  Leases  of  unoccupied  Dominion  lands,  not  exceeding 
in  any  case  a  legalsubdivisionof  forty  acres,  maybe  granted, 
for  the  purpose  of  cutting  hay  thereon,  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons whomsoever  being  bond  fide  settlers  in  the  vicinity  of 
sixch  hay  lands,  for  such  term  and  at  such  rent  fixed  by 
public  auction  or  otherwise  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
may  deem  expedient ;  but  such  lease,  except  as  may  be  other- 
wise specially  agreed  upon,  shall  not  operate  to  prevent,  at 
any  time  during  the  term  thereof,  the  sale  or  settlement  of 
the  lands  described  therein  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
the  lessee  being  paid  in  such  case  by  the  purchaser  or  settler, 
for  fencing  or  other  improvements  made  on  such  land,  such 
sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  local  agent,  and  allowed  to 
remoA'-e  any  hay  he  may  have  made." 

17.  The  subsection  substituted  by  section  ten  of  the  Act  of 
1874  for  sub-section  five  of  section  forty-six  of  the  ''Dominion 
Lands  Act''  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"behalf  '  in  the  last  line  of  the  same  and  between  the  said  word 
"behalf"  and  the  word  "a"  the  words  "but  not  otherwise." 

18.  Whereas  by  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  the  Act 
of  1814,  subsection  five  of  section  forty-six  of  the  "Dominion 
Lands  Act,"  which  provided  for  the  apportionment  of  wood- 
lots  as  free  grants  in  connection  with  and  in  addition  to 
homestead  grants  in  certain  cases,  was  repealed  without  re- 
ference to  rights  which  might  have  been  acq^uired  under  the 
same  :  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  protect  such  rights,  it 
is  hereby  enacted,  that  any  person  to  whom  a  wood-lot  was 
apportioned  in  connection  with  a  homestead  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  said  sub-section  five  of  section  forty-six  of  the 
Act  last  mentioned,  having  duly  fulfilled  the  conditions  of 
such  homestead  grant  required  by  the  said  Act,  shall  receive 
a  patent  for  such  wood -lot  as  a  free  grant,  as  provided  in  the 
said  sub-section,  the  Act  of  18Y4  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

1 9.  Section  sixty  of  the  said  "Dominion  Lands  Act"  is  hereby 
amended  by  substituting  the  word  "  certain  "  for  "  all " 
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between  the  words  "in"  and  "cases"  in  the  sixth  line 
from  the  bottom ;  and  further,  by  leaving  out  all  after  the 
word  "  incurred  "  in  the  last  line  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following :  "  and  in  default  of  such  fine  or  penalty  and 
costs  being  paid  forthwith,  may  sell  such  timber  by  public 
Bale  after  a  notice  of  fifteen  days,  and  may  retain  the  whole 
proceeds  of  such  sale,  or  the  amount  of  the  penalty  and  costs 
only,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior." 

FOREST  TREE  CULTURE. 

SO.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  being  a  subject  of  Her 
Majesty  by  birth  or  naturalization,  and  having  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be  entitled  to  be  entered  lor  one 
quarter-section  or  less  quantity  of  unappropriated  Doraiiiion 
lands  as  a  claim  for  forest  tree  planting. 

21.  Application  for  such  eiitry  shall  be  made  in  Form 
F.  in  the  schedule  hereto,  and  the  person  so  applying  shall 
make  an  affidavit  before  the  local  agent  according  to  Form 
G-.  in  the  schedule  hereto,  and  shall  pay  at  the  time  of  apply- 
ing an  ofiice  fee  of  ten  dollars,  for  which  he  or  she  shall  re- 
ceive a  receipt  and  also  a  certificate  of  entry,  and  shall 
thereupon  be  entitled  to  enter  into  possession  of  the  land. 

22.  No  patent  shall  issue  for  the  land  so  entered  until 
the  expiration  of  six  years  from  the  date  of  entering  into 
possession  thereof,  and  any  assignment  of  s\ich  land  shall  be 
null  and  void  unless  permission  to  make  the  same  shall 
have  been  previously  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

23.  At  the  expiration  of  six  years  the  person  who  obtained 
the  entry,  or,  if  not  living,  his  or  her  legal  representative  or 
assigns  shall  receive  a  patent  for  the  land  so  entered  on  proof 
to  the  satisfaction  olfthe  locaLagent  as  follows : 

1.  That  eight  acres  of  the  land  entered  had  been  broken 
and  prepared  for  tree  planting  within  one  year  after  entry, 
an  equal  quantity  during  the  second  year,  and  sixteen  addi- 
tional acres^within  the  third  year  after  such  date; — 

2.  That  eight  acres  of  the  land  entered  had  been  planted 
with  forest  trees  during  the  second  year,  an  equal  quantity 
during  the  third  year,  and  sixteen  additional  acres  within 
four  years  from  the  date  of  entry,  the  trees  so  planted  being 
not  less  than  twelve  feet  apart  each  way; 

3.  That  the  above  area,  that  is  to  say,  one-fifth  of  the  land 
has,  for  the  last  two  years  of  the  term,  been  planted  with 
timber,  and  that  the  latter  has  been  regularly  an  dwell  culti- 
vated and  protected  from  the  time  of  planting ;  provided  that 
in  cases  where  the  land  entered  is  less  in  extent  than  one 
quarter-section  or  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  then  the  re- 
spective areas  required  to  be  broken  and  planted  under  this 
and  the  two  next  preceding  sub-sections  shall  be  proportion- 
ately less  in  extent. 

24  If  at  any  time  within  the  period  of  six  years  as  above, 
the  claimant  fails  to  do  the  breaking  up  or  plantmo-  or 
either,  as  required  by  this  Act,  or  any  part  thereoif  or 
fails  to  cultivate,  protect,  and  keep  in  good  condition  such 
timber,  then  and  upon  such  event  the  land  entered  shall  be 
liable  to  forfeiture  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  and  may  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as 
homesteads  which  m^y  have    been  cancelled   for  non- 
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compliance  with  the  law  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  sixteen 
a,  inserted  in  section  thirty-three  of  the  ''Dominion  Lands 
Act,''  respecting  homesteads,  by  the  Act  of  1874. 

25.  Provided  that  no  person  who  may  have  obtained  pre- 
emption entry  of  a  quarter-section  of  land  in  addition  to  his 
homestead  entry  under  the  provisions  of  sub-section  one,  of 
section  thirty-three  of  the  said  "  Dominion  Lands  Act,''  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  1874,  and  by  this  Act,  shall  have  the 
right  to  enter  a  third  quarter-section  as  a  tree  planting  claim, 
but  such  person,  if  resident  upon  his  homestead,  may  have 
the  option  of  changing  the  pre-em]>tion  entry  of  the  quarter- 
section  or  of  a  less  quantity  of  sufh  quarter-section,  for  one 
under  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  on  fulfilling  the  pre- 
liminary conditions  as  to  affidavit  and  fee,  may  receive  a 
certificate  for  such  quarter-section,  or  for  sv\ch  quantity 
thereof  as  may  have  been  embraced  in  the  application  ;  and 
thereupon  the  land  included  in  such  change  of  entry  shall 
become  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
relating  to  tree  planting. 

90.  Any  person  who  may  have  been  entered  for  a  tree 
planting  claim  under  the  foregoing  provisions,  and  whose 
right  may  not  have  been  forfeited  for  iiou-compliance  with 
the  conditions  thereof,  shall  have  the  same  rights  of  posses- 
sion, and  to  eject  trespassers  fi*om  the  land  entered  by  him, 
as  are  given  to  persons  on  homesteads  under  sub-section 
seventeen  a,  added  by  this  Act  to  section  thirty-three  of  the 
''Dominion  Lands  Act,"  and  the  title  to  land  entered  for  a  tree 
planting  claim  shall  remain  in  the  Grovernment  until  the 
issue  of  a  patent  therefor,  and  such  land  shall  not  be  liable 
to  be  taken  in  execution  before  the  issue  of  the  patent. 

SURVEYS  AND  SURVEYORS. 

97.  Section  seventy-four  of  the  said  "Dominion  Lands  Act" 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  substiti\ted  therefor  : — 

"  74.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  examiners  for  the  examina- 
tion of  candidates  for  such  commissions  as  Dominion  Lands 
Svirveyors,  or  as  articled  pupils,  to  consist  of  the  Surveyor 
Greneral  and  eight  other  competent  persons  to  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time  by  Order  in  Council,  and  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  in  the 
months  of  May  and  November  in  each  year,  and  may  be 
adjourned  from  time  to  time ;  and  the  place  of  meeting  shall 
be  at  Ottawa,  or  at  someplace  in  M'anitoba  or  the  North- West 
Territories,  as  the  same  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed,  and 
made  public  by  notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette." 

5*8.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  an  articled  pupil  with 
any  Dominion  Lands  Surveyor  unless  he  has  previously 
passed  an  examination  before  the  board  of  examiners,  or 
before  one  of  the  members  thereof,  or  before  some  Surveyor 
deputed  by  the  board  for  the  purpose,  as  to  his  ability  to 
write  English  correctly,  and  also  as  to  his  knowledge  of 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  the  extraction  of  the  square 
and  cube  roots,  of  the  first  three  books  of  Euclid,  the  rules 
of  plane  trigonometry,  the  mensuration  of  superficies  and 
use  of  logarithms,  and  has  obtained  a  certificate  of  such 
examination  and  of  his  proficiency,  from  such  board. 

29.  Applicants  for  such  examination,  previous  to  being 
articled,  shall  give  notice  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
their  desire  to  present  themselves  for  examination,  where- 
upon such  officer  shall  instruct  them  accordingly  as  to  the 
mode  in  which  they  must  proceed. 
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30.  Section  seventy-five  of  the  said  ''Dominion  Lands  Act'' 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor  : 

"  75.  No  person  shall  receive  a  commission  from  the  said 
board  authorizing  him  to  practise  as  a  Dominion  Lands  Sur- 
veyor until  he  has  attained  the  full  age  of  twenty -one  years 
and  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  said 
board  on  the  following  subjects  :  that  is  to  say : — Euclid, 
first  four  books,  and  propositions  first  to  twenty-first  of  the 
sixth  book ;  plane  trigonometry,  so  far  as  it  includes  solution 
of  triangles  ;  the  use  of  logarithms,  mensuration  of  super- 
ficies, including  the  calculation  of  the  area  of  right-lined 
figures  by  latitude  and  departure,  and  the  dividing  or  laying 
off  land  ;  a  knowledge  of  the  rules  for  the  solution  of  spheri- 
cal triangles,  and  of  their  use  in  the  application  to  sur- 
veying of  the  following  elementary  problems  of  practical 
astronomy : — 

1.  To  ascertain  the  latitude  of  a  place  from  an  observation 
of  a  meridian  altitude  of  the  sun  or  of  a  star  ; 

2.  To  obtain  the  local  time  from  an  observed  altitude  of 
the  sun  or  a  star  ; 

3.  From  an  observed  azimuth  of  a  circumpolar  star,  when 
at  its  greatest  elongation  from  the  meridian,  to  ascertain  the 
direction  of  the  latter. 

He  must  be  practically  familiar  with  surveying  operations 
and  capable  of  intelligently  reporting  thereon,  and  be  conver- 
sant with  the  keeping  of  field  notes,  their  plotting  and 
representation  on  plans  of  survey,  the  describing  of  land  by 
metes  and  bounds  for  title,  and  with  the  adjustments 
and  methods  of  use  of  ordinary  surveying  instruments, 
and  must  also  be  perfectly  conversant  with  the  system  of 
survey  as  embodied  in  the  -Dovmiion  Lands  Arts,''  and  with 
the  manual  of  standing  instructions  and  regulations  pub- 
lished from  time  to  time  for  the  guidance  of  Dominion  Lands 
Surveyors. 

31.  Candidates  for  examination  for  commissions  as  Domin- 
ion Lands  Surveyors  may,  at  their  own  request,  in  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  be  examined  as  to  the  knowledge  they  may 
possess  of  the  following  subjects  relating  to  the  higher  survey- 
ing, qualifying  them  for  the  prosecution  of  extensive  govern- 
ing or  topographic  surveys  or  those  of  geographic  exploration, 
that  is  to  say  : — 

1  Algebra,  including  quadratic  equations,  series,  and 
calculation  of  logarithms  ; 

2.  The  analytic  deduction  of  formulas  and  series,  of  plane 
and  spherical  trigonometry  ; 

3.  The  plane  co-ordinate  geometry  of  the  point,  straight 
line,  transformation  of  co-ordinates,  circle  and  ellipse  ; 

4.  Projections, — the  theory  of  those  usually  employed  in 
the  delineation  of  spheric  surface  ; 

6.  Method  of  trigonometric  surveying,  of  observing  the 
angles  and  calculating  the  sides  of  large  triangles  on  the 
earth's  surface,  and  of  obtaining  the  diflerences  of  latitude 
and  longitude  of  points  in  a  series  of  such  triangles,  having 
a  regard  to  the  effect  of  the  figure  of  the  earth  ;        '  * 

6.  The  portion  of  the  theory  of  practical  astronomy  relat- 
ing to  the  determination  of  the  geographic  position  of  points 
on  the  earth's  surface,  and  the  directions  of  lines  on  the 
game,  that  is  to  say  : — 

Methods  of  determining  latitude — 

a.  By  circum-meridian  altitudes, 

b.  By  differences  of  meridional  zenith  distance  (Tal- 
cott's  method,) 

c.  By  transits  across  prime  vertical ; 
Determination  of  azimuth ; 

a.|By  extra  meridional  observations. 
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b.  By  meridian  transits  ; 
Determination  of  time ; 

a.  By  eqnal  altitndes, 

b.  By  meridian  transits  ; 
Determination  of  differences  of  longitude — 

a.  By  electric  telegraph, 

b.  By  moon  culminatipns ; 

*7.  The  theory  of  the  instruments  used  in  connection 
with  the  foregoing-, that  is  to  say  :— The  sextant  or  reflecting 
circle,  altitude  and  azimuth  instrument,  astronomic  transit, 
zenith  telescope  and  the  management  of  chronometers  ; 
also  of  the  ordinary  meteorological  instruments,  barometer, 
mercury  and  aneroid,  thermometers  ordinary  and  self- 
registering,  anemometer,  and  rain  gauges,— and  on  their 
knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  same  : 

8.  Elementary  mineralogy  and  geology,  so  far  as  re- 
spects a  knowledge  of  the  more  common  characters  by  which 
the  mineral  bodies  that  enter  largely  into  the  composition  of 
rocks  are  distinguished,  with  their  general  properties  and 
conditions  of  occurrence  ;  the  ores  of  the  common  metals  and 
the  classification  of  rocks  ;  and  the  geology  of  North  Ame- 
rica so  far  as  to  be  able  to  give  an  intelligent  outline  of  the 
leading  geological  features  of  the  Dominion : 

Provided  that  candidates  desiring  the  above  extended  ex- 
amination shall  inform  the  board  thereof,  when  giving  th(^ 
notice  called  lor  by  section  eighty-three  of  the  "Dominion 
Lands  AcL^' 

32.  Grentlemen  who  may  have  become  qualified  to  act  as 
Dominion  Lands  Surveyors  previous  to  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  may,  if  desirous  of  so  doing,  and  having  given  notice 
in  writing  to  the  secretary,  at  least  two  months  previous 
to  the  meeting  of  the  board,  of  such  desire,  be  examined  as 
to  their  knowledge  of  the  higher  branches  of  surveying, 
and  other  subjects,  under  the  preceding  section,  and  all 
candidates  for  such  examination,  whelher  holding  com- 
missions previously  or  otherwise,  on  passing  the  same,  shall 
have  the  fact  certified  by  the  board. 

33.  Section  eighty-fou.r  of  the  ^'Dominion  Lands  Act"  is 
hereby  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor  : — 

"  84.  The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act, — 

1.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  by  each  pupil,  on  giving 
notice  of  his  desire  for  examination  preliminary  to  being 
articled,  one  dollar  ; 

2.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  as  the  fee  due  on  such 
examination,  ten  dollars,  and  a  further  sum  of  two  dollars 
for  certificate  ; 

3.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  by  each  pupil,  at  the  time 
of  transmitting  to  such  secretary  the  indentures  or  articles 
of  such  pupil,  two  dollars  ; 

4.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  by  each  candidate  for 
final  examination,  with  his  notice  thereof,  two  dollars  ; 

6.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  by  each  applicant  obtain- 
ing a  commission,  as  his  fee  thereon,  two  dollars  ; 

6.  To  the  secretary  of  the  board,  as  an  admission  fee  by 
the  candidate  receiving  the  commission,  twenty  dollars, 
which  sum  shall  also  cover  any  certificate  by  the  board  ijn 
the  case  of  a  candidate  passing  the  higher  examination  ;  btit 
such  amount,  as  also  the  ten  dollars  required  to  be  paid 
under  sub-section  two  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Receiver  G-eneral  to  the  credit  of  Dominion  Lands. 

34.  Section  eighty-five  of  the  "■Dominion  hands  Act'"  is 
'hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  attendance," 
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at  the  end  of  the  fourth  line,  the  following  words:  "and 
"  in  the  case  of  the  examination  of  a  pupil  previous  to 
"  being  articled,  by  a  member  of  the  board,  or  by  a  surveyor 
"  deputed  by  the  board  for  such  pvirpose,  auch  member  or

That  the  sum  or  sums  charged  for  the  passage  money 
and  siibsistence  of  such  immigrant  shall  not  be  in  excess  of 
the  actual  cost  of  the  same  as  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  ; 

{b).  That  an  acknowledgment  by  such  immigrant  of  the 
debt  so  incurred  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  Dominion  Lands 
ofiice  ; 

(c).  That,  in  no  case,  shall  the  charge  for  principal  moneys 
advanced  against  such  homestead  exceed  in  amount  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ; 

{d).  That  no  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent  per 
annum  shall  be  charged  on  the  debt  so  incurred  by  such  im- 
migrant.

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CHAP.  23. 

An  Act  to  supply  an  omission  in  the  Act  37  Vict.,  chap. 
42,  extending  certain  Criminal  Laws  of  Canada  to 
British  Columbia. 

(Assented  to  I2th  April,  18t6.) 

WHEREAS  in  the  section  substituted  by  the  Act  passed  in 
the  thirty-third  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  chaptered 
twenty-seven,  intituled  "  An  Ad  to  amend  the  Act  respecting 
the  duties  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  out  of  Sessions,  in  relation 
to  summary  convictions  and  orders;'  for  the  sixty-fifth  section 
of  the  Act  thereby  amended,  the  several  Courts  to  which, 
under  the  said  section,  an  appeal  is  given  from  a  conviction 
had  or  an  order  made  by  a  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  the  several  Provinces  forming  the  Dominion  of  Canada  at 
the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  first  cited  are  mentioned, 
but  no  such  provision  was  or  could  be  made  as  to  the  Pro- 
vince of  British  Columbia,  which  was  not  then  part  of 
Canada ;  and,  whereas,  the  Act  first  cited  and  the  Act  thereby 
amended  were,  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty- seventh  year 
of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  intitviled  An  Act  to  extend  to  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  certain  of  the  Criminal  Lows 
noto  in  force  in  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion^'  extondvd, 
with  others,  to  British  Columl)ia,  })ut  no  provision  was  made 
as  to  the  court  to  which  the  appeal  given  by  the  said  sub- 
stituted sectio2i  should  lie,  and  it  is  expedient  to  remedy 
such  omission:  Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  said  substituted  sixty-fifth  section  mentioned  in 
the  preamble  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein, 
immediately  before  the  words  "  sucli  right  of "  in  the  last 
line  but  one  of  the  first  paragraph  of  the  said  section,  as 
printed  in  the  Statutes  of  the  session  in  which  it  was 
passed,  the  words  "  and  in  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
"  bia,  to  the  court  of  general  or  quarter  sessions  of  the 
'*  peace  which  shall  be  held  nearest  to  the  place  where  the 
"  conviction  has  taken  place  or  the  order  has  been  made 
"  from  which  it  is  desired  to  appeal." 


CHAP.  25. 


An  Act  to  extend  the  Acts  therein  mentioned,  respect- 
ing Weights  and  Measures,  and  the  Inspection  of 
Gas  and  Gas  Meters  to  Prince  Edward  Island. 

[Assented  to  12th  April,  18*76.] 

HER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
lollows  : — 

1.  The  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-sixth  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
Reign,  and  intituled  :  "  An  Act  respecting  Weights  and 
"  Measures,"  as  amended  by  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty- 
eighth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  intituled  :  "  An  Act 
"  to  compel  persons  delivering  certain  merchantable  liquids  in 
"casks,  to  mark  on  such  casks  the  capacity  thereof;'  and  the 
Act  passed  in  the  thirty-sixth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign, 
and  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  Gas 
"  and  Gas  Meters,"  shall  from   and   after  the  first  day 
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of  July,  ill  the  present  year,  18Y6,  extend  and  apply 
to  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  as  fully  and 
effectually  in  all  respects  as  to  those  Provinces  of  Canada  to 
which  they  now  extend. 

^  2.  Upon,  from  and  after  the  day  last  above  mentioned,  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  said  Province  of  Prince  Edward 
Island,  passed  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign, 
and  intituled  :  "An  Act  to  consolidate  the  laws  relating 
"  to  Weights  and  Measures"  and  the  Act  of  the  said  Legisla- 
ture passed  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  Her  Majesty  s 
Ileign,  intituled  :  "  An,  Act  to  add  to  the  Act  relating  to 
Weights  and  Blea^ures,  "  and  the  Act  of  the  said  Legislature, 
passed  in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  inti- 
tuled :  ''An  Act  for  establishing  the  Standard  Weight  of  Grain 
and  Pulse,  and  for  the  appointment  of  officers  for  measuring  and 
iveighing  the  same,  "  and  so  much  of  the  Act  of  the  said  Legisla- 
ture, passed  in  the  session  held  in  the  thirty-fifth  and  thirty- 
sixth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled :  ''An  Act  to  revive 
and  continue  certain  Acts,  therein  mentioned,'"  as  revives  or 
continues  any  of  the  said  Acts  or  any  Act  relating  to 
Weights  and  Measures,  shall  be  repealed,  with  so  much  of  any 
Act  or  law  in  force  in  the  said  Province,  as  may  be  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  those  hereby  extended  to  the  said 
Province,  or  with  any  of  them. 


CHAP.  26. 

An  Act  to  make  further  provision  in  regard  to  the 
Supreme  Couit,  and  the  Exchequer  Court,  of  Canada. 

^Assented  to  12th  April,  1876.] 

HER  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
m  follows : — 

EVIDENCE 

1.  In  case  any  party  to  any  proceeding  had  or  to  be  had 
in  either  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Exchequer  Court,  is 
desirous  of  having  therein  the  evidence  of  any  person, 
whether  a  party  or  not,  or  whether  resident  within  or  out 
of  Canada,  the  court  or  any  judge  thereof," if  in  its  or  his 
opinion  it  is,  owing  to  the  absence,  age,  or  infirmity,  or  the 
distance  of  the  residence  of  suoh  person  from  the  place  of 
trial,  or  the  expense  of  taking  his  evidence  otherwise,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  convenient  so  to  do,  may,  upon  the 
application  of  such  party,  order  the  examination  of  any 
such  person  upon  oath  by  interrogatories  or  otherwise, 
before  the  registrar  of  the  said  courts,  or  any  commissioner 
for  taking  affidavits  in  the  said  courts,  or  any  other  person 
or  persons  to  be  named  in  such  order,  or  may  order  the  issue 
of  a  commission  under  the  seal  of  the  court  for  such  exami- 
nation; and  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  order, 
give  all  such  directions  touching  the  time,  place  and  manner 
of  such  examination,  the  attendance  of  the  witness  and 
the  production  of  papers  thereat,  and  all  matters  connected 
therewith,  as  may  appear  reasonable. 

(2.)  The  person,  whether  a  party  or  not,  to  be  examined 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  is  hereinafter  called  a 
witness. 
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2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  authorized  to  take 
the  examination  of  any  witness,  in  pursuance  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  to  take  such  examination  upon  the 
oath  of  the  v^itness  or  upon  affirmation  in  any  case  v\rhere 
affirmation  is  allov^^ed  by  law  instead  of  oath;  and  any 
witness  who  wilfully  or  corruptly  gives  any  false  evidence 
is  guilty  of  perjury,  and  may  be  indicted  and  prosecuted  for 
such  offence  in  any  county  or  district  or  other  judicial 
division  in  Canada  where  such  evidence  shall  have  been 
given,  or  if  the  evidence  be  given  out  of  Canada,  in  any 
judicial  division  in  Canada  in  which  he  may  be  apprehended 
or  be  in  custody. 

».  The  court  or  a  judge  may,  if  it  be  considered  for  the  . 
ends  of  justice  expedient  so  to  do,  order  the  further  exami- 
nation, before  either  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof,  or  other 
person,  of  any  witness,  and  if  the  party  on  whose  behalf  the 
evidence  is  tendered  neglects  or  refuses  to  obtain  such  further 
examination,  the  court  or  judge  in  its  or  his  discretion  may 
decline  to  act  on  the  evidence. 

4.  Such  notice  of  the*  time  and  place  of  examination  as 
shall  be  prescribed  in  the  order,  shall  be  giA^en  to  the  adverse 
party. 

5.  When  any  order  shall  be  made  for  the  examination  of 
a  witness  and  a  copy  of  the  order  together  with  a  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  attendance  signed  by  the  person  or 
one  of  the  persons  to  take  the  examination  shall  have 
been  duly  served  on  the  witness  and  he  shall  have  been 
tendered  his  legal  fees  for  attendance  and  travel,  the  refusal 
or  neglect  to  attend  for  examination  or  to  answer  any  proper 
question  which  may  be  put  to  him  on  examination,  or  to  pro- 
duce any  paper  which  he  has  been  notified  to  produce,  shall 
be  deemed  a  contempt  of  court  and  may  be  punished  by  the 
same  process  as  other  contempts  of  court  ;  but  he  shall  not 
be  compelled  to  produce  any  paper  which  he  would  not  be 
compelled  to  produce  or  to  answer  any  qixestion  v.  hich  he 
would  not  be  bound  to  answer  in  court. 

6.  If  the  parties  in  any  case  pending  in  either  of  the  said 
courts. consent  in  writing  that  a  witness  may  be  examined 
within  or  out  of  Canada  by  interrogatories  or  otherwise, 
such  consent  and  the  proceedings  had  thereunder  shall  be 
as  valid  in  all  respects  as  if  an  order  had  been  made  and 
the  proceedings  had  thereunder. 

T.  All  examinations  taken  in  Canada,  in  piirsuance  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  returned  to  the  court ; 
and  the  depositions  certified  under  the  hands  of  the  person 
or  one  of  the  persons  taking  the  same  may,  without  further 
proof,  be  used  in  evidence,  saving  all  just  exceptions. 

8.  All  examinations  taken  out  of  Canada,  in  pursuance  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  proved  by  affidavit 
of  the  due  taking  of  such  examinations,  sworn  before  some 
commissioner  or  other  person  authorized  under  this  or  any 
other  Act  to  receive  svich  affidavit  at  the  plaee  where  such 
examination  has  been  taken,  and  shall  be  returned  to  the 
court,  and  the  depositions  so  returned,  together  with  such 
affidavit,  and  the  order  or  commission,  close  under  the  hand 
and  seal  of  the  person  or  one  of  the  persons  authorized  to  take 
the  examination,  may  without  further  proof,  be  used  in  evi- 
dence, saving  all  just  exceptions. 

9.  When  any  examination  has  been  returned,  any 
party  may  give  notice  of  such  return,  and  no  object- 
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ion  to  the  examination  being  read  shall  have  effect,  unless 
taken  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
general  order. 

10.  The  Grovernor  in  Council  may,  by  one  or  more  commis- 
missions,  from  time  to  time  empower  such  persons  as  he 
may  think  necessary,  within  or  out  of  Canada,  to  administer 
oaths  and  take  and  receive  affidavits,  declarations  and  affirma- 
tions in  or  concerning-  any  proceeding  had  or  to  be  had 
in  the  Supreme  Court,  or  in  the  Exchequer  Court ;  and 
every  oath,  affidavit,  declaration  or  affirmation  taken  or 
made  as  aforesaid  shall  be  as  valid,  and  of  the  like  effect  to 
all  intents,  as  if  it  had  been  administered,  taken,  sworn, 
made  or  affirmed  before  that  one  of  the  said  courts  in  which 
it  is  intended  to  be  used,  or  before  any  jvidge  or  competent 
officer  thereof  in  Caziada. 

(2.)  Any  Commissioner  so  empowered  shall  be  styled, 
"  A  Commissioner  for  administering  oaths  in  the  Supreme 
"  Court  and  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada." 

11.  Any  Commissioner  so  empowered  resident  within 
Canada  is  authorized  to  take  and  receive  acknowledgments 
or  recognizances  of  l)ail  and  all  other  recognizances  in  the 
Supreme  Court  and  in  the  Exchequer  Court. 

12.  Any  oath,  affidavit,  affirmation  or  declaration,  admin- 
istered, sworn,  affirmed  or  made  out  of  Canada, 
before  any  commissioner  authorized  to  receive  affidavits 
to  be  used  in  Her  Majesty's  High  Court  of  Justice  in 
England,or  before  any  notary  public  and  certified  under  his 
hand  and  official  seal,  or  before  the  mayor  or  chief 
magistrate  of  any  city,  borough  or  town  corporate  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland,  or  in  any  colony  or  i^ossession  of  Her 
Ma,]esty,  out  of  Canada,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  and 
certified  under  the  common  seal  of  such  city,  borough  or 
town  corporate,  or  before  a  judge  of  any  court  of  supreme 
jxirisdictdon  in  any  colony  or  possession  of  Her  Majesty  or 
dependency  of  the  Crown  out  of  Canada,  or  before  any 
consul,  vice-consul,  acting  consul,  pro-consul  or  consular 
agent  of  Her  Majesty  exercising  his  functions  in  any 
foreign  place,  and  certified  under  his  official  seal,  corfcern- 
ing  any  proceeding  had  or  to  be  had  in  the  Supreme  Court 
or  Exchequer  Court,  shall  be  as  valid  and  of  like  effect 
to  all  intents,  as  if  it  had  been  administered,  sworn,  affirmed 
or  made  before  a  commissioner  appointed  under  the  tenth 
section  of  this  Act. 

13.  Any  document  purporting  to  have  affixed,  imprinted 
or  subscribed  thereon  or  thereto,  the  signature  of  any 
commissioner  appointed  under  this  Act,  or  the  signature  of 
any  such  commissioner  authorized  to  receive  affidavits  to  be 
used  in  Her  Majesty's  High  Cotirt  of  Justice  in  England,  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  signature  and  official  seal  of  any  such  notary 
public  as  aforesaid,  or  the  signature  of  any  such  mayor  or 
chief  magistrate  as  aforesaid  and  the  common  seal  of  the  cor- 
poration, or  the  signature  of  any  such  judge  as  aforesaid  and 
the  seal  of  the  court,  or  the  signature  and  official  seal  of  any 
such  consul,  vice-consul,  acting  consul,  pro-consul  or  con- 
sular agent  as  aforesaid,  in  testimony  of  any  oath,  affi- 
davit, affirmation  or  declaration  having  been  administered, 
sworn,  affirmed  or  made  by  or  before  him,  shall  be  admitted  in 
evidence  without  proof  of  any  such  signature  or  seal  being 
the  signature  or  the  signature  and  seal  of  the  person  whose 
signature  or  signature  and  seal  the  same  purport  to  be,  or  of 
the  official  character  of  such  person. 
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14.  If  any  person  tenders  in  evidence  any  such  document 
as  aforesaid  with  a  false  or  counterfeit  seal  or  signature 
thereto,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  or  counterfeit,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
punishment  by  law  provided  lor  felony. 

15.  No  informality  in  the  heading  or  other  formal 
requisites  to  any  affidavit,  declaration  or  affirmation  made 
or  taken  before  any  person  under  any  provision  of  this  or 
any  other  Act,  shall  be  an  objection  to  its  reception  in 
evidence  in  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Exchequer  Court,  if 
the  court  or  judge  before  whom  it  is  tendered  think  proper 
to  receiA^e  it ;  and  in  case  the  same  be  actually  sworn  to, 
declared  or  affirmed  by  the  person  making  the  same  before 
any  person  duly  authorized  thereto,  and  be  received  in 
evidence,  no  such  informality  shall  be  set  up  to  defeat  an 
indictment  for  perjury 

APPEAL  IN  CONTROVEETED  ELECTION  CASES. 

16.  In  controverted  election  appeals  under  "  The  Dominion 
Controverted  Elections  Act,  18Y4,"  the  Supreme  Court  may 
adjudge  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  costs  in  the  court 
below  to  be  paid  by  either  of  the  parties.  Any  order  direct- 
ing the  payment  of  such  costs  shall  be  certified  by  the 
registrar  to  the  court  in  which  the  petition  was  filed,  and 
the  same  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  such  costs  may 
thereupon  be  taken  in  the  last  mentioned  court  as  if  the 
order  for  payment  of  costs  had  been  made  by  that  court  or 
by  the  judge  before  whom  the  petition  was  tried. 

SPECIAL  JURISDICTION. 

17.  The  fifty-sixth  section  of  "  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Court  Act"  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"  shall  "  in  the  third  line,  the  words  following  "  at  the  request 
of  the  parties,  and  may  withoiit  such  request  if  he  thinks  fit," 

EXCHEQUER  COURT  JURISDICTION. 

18  -The  fifty -eighth  section  of"  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Court  Act"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  words 
"  Crown  alone  "  in  the  eighth  line,  the  words  following  : 
•  And  in  all  cases  in  which  demand  shall  be  made  or  relief 
sought  in  respect  of  any  matter  which  might  in  England  be 
the  siibject  of  a  suit  or  action  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  on 
its  plea  side  against  any  officer  of  the  Crown ;  "  and  also  by 
striking  out  the  words  '"'  or  any  officer  of  the  Crown  "  at  the 
end  of  the  said  section. 

JUDGES. 

19.  The  sixty-first  section  of  "  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Court  Acr  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  on  its  revenue  side  "  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "  in 
similar  suits." 

EXCHEQUER  COURT  REFERENCES. 

20.  The  Exchequer  Court  may  for  the  purposes  of  taking 
accounts  and  making  enquiries,  refer  any  cause,  matter  or 
petition,  over  which  it  has,  under  any  Act,  jurisdiction,  to 
the  registrar  or  any  other  officer  of  the  Court,  or  to  any 
other  referee. 
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EXCHEQUER  COURT  JURORS. 

31 .  The  qualifications,  exemptions  and  mode  of  summon- 
ing jurors  shall  be  according  to  the  law  applicable  to  the 
superior  courts  of  the  province  where  the  issues  are  to  be 
tried. 

23.  The  number  of  jurors  to  be  summoned  on  any  panel 
under  a  writ  of  venire  facias  issued  pursviant  to  the  fifteenth 
section  of  ''The  Supreme  and  Exchequer  Court  Act"  shall  never 
be  less  than  double  nor  more  than  three  times  the  number  of 
jurors  required  in  civil  cases  to  form  a  jury  for  the  trial  of 
causes  in  the  superior  courts  of  the  province  where  the  issues 
are  to  be  tried,  but  within  these  limits,  the  judge  who  orders 
the  writ  of  venire  facias  to  issue,  may  exercise  his  discretion 
as  to  the  number  to  be  summoned. 

23.  When,  from  challenges  or  other  causes,  a  complete 
jury  for  the  trial  of  any  cause  cannot  be  obtained,  the  pre- 
siding judge  may  direct  the  sheriff  or  other  proper  officer 
to  summon  and  return  a  tales  according  to  the  law  appli- 
cable to  the  siiperior  courts  of  the  province  where  the 
issues  are  to  be  tried. 

EXCHEQUER  COURT  EXECUTIONS. 

24.  In  addition  to  any  writs  of  execution  which  may  be 
prescribed  by  general  rules  or  orders,  the  Exchequer  Court 
may  issue  writs  of  execution  against  the  person  or 
the  goods,  lands  or  other  property  of  any  party,  of  the 
same  tenor  and  effect  as  those  which  may  be  issued 
by  any  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  province  in  which  any 
judgment  or  order  is  to  be  executed  ;  and  where  by  the  law 
of  the  province  a  judge's  order  is  required  for  the  issue  of 
any  writ  oi  execution,  a  judge  of  the  Exche(^uer  Court  shall, 
as  regards  like  executions  to  issue  out  of  that  court,  have 
power  to  make  a  similar  order. 

25.  No  person  shall  be  taken  in  custody  under  j)rocess  of 
execution  for  debt  issued  out  of  the  Exchequer  Court  at  the 
suit  of  the  Crown,  unless  he  could  be  taken  in  custody 
under  the  laws  of  the  province  in  which  he  happens  to  be,  in 
a  similar  case  between  subject  and  subject ;  and  any  person 
taken  in  custody  under  svich  process  may  be  discharged 
from  imprisonment  upon  the  same  grounds  as  would 
entitle  him  to  be  discharged  under  the  laws  in  force 
relating  to  imprisonment  for  debt  in  the  province  in  which 
he  is  in  custody. 

26.  All  writs  of  execution  against  real  or  personal  pro- 
perty as  well  those  which  may  be  prescribed  by  general 
rules  and  orders  as  those  authorized  by  the  twenty- 
fourth  section  of  this  Act  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  general  rule  or  order,  be  executed  as  regards  the  pro- 
perty liable  to  execution  and  the  mode  of  seizure  and 
sale,  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  same  manner  as  similar 
wt'its  issued  out  of  the  superior  courts  of  the  province 
in  which  the  property  to  be  seized  is  situated  are  by  the 
law  of  the  province  required  to  be  executed  ;  and  such  writs 
shall  bind  property  in  the  same  manner  as  such  similar  writs, 
and  the  rights  of  purchasers  thereunder  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  of  purchasers  under  such  similar  writs. 

27.  Any  claim  made  by  any  person  to  property  seized 
under  a  writ  of  execution  issued  out  of  the  Exchequer  Court 
or  to  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  property  shall,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  general  rule  or  order,  be  heard 
and  disposed  of  as  nearly  as  may  be  accoijding  to  the  pro- 
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cedure  applicable  to  like  claims  to  property  seized  under 
similar  writs  of  execution  issued  ont  of  the  courts  of  the 
province. 

HABEAS  CORPUS. 

28.  An  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  any  habeas  corpus 
matter  under  the  said  Act  shall  be  heard  at  an  early  day 
whether  in  or  out  of  the  prescribed  sessions  of  the  court. 

29  In  any  habeas  corpus  matter  under  the  said  Act, 
before  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  on  any  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court  in  ajiy  habeas  corpus  matter  under  the 
said  Act,  the  judge  or  court  shall  have  the  same  power  to 
bail,  discharge  or  commit  the  prisoner  or  person,  or  to  direct 
him  to  be  detained  in  custody  or  otherwise  to  deal  with  him 
as  any  court,  judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdic- 
tion in  any  such  matters  in  any  province  of  Canada. 

SO.  On  any  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  any  habeas 
corpus  matter  under  the  said  Act,  it  shall  not  be  necessary, 
unless  the  court  shall  otherwise  order,  that  any  prisoner  or 
person,  on  whose  behalf  such  appeal  is  made,  be  present 
in  court  ;  but  the  prisoner  or  person  shall  remain  in  the 
charge  or  custody,  to  which  he  was  committed  or  had  been 
remanded  or  in  which  he  was  at  the  time  of  giving  the 
notice  of  appeal,  unless  at  liberty  on  bail  by  order  of  a  judge 
of  the  court  which  refused  the  application  or  of  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court ;  provided  that  the  Supreme  Court  may, 
by  writ  or  order,  direct  that  such  prisoner  or  person  shall  be 
brought  before  it. 

31.  So  much  of  the  said  Act  as  confers  jurisdiction, 
whether  original  or  appellate,  on  the  Supreme  Court  or  any 
judge  thereof  in  habeas  corpus  matters  arising  out  of  any 
claim  for  extradition  made  under  any  treaty,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

COSTS. 

32.  The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  any  five  of  them, 
may,  under  the  seventy-ninth  section  of  the  said  Act,  from 
time  to  time,  make  general  rules  and  orders  for  awarding  and 
regulating  costs  in  each  of  the  said  coiarts  in  favour  of  and 
against  the  Crown  as  well  as  the  subject. 

33.  Any  costs  adjudged  to  Her  Majesty  in  either  of  the 
said  courts  shall  be  paid  to  the  Eeceiver  G-eneral,  and  the 
Receiver  G-eneral  shall  j^ay  out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands 
for  the  time  being  legally  applicable  thereto,  or  which  may 
be  voted  by  parliament  for  the  purpose,  any  costs  awarded 
to  any  person  against  Her  Majesty. 

CERTIORARI. 

4 .  A  writ  of  certiorari  may,  by  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court  or  a  judge  thereof,  issue  out  of  the  said  court  to  bring 
up  any  papers  or  other  proceedings,  had  or  taken  before  any 
court,  judge  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  which  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary  with  a  view  to  any  inquiry,  appeal  or  other 
proceeding  had  or  to  be  had  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

35.  An  order  in  either  the  Supreme  Court  or  the  Exche- 
quer Court  for  payment  of  money,  whether  for  costs  or  other- 
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wise,  may  be  enforced  by  the  same  -writs  of  execution  as  a 
judgment  in  the  Exchequer  Court. 

36.  No  attachment  a^;  for  contempt  shall  issue  in  either 
the  Supreme  Court  or^the  Exchequer  Court  for  the  non- 
payment of  money  only. 

37.  The  Judges  of  the  i^v]iy  mv  Court  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  make  rules  and  orders  lor  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  as  thev  possess  under  the  seventy-ninth  section 
of  "  The  Supreme  and  Excheqner  Court  Act;'  in  reference  to  the 
purposes  of  that  Act ;  and  nothing  in  this  Act'contained  shall 
be  construed  to  affect  or  impair  the  powers  given  under  the 
said  section. 

38.  The  provisions  of  "T/te  Canada  Civil  Service  Act,  1868," 
and  any  Acts  amending  the  same,  and  of  the  "  Act  for  better 
'^ensuring  the  efficiency  of  the  Civil  Service  of  Canada,  by 
"  providing  for  the  superannuation  oj persons  employed  therein, 
"  in  certain  cases,"  and  any  Acts  amending  the  same  shall, 
so  far  as  applicable,  extend  and  apply  to  the  officers,  clerks 
and  servants  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  of  the 
Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  at  the  seat  of  government. 


CHAP.  21. 

An  Act  to  make  further  provision  foi-  the  institution  of 
suits  against  the  Crown  b}^  Petition  of  Right. 

[Assented  to  12th  April,  1876.] 

WHEREAS  since  the  passing  of  the  ''Petition  oj  Right 
Act,  Canada  19)1  b,""  "  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer  Court 
Act"  has  come  into  force ;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make 
further  and  other  provision  for  the  institution  of  suits 
against  the  Crown  in  Canada  by  petition  of  right :  Therefore 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : 

X.  "The  Petition  of  Right  Act,  Canada,  18Y5,"  is  hereby 
repealed. 

2.  A  petition  of  right  may  be  addressed  to  Her  Majesty 
to  the  effect  of  the  form  No.  1  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act 
annexed. 

3.  The  petition  shall  be  left  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  Canada,  for  submission  to  the  G-overnor  Greneral  in  order 
that  he  may  consider  it,  and,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  grant  his 
fiat  that  right  be  done  ;  and  nothing  shall  be  payable  by 
the  suppliant  on  leaving  or  upon  receiving  back  the  petition. 

4.  Upon  the  G-overnor  General's  fiat  being  obtained  the 
petition  and  fiat  shall  be  filed  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of 
Canada,  which  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  cognizance 
of  such  petitions  and  thereafter  a  copy  of  the  petition 
and  fiat  shall  be  left  at  the  office  of  Her  Majesty's  Attorney 
General  for  Canada,  with  an  endorsement  thereon  to  the 
effect  of  the  form  No.  2  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  annexed. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  preliminary  inquisition  finding  the 
truth  of  the  petition,  or  the  right  of  the  suppliant,  but  the 
■tatement  in  defence,  or  demurrer,  or  both,  shall  be  filed 
within  four  weeks  after  service,  or  such  further  time  as  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  court,  or  a  judge. 
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C  111  case  the  petition  be  presented  for  the  recovery  of 
any  real  or  personal  property,  or  any  right  in  or  to  the  same, 
which  shall  have  been  granted  away  or  disposed  of  by  or  on 
behalf  of  Her  Majesty,  or  Her  Predecessors,  a  copy  of  the 
petition  and  fiat  shall  be  served  upon  or  left  at  the  last,  or 
nsnal  or  last  known  place  of  abode  of  the  person  in  the  pos- 
session or  occupation  of  such  property  or  right,  endorsed 
with  a  notice  to  the  elfect  of  the  form  No.  3  set  forth  in  the 
schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  ;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
to  issue  any  >icire  facias  or  other  process  to  such  person  for 
the  purpose  of  requiring  him  to  tile  his  statement  in  defence, 
but  if  h(3  intend  to  contest  the  petition  he  shall,  Avithin  four 
weeks  after  such  service  or  leaving  as  aforesaid,  or  such 
further  time  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  court  or  a  judge,  file 
his  statement  in  defence,  or  demurrer,  or  both. 

7.  The  statement  in  defence,  or  demurrer  may  raise,  besides 
any  legal  or  equitable  defences  in  fact  or  in  law  available 
undei'  this  Act,  any  legal  or  equitable  defences  which  would 
have  been  available  had  the  proceeding  been  a  suit  or  action 
in  a  competent  court  between  subject  and  subject ;  and  any 
grounds  of  defence  which  would  be  sufficient  on  behalf  of 
Her  Majesty,  may  be  alleged  on  behalf  of  any  such  person, 
as  aforesaid. 

8.  Any  issue  of  fact  or  assessment  of  damages  to  be  tried 
or  had  under  this  Act,  shall  be  tried  or  had  by  a  judge  with- 
out a  jury. 

9.  The  trial  of  any  issue  of  fact  or  assessment  of  damages 
may,  by  order  of  the  court  or  a  judge,  be  had  partly  at  one 
place  and  partly  at  another  ;  and  the  evidence  of  any  witness 
may,  by  like  order,  be  taken  by  commission  or  on  •xamina- 
tion  or  affidavit. 

10.  In  case  of  failure  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty  or  of  such 
other  person  as  aforesaid,  to  file  a  statement  in  defence  or 
demurrer  in  due  time,  the  suppliant  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
apply  to  the  court  or  a  judge  for  an  order  that  the  petition 
may  be  taken  as  confessed ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
court  or  judge,  on  being  satisfied  that  there  has  been  such 
failure,  to  order  that  the  petition  be  taken  as  confessed  as 
against  Her  Majesty,  or  such  other  person,  and  thereupon 
the  suppliant  may  have  judgment :  Provided  always,  that 
such  judgment  may  afterwards  be  set  aside  by  the  court 
or  a  judge,  in  their  or  his  discretion,  upon  such  terms  as  to 
them  or  him  shall  seem  fit. 

11.  The  judgment  on  every  petition  of  right,  shall  be  that 
the  suppliant  is  not  entitled  "to  any  portion,  or  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  the  whole  or  to  some  specified  portion  of  the  relief 
sought  by  his  petition,  or  to  such  other  relief,  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  if  any,  as  may  be  just. 

12.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  judgment  commonly  called 
a  judgment  of  amoveas  manus,  was  formerly  given  in  Eng- 
land upon  a  petition  of  right,  a  judgment  that  the  suppliant 
is  entitled  to  relief  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  of  the  same 
effect  as  such  jtidgment  of  ajuoveas  manus. 

13.  All  the  provisions  of  "  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Court  Acr  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act  shall  extend  and 
apply  to  the  jurisdiction  by  this  Act  conferred  in  like  manner 
as  if  such  jurisdiction  had  been  conferred  on  the  Exchequer 
Court  by  the  fifty-eighth  section  of  the  said  Act. 
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14.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  any  five  of  them 
may,  from  time  to  time,  make  general  rules  and  orders  for 
regulating  in  every  particular  the  pleading,  practice,  proce- 
dure and  costs  on  petitions  of  right,  and  for  the  effectual  ex- 
ecution and  working  of  this  Act  and  the  attainment  of  the 
intention  and  object  thereof,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter 
and  amend  any  rules  and  orders,  and  make  other  rules  and 
orders  instead  thereof ;  and  such  rules  and  orders  may  ex- 
tend as  well  to  matters  provided  for  as  to  any  matter  not 
provided  for  by  this  Act,  but  for  which  it  may  be  found 
necessary  to  provide  in  order  to  ensure  the  proper  working 
of  this  Act  and  the  better  attainment  of  the  objects  thereof; 
and  all  such  rules  and  orders  (being  consistent  Avith  such 
express  provisions  of  this  Act  as  are  not  subject  to  alteration 
by  rules  or  orders)  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law: 
Provided  that  copies  of  all  such  rules  and  orders  shall  be  laid 
before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  at  the  next  session  thereof : 
]?*rovided  also  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor- 
(reneral  in  Council  by  proclamation  inserted  in  the  Canada 
Gazette,  or  for  either  House  of  Parliament  ])y  any  resolution 
passed  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  after  such  rules  and 
orders  have  been  laid  before  Parliament,  to  suspend  any 
rule  or  order  made  under  this  Act ;  and  such  rule  or  order 
shall  thereupon  'cease  to  have  force  or  effect  until  the  end 
of  the  then  next  session  of  Parliament. 

15.  In  default  of  other  provision  either  by  this  Act  or  by 
general  rules  and  orders  made  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act,  the  rules  of  pleading,  practice  and  procedure  in  force 
with  regard  to  petitions  of  right  in  England  shall,  as 
to  all  matters,  mcluding  the  qiiestion  of  costs,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable, and  unless  the  court  or  a  judge  otherwise  order,  apply 
and  extend  to  a  petition  of  right  filed  hereunder. 

16.  Any  costs  adjudged  to  Her  Majesty  on  a  petition  of 
right  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  G-eneral. 

17.  Upon  any  such  petition  of  right,  the  suppliant  shall 
be  entitled  to  costs  against  Her  Majesty,  and  also  against 
any  other  person  appearing  or  pleading  or  answering  to  any 
such  petition  of  right,  in  like  manner  and  subject  to  the  same 
rules,  regulations  and  provisions,  restrictions  and  discretion, 
so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  as  are  or  may  be  usually  adopted 
or  in  force,  touching  the  right  to  recover  costs  in  proceed- 
dings  between  svibject  and  subject :  and  for  the  recovery  of 
any  such  costs  from  any  stich  person,  other  than  Her  Majesty, 
appearing  or  pleading  or  answering  in  pursuance  hereof  to 
any  such  petition  of  right,  such  and  the  same  remedies  and 
writs  of  execution  as  are  authorized  for  enforcing  payment 
of  costs  upon  rules,  orders,  decrees  or  judgments  in  personal 
actions  between  subject  and  subject,  shall  and  may  be 
prosecuted,  sued  out,  and  executed  on  behalf  of  such  sup- 
pliant ;  whenever  on  a  petition  of  right  judgment  is  given 
that  the  suppliant  is  entitled  to  relief  and  there  is  no  appeal, 
and  whenever  upon  appeal  judgment  is  affirmed  or  2:iven 
that  the  suppliant  is  entitled  to  relief,  aiid  whenever  any 
rule  or  order  is  made,  entitling  the  suppliant  to  costs, 
any  judge  shall,  upon  application  after  the  lapse  of 
fourteen  days  from  the  making,  giving,  or  affirming  of  such 
judgment,  rule  or  order,  certify  to  the  Receiver  G-eneral 
the  tenor  and  purport  of  the  same,  to  the  effect  of  the  form 
No.  4  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  and  such  certifi- 
cate may  be  sent  to,  or  left  at  the  office  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 

18.  The  Receiver  General  shall  pay  out  of  any  moneys 
in  his  hands  for  the  time  being  legally  applicable  thereto,  or 
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which  may  be  thereafter  voted  by  Parliament  for  that 
purpose,  the  amount  of  any  moneys  or  costs  which  shall 
have  been  so  certified  to  him  to  be  due  to  any  suppliant. 

Id.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall — 

1.  Prejudice  or  limit  otherwise  than  is  herein  provided, 
the  rights,  privileges  or  prerogatives  of  Her  Majesty  or  Her 
Successors  ;  or — 

2.  Prevent  any  suppliant  from  proceeding  as  before  the 
passing  of  this  Act ;  or — 

3.  Give  to  the  subject  any  remedy  against  the  crown 
(a)  in  any  case  in  which  he  would  not  have  been  entitled  to 
such  remedy  in  England  under  similar  circumstances  by  the 
laws  in  force  there  prior  to  the  ]iassing  of  the  Imperial  Statute 
twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  Victoria,  chapter  thirty-four, 
intituled:  "An  Act  to  ametid  the  laiv  relating  toPetifions  of  Right, 
to  simplifi/  the  proceedivgs  and  to  make  provisions  Jor  the  costs 
thereof or — 

(b)  in  any  case  in  which,'  either  before  or  within  two 
months  after  the  presentation  of  the  petition,  the  claim  is, 
under  the  statutes  in  that  behalf,  referred  to  arbitration  by 
the  head  of  the  proper  department,  who  is  hereby  autho- 
rized with  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor  in  Council  to 
make  such  reference  upon  any  petition  of  right. 

20.  All  petitions  of  right  M'hich  may  have  been  proscntod 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  hereby  repealed  shall  be 
held  and  taken  to  be  presented  under  this  Act  at  the  expi- 
ration of  thirty  days  from  the  passing  hereof,  and  shall  be  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  entitled  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of 
Canada. 

21.  The  word  "  relief"  comprehends  every  species  of  relief 
claimed  or  prayed  for  in  a  petition  of  right,  whether  a  resti- 
tution of  any  incorporal  right,  or  a  return  of  lands  or  chattels 
or  a  payment  of  money  or  damages  or  otherwise  ; 

The  word  "court"  means  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada, 
and  the  word  "  judge  "  means  the  chief  justice  or  any 
judge  of  the  same  court,  unless  there  be  any  thing  in  the 
context  indicating  that  such  words  are  used  in  anotherTlense. 

22.  In  citing  this  Act  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  use  the  words 
"  The  Petition  of  Right  Act,  1876."

An  Act  to  amend  "  The  Insolvent  Act  of  1875." 

[Astented  to  \2t%  April,  18Y6.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  amendments 
in  "  The  Insolvent  Act  of  1875"  :  Therefore  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  ComtBiJns  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Sub-section  b  of  the  second  section  of  the  said  Act  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  "  and  if  no  such 
Grazette  is  published,"  the  words  following  :  "  or  if  such 
Gazette  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  or  judge,  published 
with  sufficient  frequency  to  enable  the  required  notice  to  b« 
conveniently  published  therein." 

2.  The  fourth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  after  the  word  "  original  "  in  the  third  line  from 
the  end  the  word  "  affidavit." 

3.  The  fourteenth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  or  against  whom  a 
writ  of  attachment  has  issued  as  provided  by  this  Act,"  in 
the  second,  third,  and  fourth  lines,  and  the  words  "  or 
writ  of  attachment "  in  the  twelfth  line ;  and  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  or  by  section  nine  "  in  thei 
fifteenth  line  ;  and  the  words  "  or  who  issued  the  writ  of 
attachment  "  in  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  lines  ;  and  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "  liquidation  "  in  the  ninth  line; 
the  following  words  "  or  for  want  of,  or  for  a  substantial 
insufficiency  in  the  aifidavits  required  by  section  nine." 

4.  The  twentieth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "  twice  "  in  the  third  line  from  th« 
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end  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  once," 
and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  Grazette"  in  the  same  line, 
the  words  following,  "  and  once  in  one  local  or  the  nearest 
published  newspaper," 

5.  The  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  answer  "  in  the  fifth 
line  thereof  the  words  "  upon  oath,"  and  by  striking  out  the 
word  "  and  "  in  the  eighth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "  or  to  be  sworn,  or  " 

6.  All  securities  given,  or  to  be  given,  under  the  twenty- 
•ighth  and  twenty-ninth  sections  of  the  said  Act,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  judge,  and  kept  as  part  of  the  records  of 
the  court,  subject  to  the  right  of  any  person  entitled  to  sue 
upon  any  such  security,  to  such  production  and  delivery 
thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  the  exercise  of  such 
right. 

7.  Any  creditor  of  the  estate  may,  in  the  case  of  any  per- 
son required,  under  the  said  twenty-eighth  and  twenty-ninth 
sections,  to  give  security,  have  inspection  of  such  security, 
and  may,  if  in  his  opinion  the  surety  or  sureties  in  such 
security  are  insufficient,  apply,  on  notice,  to  the  judge  for  an 
order  that  new  or  additional  siireties  be  furnished,  and 
the  judge  may  upon  such  application  make  svich  order  as 
shall  seem  reasonable  both  as  to  the  furnishing  of  sxireties 
and  as  to  the  costs  of  the  application. 

8.  The  thirty-fifth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "  as  "  between  the  words 
"Assignee"  and  "Inspector"  in  the  fourth  line  from  the 
end,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  or." 

9.  The  thirty-sixth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  works  "  subject  to  the 
proviso  as  to  sale  en  bloc  contained  in  the  thirty-eighth  sec- 
tion of  this  Act." 

10.  The  thirty-eighth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sub-section  :-— 

"  (2.)  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  advertise  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  seventy-fifth  section  of  this  Act  any  proposed 
sale  of  the  estate  en  bloc  under  this  section,  although  the 
estate  may  comprise  real  estate." 

11.  The  forty-first  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  the  following  at  the  end  thereof : — "  And  every 
register  of  or  coming  into  the  possession  of  an  official 
assignee,  and  every  other  record  I'equired  to  be  kept  by  an 
official  assignee  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  shall  be  held  to  be  the  property  of  Her  Majesty  ;  and 
upon  the  death  of  an  official  assignee,  or  his  ceasing  to  hold 
office,  the  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  and  shall  assume  pos- 
session and  control  of  such  register  or  other  record,  which 
shall  thereafter  be  kept  among  the  records  of  the  court  open 
to  inspection  as  aforesaid." 

12.  The  forty-third  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  "  removal  of  property  " 
in  the  thirteenth  line  the  following  words  "  the  creditors 
may,  in  case  in  their  opinion  the  remuneration  of  the 
assignee  under  the  preceding  part  of  this  section  is  inade- 
quate, at  any  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  fix  such  addi- 
tional remuneration  to  be  paid  out  of  the  estate  to  the 
assignee  as  they  shall  think  reasonable,"  and  by  adding,  after 
the  word  "  creditors  "  in  the  third  line  from  the  end,  the  fol- 
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lowing  words  "  and  the  remtineratiou  of  the  assignee 
whether  he  be  the  official  or  the  creditors'  assignee  in  cases 
in  which  the  estate  is  settled  bj^  composition." 

IS.  The  forty-fourth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amondcd  by  adding  after  the  words  "  five  creditors  "  the  fol- 
lowing words  "  if  there  are  five  or  more,  or  by  all  the 
creditors  if  there  are  less  than  five.  " 

14.  The  sixty-sixth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words  "  or  judge." 

15.  The  eighty-fourth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  and  revalue  "  in  the 
last  line,  and  by  inserting  at  the  end  the  words  "  and  treat 
such  liability  as  unsecured." 

16.  The  one  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  section  of  the  said 
Act  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "  either  of 
the  superior  courts  of  common  law  or  to  the  court  of  chancery, 
or  to  any  one  of  the  judges  of  the  said  courts,"  and  substi- 
tuting in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  Court  ot  Error  and  Ap- 
peal, or  to  any  judge  of  that  court." 

17.  The  fourth  sub-section  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seventh  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "  present  "  in  the  sixth  line  thereof  the 
words  "in  person  or  represented  by  prosy." 

18.  Every  assignee  shall  before  the  end  of  October  in  each 
year,  fill  up  and  transmit  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  or 
in  case  this  branch  of  the  subject  of  statistics  and  the  regis- 
tration thereof  be  by  the  Governor  in  CoiTucil  transferred  to 
any  other  Minister,  then  to  such  other  Minister,  a  schedule 
showing  the  particulars  contained  in  the  register  to  be  kept 
by  him  under  the  forty-first  section  of  the  said  Act,  and  such 
other  schedules  for  the  year  endiug  the  thirtieth  day  of  Sep- 
tember next  preceding,  relative  to  the  insolvency  matters 
transacted  by  him,  as  shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  prescribed 
by  the  Grove rnor  in  Council,  according  to  forms  published  in 
the  Canada  Gazette ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
assignee,  to  make  from  day  to  day  and  to  keep  entries  and 
records  of  the  particulars  to  be  comprised  in  such  schedules. 

10.  Any  assignee  neglecting  or  refu.sing  to  fill  up  and 
transmit  any  schedule  under  the  eighteenth  section  of  this 
Act,  or  wilfully  making  a  false,  partial,  or  incorrect  schedule 
thereunder,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  to- 
gether with  full  costs  of  suit,  to  be  recovered  by  any  person 
suing  for  the  same  by  action  of  debt  or  information  in  any 
court  of  record  in  the  Province  in  which  such  return  ought  to 
have  been  made,  or  is  made,  or  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of 
Canada,  and  one  moiety  whereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  party 
suing,  and  the  other  moiety  into  the  hands  of  Her  Majesty's 
Receiver  G-eneral  to  and  for  the  public  uses  of  Canada. 

20.  The  statistics  collected  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
or  such  other  Minister  as  aforesaid,  under  this  Act  shall  b< 
abstracted  and  registered,  and  the  results  thereof  shall  be 
printed  and  published  in  an  annual  report. 

21.  The  word  "county"  in  the  said  Act  includes  any 
judicial  district  m  the  province  of  Ontario  not  organized  into 
a  county. 

22.  No  amendment  hereby  made  shall  be  held  to  be  a 
declaration  of  the  construction  of  any  provision  of  the  said 
Act  as  applicable  to  any  proceeding  heretofore  had  under  the 
said  Act. 
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CHAP.  33. 

An  Act  to  _  amend  the  Act  to  make  better  provision, 
extending  to  the  whole  Dominion  of  Canada,  re- 
specting the  inspection  of  certain  Staple  Articles  of 
Canadian  Produce. 

[Assented  to  12th  April,  1876.] 

HER  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  HoiTse  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
a«  follows : — 

a.  Section  sixty-three  of  the  A<'t  thirty-seventh  Victoria, 
chiipter  forty-five,  cited  in  the  title  of  this  Act  is 
hrjcby  amended  by  striking'  out  the  words  "  one  inch  in 
width  at  the  large  end"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "  five-eighths  of  an  inch  at  the  small  end." 

2.  Section  sixty-four  of  the  Act  cited  in  the  title  to  this 
Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  substituted  in 
place  thereof: — 

"  64.  The  Inspection  of  all  pickled  fish  cured  for  market 
or  exportation,  and  of  all  fish  oils,  codfish  tongues,  or  codfish 
sounds,  cured  for  such  purpose  and  contained  in  any  such 
packages  as  are  hereinafter  mentioned  shall,  whenever  such 
pickled  fish,  fish  oils,  or  other  articles  as  aforesaid,  are 
removed  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Inspection  District  in 
which  they  are  pickled  or  packed,  be  compulsory  in  every 
Province  of  the  Dominion  (except  British  Columbia  and 
Manitoba)  where  an  Inspector  is  appointed  by  law  ; 
and  if  any  such  pickled  fish,  fish  oil,  or  other 
article  as  aforesaid  be  sold  or  removed  for  sale  beyond  the 
limits  of  such  district,  or  shipped  or  laden  in  any  vehicle 
for  removal,  or  ofi'ered  to  be  removed  from  any  district  or 
place  within  the  Dominion,  except  Manitoba  and  British 
Columbia,  without  being  inspected  under  this  Act,  the 
person  so  selling  or  removing  the  same,  or  offering  the  same 
for  sale  or  removal,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one 
dollar  and  not  more  than  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
package." 

3.  Sub-section  four  of  section  sixty-six  of  the  said  Act  shall 
be  amended  by  adding  the  following  words  to  the  first 
paragraph : — 

"  And  every  such  box  of  smoked  herrings  shall  contain  at 
"  least  twenty  pounds  of  fish  ;  and  half  boxes  shall  be 
"  twenty-two  inches  long,  four  inches  deep  and  eight  inches 
"  wide,  and  to  contain  not  less  than  ten  pounds  of  fish." 

4.  Sub-section  eight  of  the  said  sixty-sixth  section  shall  be 
amended  by  adding  the  following  : — 

"  Every  barrel  of  pickled  codfish  shall  contain  two  hun- 
"  dred  pounds  of  fish,  and  every  half  barrel  one  hundred 
"  |>ounds  of  fish." 

Section  ninety-seven  of  the  Act  cited  in  the  title  to  this 
Act  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted  in 
place  thereof : — 

"  97.  The  expression  "  raw  hides  "  shall  mean  and  include 
"  all  green,  untanned  hides  or  skins,  commonly  used  in  the 
"  manufacture   of  leather,  weighing    eight    pounds  or 
"  upwards." 
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CHAP.  35. 

All  act  to  amend      The  Tnnle  Marl  atid  Dehiyn  Act  of 

1SC8.  " 

[Assented  to  V2th  April,  187G.] 

IN  amendment  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty  first  year  of 
Her  Majesty's  Reign,  chapter  lifty-five,  intituled  :  "  An 
Act  respecting  Trade  Marks  and  Industrial  Designs;"'  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Minister  of  Agricnltnre  may,  at  any  time  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  five  \  ear8  for  which  the  copyright 
of  any  industrial  design  registered  under  the  said  Act  eitlier 
before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  is  valid,  on  the  api)li- 
cation  of  the  registered  proprietor  of  such  design,  grant  to 
such  proprietor  a  renewal  of  the  registration  thereof,  for  such 
further  term,  not  exceeding  five  yeai  s,  as  such  Minister  may 
in  his  discretion  deem  to  be  advisable. 

2.  In  case  the  further  term  for  which  the  renewal  of  the 
registration  of  any  industrial  design  is  so  granted  has  been 
for  less  than  five  years,  the  Minister  may,  at  any  time  before 
the  expiration  of  such  further  term,  on  the  application  of  the 
then  registered  proprietor  of  the  design,  grant  him  a  further 
renewal  of  the  registration  thereof  ;  and  so  on,  toties  quoties  ; 
but  so  as  that  no  such  registration  shall  be  renewed  for  more 
than  five  years  in  all  beyond  the  term  of  the  validity  of  the 
copyright  acquired  by  the  registration  of  the  design. 

3.  Every  renewal  of  a  registration  under,  this  Act  shall  be 
effected  as  follows  : — 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  (on  receipt  of  the  fee  herein- 
after prescribed  to  be  paid)  shall  cause  a  note  to  be  made  in 
the  margin  of  the  proper  page  of  the  proper  register  to  the 
effect  that  the  registration  referred  to  in  such  note  has  been 
renewed  for  the  term  mentioned  in  such  note  ;  and  such  note 
shall  be  placed  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  entry  of  the  regis- 
tration to  which  it  refers  ;  and  thereupon  such  registration 
shall  be  renewed  for  the  term  mentioned  in  such  note. 

•4.  Whenever  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  has  granted  a 
renewal  of  the  registration  of  any  industrial  design,  and  the 
same  has  been  renewed,  as  provided  for  by  this  Act,  he  or  his 
deputy  shall  make  and  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  deliver  the  same,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered,  to 
the  registered  proprietor  of  such  design  ;  and  every  such 
certificate  shall  contain  the  date  of  the  registration  of  the 
design  to  which  it  refers,  the  number  of  such  design,  and 
the  number  or  letter  employed  to  denote  or  correspond  with 
the  registration,  and  the  day,  month  and  year  of  the  entry  of 
each  renewal  thereof  in  the  proper  register,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  registered  proprietor  thereof  at  the  date  of  the 
certificate,  and  the  period  of  each  renewal, — which  said  certi- 
ficate, in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary  shall  be  suffi- 
cient proof  of  the  design,  of  the  name  of  the  registered  pro- 
prietor at  the  date  of  the  certificate,  of  the  registration  and 
of  its  renewal  or  renewals,  of  the  commencement  and  period 
of  registry,  of  the  commencement  and  period  of  each  renewal, 
of  the  person  named  as  proprietor  being  proprietor,  of  the 
originality  of  the  design,  and  of  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  said  Act  and  of  this  Act  ;  and  generally  every 
such  certificate,  so  signed,  shall  be  received  in  all  Courts  of 
Law  or  of  Equity  in  Canada  as  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated,  without  proof  of  the  signature. 
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5.  A  fee  of  five  dollars  shall  be  payable  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  for  every  renewal  of  registration  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  ;  and  all  fees  so  received  shall  bo  x^aid 
over  by  him  to  the  EcceiA'cr  General,  to  form  part  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada. 

6.  This  Act  shall  be  read  and  construed  as  one  Act  with 
the  Act  cited  in  its  title  and  preamble  and  amended  by  it ; 
and  the  said  Act  and  this  Act  may  be  cited  collectively  as 
"  The  Trade  Mark  and  Design  Acts,  1868  to  1876." 


CHAP.  36. 

An  Act  respecting  the  attendance  of  Witnesses  on  Cri- 
minal Trialt^. 

[J.s.st;«'6v/  to  V2th  Aj:ri!.  l-'-TG.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  for 
securing  the  attendance  of  witnesses  on  criminal 
trials :  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  Any  witness  duly  subpoenaed  to  attend  and  give  evi- 
dence at  any  criminal  trial  before  any  court  of  criminal 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  bound  io  attend  and  remain  in  atten- 
dance throughout  the  trial. 

Upon  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  tlie  judge,  of  the 
service  of  the  subpcEua  upon  any  witness  who  fails  to  attend 
or  remain  in  attendance,  and  that  the  i)resence  of  su.ch  wit- 
ness is  material  to  the  ends  of  justice,  he  may,  by  his  warrant, 
cause  such  witness  to  be  apprehended  and  forthwith  brought 
before  him  to  give  e"»idence  and  to  answer  for  his  disregard 
of  the  subpoena,  and  such  witness  may  be  detained  on  such 
warrant  before  the  judge  or  in  the  common  gaol  with  a  view 
to  secure  his  presence  as  a  witness,  or,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  judge,  he  may  be  released  on  a  recognizance,  with  or 
without  sureties,  conditioned  for  his  appearance  to  give 
evidence  and  to  answer  for  his  default  in  not  attending  or 
not  remaining  in  attendance ;  and  the  judge  may,  in  a 
summary  manner,  examine  into  and  dispose  of  the  charge 
against  such  witness,  w^ho,  if  found  guilty  thereof,  may,  by 
order  of  the  judge,  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  the  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  imprisonment 
being  in  the  common  gaol,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  ninety  days. 

CHAP.  3Y. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Law  rela  ing  to  Violence, 
Threats  and  Molestation. 

[Asseiited  to  I2th  April,  1876.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Criminal  Law 
relating  to  Violence,  Threats  and  Molestation  ;  There- 
fore Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  The  Act  of  the  thirty-eighth  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  chapter  thirty-nine,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the 
provisions  of  'An  Act  to  amend  the  Criininal  Law  relating  to 
Violence,  Threats  and  Molestatioti'  "  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  the  thirty-fifth  year  of 
Her  Majesty's  reign,  chapter  thirty-one,  intituled  "  An  Act 
to  amend  the  Criminal  Law  relating  to  Violence.  Threats  and 
Molestation  "  shall  remain  repealed,  and  the  following  pro- 
visions shall  be  substituted  instead  thereof,  and  shall  here- 
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after  be  read  as  forming  the  first  section  of  the  said  Act, 
which  shall  be  construed  accordingly  : — 

"  I.  Every  person  who  wrongfully  and  without  legal 
^  authority,  with  a  view  to  compel  any  other  person  to  abstain 
from  doing  anything  which  he  has  a  legal  right  to  do,  or  to 
do  anything  from  w^hich  he  has  a  legal  right  to  abstain, — 

"  (1).  Uses  violence  to  such  other  person,  or  his  wife  or 
children,  or  injures  his  property  ;  or — 

"  (2.)  Intimidates  such  other  person,  or  his  wife  or  children, 
by  threats  of  using  violence  to  him,  her  or  any  of  them,  or 
of  injuring  his  property ;  or — 

"  (3.)  Persistently  follows  such  other  person  about  from 
place  to  place  ;  or — 

"  (4.)  Hides  any  tools,  clothes  or  other  property  owned  or 
used  by  such  other  person,  or  deprives  him,  or  hinders  him 
in  the  use  thereof ;  or — 

"  (5.)  Follows  such  other  person  with  one  or  more  other 
persons  in  a  disorderly  manner  in  or  through  any  street  or 
road  ;  or — 

"  (G.)  Besets  or  watches  the  house  or  other  place  where  such 
other  person  resides  or  works  or  carries  on  business  or 
happens  to  be — 

"Shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
months  : 

"  Attending  at  or  near  or  approaching  to  such  house  or 
other  place  as  aforesaid,  in  order  merely  to  obtain  or  com- 
municate information,  shall  not  be  deemed  a  w^atching  or 
besetting  within  the  meaning  of  this  section." 

3.  "Where  a  person  is  brought  bef<?re  a  functionary  or 
tribunal  named  in  the  second  section  of  the  said  Act  of  the 
thirty-fifth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  chapter  thirty-one, 
in  respect  to  any  ofience  under  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  the  said  Act  as  amended  by  the  second  section  of 
this  Act,  the  accused  may  on  appearing  before  such 
functionary  or  tribunal  declare  that  he  objects  to  being 
tried  for  such  offence  by  such  functionary  or  tribunal,  and 
thereupon  such  functionary  or  tribunal  shall  not  proceed 
with  such  trial,  but  may  deal  with  the  case  in  all  respects 
as  if  the  accused  were  charged  w^ith  an  indictable  offence 
and  not  with  an  offence  punishable  on  summary  con- 
viction, and  the  accused  may  be  prosecuted  on  indictment 
accordingly :  and  this  section  shall  be  read  as  part  of  the 
said  Act. 

4.  A  prosecution  shall  not  be  maintainable  against  a 
person  for  conspiracy  to  do  any  act,  or  to  cause  any  act  to  be 
done  for  the  purposes  of  a  trade  combination,  unless  such  act 
is  an  offence  indictable  by  Statute  or  is  punishable  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  hereby  amended  ;  nor  shall  any 
person,  w^ho  is  convicted  upon  any  such  prosecution,  be  liable 
to  any  greater  punishment  than  is  provided  by  such  Statute 
or  by  the  said  Act  as  hereby  amended,  for  the  act  of  which 
he  may  have  been  convicted  as  aforesaid. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  "  trade  combination ' 
means  any  combination  between  masters  or  workmen  or 
other  persons,  for  regulating  or  altering  the  relations  between 
any  persons  being  masters  or  workmen,  or  the  conduct  of  any 
master  or  workman,  in  or  in  respect  of  his  business  or 
employment,  or  contract  of  employment  or  service ;  and 
the  word  "  act  "  includes  a  default,  breach,  or  omission.

All  Act  to  amend  the  Criminal  Laws  relating  to 
Violence,  Threats  and  Molestation. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Intercolonial  Eailway. 
A^"^*  to  make  more  effectual  Provision  for  the 
Administration  of  the  Law  relating  to  Corrupt 
Practices  at  Elections  of  Members  of  the  House 
of  Commons. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Shareholders  of  "  The 
union  Permanent  Building  and  Savings 
bociety"  to  change  the  name  of  the  said 
Society  to  that  of  "  The  Union  Loan  and 
'  Savings  Company." 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  Shareholders  of  "  The 
Provincial  Permanent  Building  and  Savings 
Society "  to  change  the  name  of  the  said 
Society  to  that  of  "  The  Provincial  Loan  and 
Savings  Company."

"In  Her_^iVIajest3''s'name,  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  thanks  Pier  Loj^al  sulyects, 
accepts  their  benevolence,  and  assents  to  this 
Bill."  ■ 

After  which  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General,  was  23lcased  to  close  the  Tiiibd  Session 
of  the  Third  PARLmiENT  of  the  Dominion  with 
the  following 

SPEECH  : 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, 
Gentlemen  of  the  Souse  of  Coiiiimns. 

I  thank  you  for  the  care  and  deliberation  Avith 
which  you  have  discharged  the  duties  that  have 
devolved  upon  you  during  the  session. 

The  Bill  you  have  passed  relative  to  the 
management  of  Indian  affairs  and  the  gradual 
enfranchisement  of  Indians  will  not  only  be 
useful  as  a  consolidation  of  existing  Statutes,  but 
will  afford  further  evidence  of  the  interest  taken 
by  the  people  of  Canada  in  the  welfare  of  their 
Indian  fellow-countrymen.  It  is  interesting  to 
know  that  many  of  its  provisions  wej-e  suggested 
by  the  Indian  Councils  of  the  older  Provinces. 

It  is  my  intention  during  the  recess  to  make 
ti'eaty  an-angements  with  the  Indian  Tribes  in 
the  Western  Saskatchewan  country  for  the 
extinguishment  of  their  title,  and  thereby  open 
another  large  tract  ot  fertile^territorj^  for  settle- 
ment and  cultivation. 

The  formation  of  the  new  District  of  Keewatin, 
in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  North  West  country, 
and  the  progress  made  in  opening  up  railway  and 
telegraphic  communication  to  the  interior  will, 
with  the  improvements  effected  in  our  land 
system,  further  prepare  the  wa^'  for  the  rapid 
settlement  of  those  vast  regions,  and  will,  at  no 
distant  day,  materially  contribute  to  the  trade, 
and  extend  the  prestige  of  the  Dominion.  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  wo  have  now  over  700 
miles  of  telegraph  in  operation  west  of  the  Eed 
Eiver. 

The  amendments  made  to  the  laws  relating  to 
Elections  for  the  House  of  Commons  will,  I 


trust,  have  the  result  of  obtaining  an  unbiassed 
expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  electors  in  select- 
ing their  representatives. 

The  measures  you  have  passed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  a  careful  return  of  Criminal, 
Insolvency,  and  Eaihvay  Statistics  will,  I  doubt 
not,  be  of  essential  service  in  promoting  impor- 
tant objects,  as  well  as  in  providing  much  needed 
information  on  each  of  these  subjects. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

I  thank  you  for  the  supplies  you  have  voted 
for  the  public  service,  I  shall  not  fail  to  consider 
the  clause  you  have  attached  to  the  vote  for  the 
works  of  construction  on  the  Pacific  Eailway. 

I  am  glad  that  a  wise  economy  obviated  the 
necessity  of  imposing  any  fresh  taxation  on  the 
peoj  lc;  and  I  trust  that  increased  commercial 
prosperity  will  justify  your  confidence  in  the 
future. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

I  regret  I  am  unable  to  announce  that  any 
fui'ther  progress  has  been  made  with  the  arrange- 
ments  for  the  settlement  of  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  for  our  fisheries,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Washington. 

I  ti-ust  that  on  your  return  to  your  respective 
homes  you  may  find  the  promise  awaiting  you 
of  a  prosj)erous  season  and  that  your  laboui'S  out 
of  session  may  bo  as  useful  and  beneficial  as 
they  have  been  during  your  attendance  in  Par- 
liament. 


RULES  AND  EEGULATIONS 

For  the  government  of  the  Port  of  Lunenburg,  in  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  under  the  Acts  36  Vic, 
chap.  9  and  38  Vict.  chap.  30,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  office  of  Harbour  Master  for  the 
said  Port. 

Rttle  1. — No  vessel  to  be  anchored,  so  as  to  swmg 
at  her  anchors  neai'er  to  any  wharf  than  two  hundred 
yards,  excepting  for  the  purpose  of  coming  to,  or 
leaving  a  wharf  or  in  removing  from  one  wharf  to 
another,  and  then  not  to  remain  any  longer  than 
necessary  for  such  purpose  unless  from  stress  of 
weather  or  other  unavoidable  cause  to  be  judged  of 
by  the  Harbour  Master. 

Rule  2. — All  vessels  anchored  for  the  purpose  of 
being  laid  up  on  the  western  side  of  the  Barbour 
must  be  so  anchored  as  not  to  swing  to  the  eastward 
of  an  imaginary  line  from  the  point  of  Selig's  head  to 
the  western  corner  of  Lindsay's  wharf  and  all  vessels 
anchored  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  up  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Harbour  must  be  so  anchored, 
as  not  to  swing  to  the  westward  of  an  imaginary 
line  from  the  willow  trees  on  Battery  Point,  to  the 
eastern  corner  of  Finck's  wharf. 

Rule  3.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour 
Master  of  the  said  port,  in  person  or  by  deputy 
authorized,  to  go  on  board  of  every  ship  or  vessel  of 
the  burden  of  fifty  tons  (register  tonnage)  and  upwards 
which  shall  arrive  witliin  the  port  of  Lunenburg 
within  twelve  hours  after  the  arrival  of  such  ship 
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or  vessel,  to  see  that  she  is  moored  only  in  sucli  a 
manner  or  position  as  shall  be  assigned  to  her  by 
these  Regulations  ;  and  it  shall  lawful  for  such 
Harbour  Master  to  ask,  demand  and  receive  as  a, 
compensation  for  his  services,  according  to  the 
following  scale,  and  under  the  restrictions  mentioned 
in  the  above  named  Acts : 

Scale  of  Febs. 

For  every  ship  of  fifty  tons  register  or  under,  fifty 
cents.  * 

For  every  ship  over  fifty  tons  and  not  over  one 
hundred  tons  register,  one  dollar. 

For  every  ship  over  one  hundred  tons,  and  not 
over  two  hundred  tons  register,  one  dollar  fifty 
cents. 

For  every  ship  over  two  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  three  hundred  tons  register,  two  dollars. 

For  every  ship  over  three  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  four  hundred  tons  register,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

For  every  ship  over  four  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  five  hundred  tons  register,  three  dollars. 

For  every  ship  over  five  hundred  tons  and  not  over 
seven  hundred  tons  register,  four  dollars. 

For  every  ship  over  seven  hundred  tons  register, 
five  dollars. 

Rule  4 — -fn  case  of  any  dispute  aiising  between 
Masters,  owners  or  any  other  persons  engaged  m 
hauling  ships  or  vessels  in  or  out  of  any  of  the  docks 
or  wharves,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour 
masters,  if  called  upon,  to  give  such  directions  as  he 
may  think  fit  in  respect  to  the  same  ;  and  all  Masters, 
Pilots,  or  other  persons  having  the  charge  or  com- 
mand of  any  ship  or  vessel,  shall  comply  with  the 
directions  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  Peputy  in 
these  respects,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do. 

HuLE  5. — If  any  ship  or  vessel  arriving  and  anchor- 
mg  or  being  so  moored  or  fastened  to  any  wharf  or 
vessel  in  the  said  Harbour,  shall  be  so  moored  or 
placed  as  to  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  any  other 
ship  or  vessel  previously  lying  at  anchor  in  the 
Harbour,  or  moored  or  fastened  as  aforesaid,  the 
Harbour  Master  or  his  Deputy  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  forthwith  order  and  direct  situation 
of  such  ship  or  vessel  so  arriving  and  anchored 
moored  or  fastened  as  aforesaid,  to  be  altered  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  prevent  such  insecurity  and  danger, 
and  the  Master,  Pilot  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  comply  with  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  Deputy 
in  this  respect,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  ofiFence . 

EuLB  6. — Any  person  or  persons  who  may  moor  or 
fasten  to,  or  in  any  manner  injure,  alter  or  change 
any  of  the  public  buoys,  shall,  on  conviction,  pay  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  besides  being  held  liable 
to  pay  any  damage  sustained . 

Rule  7.— Whenever  the  Harbour  Mastei*  shall  find 
ships  or  vessels  at  the  wharves  with  main  jib  or 
spanker  booms  rigged  out  so  as  to  incommode  other 
vessels,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour  Master 
to  direct  such  to  be  rigged  in,  and  in  the  event  of 
non-compliance  all  accidents  to  the  same  shall  be  at 
the  risk  of  the  persons  so  offending. 

Rule  8. — No  vessel  shall  be  left  without  some 
person  to  take  oare  of  her,  by  night  and  by  d.iy  in 
summer  time,  when  anchored  in  the  stream  or  in  the 
Harbour. 

Rule  9.  -  All  vessels  lying  at  anchor  in  the  Harbour 
shall  keep  a  clear  and  bright  light  burning  in 
summer  time  at  least  six  feet  from  the  uppermost 
deck,  from  sunset  until  sunrise. 

KuLE  10. — All  ships  or  vessels  loading  or  discharg- 


ing in  the  streim,  Coals,  Ballast  and  such  like 
materials,  shall  have  a  sufficient  piece  of  canvas  or 
tarpaulin  so  placed  as  to  prevent  any  portion  thereof 
from  falling  into  the  Harbour,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  paid 
by  the  ow- er,  master  or  person  in  charge  of  each 
ship  or  vessel. 

Rule  11. — No  Ballast,  Stone,  Gravel,  Earth  or 
Rubbish  of  any  kind,  shall  be  unladen,  cast  or 
emptied  out  of,  or  thrown  overboard,  from  any  ship 
or  vessel  whatever  in  the  Harbour,  or  at  the  entrance 
thereof  (except  in  places  set  apart  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Harbour  Master  and  under  his  direction) : 
under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  master  or  other 
person  having  the  charge  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel. 

Rule  12, — The  penalty  for  violation  of,  or  not 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  for 
disobeying  the  lawful  orders  or  directions  of  the 
Harbour  Master  or  his  deputy  in  respect  to  any  pro- 
visions for  which  no  penalty  is  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, shall  be  Forty  Dollars  to  be  imposed  upon 
the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the  ship  or  vessel 
not  conforming  to  the  pariicular  requirements.

The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council, 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  P^irliament  made  and 
' '  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty -third  and  thirty -fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intitul-d  "  An  Act  for 
amending  the  law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of 
Criminals,"'  and  also  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  pafsed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty  sixth  and  thirty-seventh  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  kci  to  amend 
the  Extradition  Act,  1870,"  it  was  amongst  other 
things  enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  sur- 
render to  such  State  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her 
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Majesty  may,  by  Oi'der  in  Council,  direct  that  the 
said  Acts  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  foreign 
State  ;  and  that  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or 
any  tubsequent  Order,  limit  the  operation  of  the 
Order  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  ciiminals 
who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  ren- 
der the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions, 
exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

And  whereas  a  Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  seventh 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  President 
of  the  Kepublic  of  Hayti,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition 
of  fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  terms 
following : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Piopublic  of  Hjti,  having  judged  it 
expedient,  with  a  view  lo  a  better  administration  of 
justice,  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime  within  the 
two  countries  and  their  jurisdictions,  that  persons 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
enuujerated,  and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should, 
under  certain  circumstances  be  reciprocally  delivered 
up; 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  President  of  Hayti 
have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a 
Treaty  for  this  puipose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Spon  er  St.  John,  Esq., 
Minister-Kesident  and  Consul-General  of  Her  Bri- 
tannic Miijes,y  in  thi  Republic  Hayti  and  Her 
Charge  d' Affaires  in  the^Donainican  Kepublic  ; 

And  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Hayti,  M.  Surville  Toussaint,  ex-Senator; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  iound  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
Articles  : — 

ARTICLE  K 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver  up 
to  each  other  those  persons  who,  being  accused  or 
convicted  of  a  crime  committed  in  the  territory  of 
the  one  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territory  of 
the  other  Party,  under  the  circum-tances  and  con- 
ditions stated  in  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Climes  for  which  tlie  extradition  is  to  be 
granted,  are  the  following  : — 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  lo  murder, 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  uttering  or 
bringing  into  circulation  counterfeit  or  altered 
money. 

4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  alt  'ring,  or  otter- 
ring  what  is  forged  or  counterfeit  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goo. is  by  ial:.<'  pretences. 

7  Malicious  injury  to  p  operty,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

8.  Crimes  against  bankruptcy  law. 

9.  Fraud  by  a  bailee,  banker,  ;igent,  factor,  trustee, 
or  director,  or  member  or  public  oflicer  of  any  com- 
pany, made  criminal  by  any  law  f  .r  the  tim  >  l  eing 
in  force. 

10.  Perjury  or  subornation  of  perjni y. 

11.  Rape. 

12.  Abduction. 

13.  Child-siealiag. 

14.  False  imprisonment. 

15.  Burglary  or  house-brenkii:!.'. 

16.  Arson 

17.  Robbery  with  violence^ 


18.  Threats,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  with  intent  to 

extort. 

19.  Piiacy  by  law  of  nations. 

20.  Sinking  or  destroying  a  vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

21 .  /,  ssauls  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas  with 
intent  to  destroy  life,  or  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 

22.  Revolt  or  conspiracy  to  revolt  by  two  or  more 
persons  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas,  against  the 
authoiity  of  the  master. 

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  provided  such 
participation  be  puhishable  by  the  laws  of  both  the 
Contracting  Parties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  Haytian  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Govern 
ment  of  Hayti  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  no  subject  of  the  United  Kingdom 
sh  dl  be  delivered  up  by  the  Government  thereof  to 
the  Government  of  Hayti. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  person 
claimed  on  the  part  ofthe  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti,  has  already 
been  tried  and  discharged,  or  punished,  or  is  still 
under  trial  in  Hayti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  res- 
pectively, for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition  is 
demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of 
Hayti  should  be  under  examination  for  any  other 
crime  m  Hayti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  respect- 
ively, his  extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
conclusion  ofthe  tiial,  and  the  full  execution  of  any 
punishment  awarded  to  him. 

ARTlCLti;  V. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if,  subse- 
quently to  the  comnussion  of  the  crime,  or  the  insti- 
tu  ion  of  the  penal  prosecution,  or  the  conviction 
thereon,  exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment 
has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  ,  time,  according  to.the 
laws  of  the  State  apfdied  to. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded 
is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that 
the  requisition  lor  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  for  an  .offence 
of  a  political  character.  ''^■^  " 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  surrender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime 
or  on  account  of  any  other  imtters  than  those  for 
which  the  extrad'tion  shall  have  taken  place. 

1  his  stipulation  does  not  apply  to  crimes  com- 
mitted alter  the  extradition, 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
1  erson  must  be  accompanied  liy  a  warrant  of  airest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  the  State 
'  i^equiring  the  extradition,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  .accused 
is  todnd,°would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 
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If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person  already 
convicted,  it  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence 
of  condemnation  passed  against  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  extradition 

A  requisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  sentences  passed  i>i  conkimaciam, 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent 
authorities  of  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to 
the  arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

The  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a 
competent  magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him,  and 
to  conduct  the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  case, 
just  as  if  the  apprehension  had  taken  place  for  a 
crime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  fr^m  the  apprehpnsiou, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either 
to  justify  the  committal  of  the  prisoner  for  trial, 
incase  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  terii- 
tory  of  the  said  State,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner 
is  the  identical  person  convicted  by  the  Courts  of 
the  State  which  makes  the  requisition. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

In  the  examinations  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au 
thorities  of  the  State  applied  to  shall  admit  as 
entirely  valid  evidence  the  sworn  depositions  or 
statements  of  witciesses  taken  in  tbe  other  State,  or 
copies  thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  ijnd  sen- 
tences issued  therein,  provided  suoh  ctocum.'-nis  ar.> 
signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  authenticated  by  the  oatli  of 
some  witnesses,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice  or  some  other  Mini^tei 
of  State. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  the  extradition  be  not 
produced  within  two  months  from  the  date  ot  the 
apprehension  of  the  fugitive,  he  shall  be  set  at 
liberty. 

ARLICIE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized,  which  were  iu  the  possession 
of  the  person  to  be  surrendere  I  at  the  time  oi 
his  apprehension,  shall,  if  the  competent  authority 
of  the  State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has 
ordered  the  delivery  thereof,  be  given  up  when 
the  extradition  takes  place,  and  the  said  delivery 
shall  extend  not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but 
to  everything  which  may  serve  as  a  proof  of  the 
crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
tor  the  reimbursement  ot  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person 
to  be  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  till  placed 
on  board  ship  :  they  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such 
expenses  themselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  cri- 
minal who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colonies 
or  foreign  possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Governor 


or  Chief  authority  ol  such  Colony  or  possession  by 
the  chief  Consular  officer  of  Hayti  in  such  Colony  or 
possession 

Such  requisitions  may  be  disposed  of  subject 
always,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Treaty,  by  the  said  Government  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  sh  .11  be  at  liberty  eithar  to  grant  the 
surrender,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty 
to  make  .special  arrangements  m  the  British  Co.onies 
and  foreign  possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Uaytiui 
criminals,  who  may  take  refuge  within  such  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

The  requisition  for  tbe  surreii  ier  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  from  ^ny  Colony  or  foreign  possession  of 
Her  Britannic  Maje.sty  shall  be  governeit  by  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  ArtiviL  s  .  f  the  pre^e  .t 
Treaty. 

ARFICLE  XVI. 

The  present  freaty  shall  come  into  forc  >  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  ia  confoimity  with  the  form-: 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  ('oniracling 
Parties.  It  may  b  •  terminated  by  either  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties,  but  sh  dl  remiin  iu  force  for  six 
months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  termina- 
tion. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti  engages  to 
aj^ply  to  the  Senate  for  the  necessary  authorization 
to  give  eiiect  to  the  i>res»nt  Tieaty,  iaimediately 
after  its  meeting. 

The  present  T/eaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  stiall  be  exchanged  as  soon  as  possible. 

in  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries nave  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed 
thereto  the  teals  of  their  arms 

Done  at  Port  au  Prince,  the  seventh  day  of 
December,  in  the  year  of  <  »ur  Lord,  one  thousanit 
ei^ht  liund  ed  and  stventy-four.

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RULES  AND  IJEGULATIGKS 

For  the  government  of  the  Port  of  Lunenburg,  in  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  under  the  Acts  36  Vic, 
chap.  9  and  8S  Vict.  chap.  30,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  office  of  Harbour  Master  for  the 
said  Port. 

BuLE  1. — No  vessel  to  be  anchored,  so  as  (o  swing 
at  her  anchors  nearer  to  any  wharf  than  two  hundred 
yards,  excepting  for  the  purpose  of  coming  to,  or 
leaving  a  wharf  or  in  removing  from  one  wharf  to 
another,  and  then  not  to  remain  any  longer  than 
necessary  for  such  purpose  unless  from  stres-i  of 
weather  or  other  unavoidable  c  luse  to  be  judged  of 
by  the  Harbour  Master. 

EuLE  2. — All  ve  ssels  anchoieJ  for  the  purpose  of 
being  laid  up  on  the  western  side  of  the  Barbour 
must  be  so  anchored  as  not  to  swing  to  the  eastward 
of  an  imaginary  linelrom  the  point  of  Sflig's  head  to 
the  western  corner  of  Lindsay's  whaif  and  iill  vessels 
anchored  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  up  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Harbour  must  be  so  anchored, 
as  not  to  swing  to  the  westward  of  an  imaginary 
line  from  the  willow  trees  on  Battery  Point,  to  the 
eastern  corner  of  Finck's  wharf. 

Kdi.e  3. — Jt  shall  be  tj^e  duty  of  the  Harbour 
Master  of  the  said  port,  in  person  or  by  deputy 
authorized,  to  go  on  bo  nd  of  every  ship  or  vessel  of 
the  burden  of  fifty  tons  (register  tonnage)  and  upwards 
which  shall  .nrrive  within  the  port  of  Lunenburg 
Within  twelve  hours  after  the  arrival  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  to  see  th  it  she  is  moored  only  in  such  a 
manner  or  position  as  shall  be  assigned  to  her  by 
these  Regulations  ;  and  it  shall  lawful  for  such 
Harbour  Master  to  ask,  demand  :  nd  receive  as  a 
compensation  for  his  services,  according  to  the 
following  scale,  and  under  the  restrictions  mentioned 
in  the  above  named  Acts : 

trCALE  OF  Fees. 

For  every  ship  of  lifiy  tons  register  or  under,  lifty 
cents. 

Foreveiy  ship  over  lifty  tons  and  not  over  one 
hundred  tons  register,  one  dollar. 

For  every  ship  over  one  hundred  tons,  and  not 
over  two  hundred  tons  register,  one  dollar  fifty 
cents. 

For  every  ship  over  two  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  three  hundred  tons  register,,  two  dollars. 

l<'or  every  ship  over  three  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  four  hundrel  tons  register,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

For  every  ship  over  four  hundred  tons  and  not 
over  five  hundred  tons  register,  three  dollars. 

For  every  ship  over  five  hundred  tons  and  not  over 
seven  hundred  tons  register,  four  dollars. 

For  every  ship  over  seven  hundied  tons  register, 
five  dollars. 

Rule  4 — In  case  of  any  dispute  arising  between 
Masters,  owners  or  any  other  persons  engaged  in 
hauling  ships  or  vessels  in  or  out  of  any  of  the  docks 
or  wharves,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour 
masters,  if  called  upon,  to  give  such  directions  as  he 
may  think  fit  in  respect  to  the  same  ;  and  all  Masters, 
Pilots,  or  other  p(!rsons  having  the  charge  or  com- 
mand of  any  ship  or  vessel,  shall  comply  with  the 
directions  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  Deputy  in 
these  respects,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do. 

Rule  5. — If  any  ship  or  vessel  arriving  and  anchor- 
ing or  being  so  moored  or  fastened  to  any  wharf  or 
vessel  in  the  said  Harbour,  shall  be  so  moored  or 
placed  as  to  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  any  other 
ship  or  vesstl  previously  lying  at  anchor  in  the 
Harbour,  or  moored  or  fastened  as  aforesaid,  the 
Haibour  iVlaster  or  his  Deputy  is  heieby  authorized 
and  required  to  forthwith  order  and  diiect  situation 


of  such  ship  or  vessel  so  arriving  and  anchored, 
moored  or  fastened  as  aforesaid,  to  be  altered  in  such 
a  manner  ss  to  prevent  such  insecurity  and  danger, 
and  the  Master,  Pilot  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  comply  with  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  Harbour  Master  or  his  Deputy 
in  this  respect,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence . 

Rule  6. — Any  person  or  persons  who  may  moor  or 
fasten  to,  or  in  any  manner  injure,  alter  or  change 
any  of  the  public  buoys,  shall,  on  conviction,  pfiy  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  besides  being  held  liable 
to  pay  any  damage  sustained. 

Rule  7.  — Whenever  the  Harbour  Master  shall  find 
ships  or  vessels  at  the  wharves  with  main  jib  or 
spanker  booms  rigged  out  so  as  to  incommode  other 
vessels,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour  Master 
to  direcli  such  to  be  rigged  in,  and  in  the  event  of 
non-compliance  all  accidi  nts  to  the  same  shall  be  at 
the  risk  of  the  persons  so  offending. 

Rule  8.— No  vessel  shall  be  left  without  some 
person  to  take  care  of  her,  by  night  and  by  day  in 
summer  time,  when  anchored  in  the  stream  or  in  the 
Harbour. 

Rule  9.  —  All  vessels  lying  at  anchor  in  the  Harbour 
shall  keep  a  clear  and  Ijright  light  burning  in 
summer  time  at  least  si.x;  feet  fiom  the  uppermost 
deck,  from  sunset  until  sunrise. 

RuLK  10. — All  ships  or  vessels  loading  or  discharg- 
ing in  the  stream,  Coals,  Ballast  and  such  like 
material^,  shall  have  a  sufficient  piece  of  canvas  or 
tarpaulin  so  placed  as  to  prevent  any  portion  thereof 
from  falling  into  the  Harbour,  imder  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  paid 
by  the  owner,  master  or  person  in  charge  of  each 
ship  or  vessel.  ^ 

Rule  11. — No  Ballast,  Stone,  Gravel,  Earth  or 
Rubbish  of  any  kind,  shall  be  unladen,  cast  or 
emiatied  out  of,  or  thrown  overboard,  from  any  ship 
or  vessel  whatever  in  the  Harbour',  or  at  the  enti-ance 
thereof  (except  in  places  set  apart  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Harbour  Master  and  under  his  diieclion): 
under  the  penalty  of  filty  dollars  lor  each  and  .every 
offence,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  master  or  other 
person  having  the  charge  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel. 

Kule  12. — The  penalty  for  violation  of,  or  not 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  for 
disobpying  the  lawful  orders  or  directions  of  the 
Harbour  Master  or  his  deputy  in  respect  to  any  pro- 
visions for  which  no  penalty  is  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, shall  be  Forty  Dollars  to  be  imposed  upon 
the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  the  ship  or  vessel 
not  conforming  to  the  parlicular  requirements.

PRESENT: 

The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "  An  Act  for 
amending  the  law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of 
CriminalB,"  and  also  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  pa«sed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  thirty  sixth  and  thirty-seventh  years  of  tbe  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "An  Act  to  amend 
the  Extradition  Act,  1870,"  it  was  amongst  other 
things  enacted,  that  where  an  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  any  foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  sur- 
render to  such  State  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her 
Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the 
said  Acts  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  f  oreign 
State  ;  and  that  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or 
any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the  operaUon  of  the 
Order  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  ciiminals 
who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  ren- 
der the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions, 
exceptions,  and  qualifica<ions  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

And  whereas  a  Treaty  was  concluded  on  tlie  seventh 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy- four,  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  President 
of  the  Republic  of  flayti,  for  the  Mutual  Extradition 
of  Fugitive  Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  terms 
following : — 

Hbr  Majesty  the  Queen  of  tbe  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Irelsnd,  and  His  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Republic  of  H  i>ti,  having  judged  it 
expedient,  with  a  view  to  a  better  administration  of 
justice,  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime  within  the 
two  cotmtries  and  their  jurisdictions,  that  persons 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  crimes  hereinafter 
enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from  justice,  should, 
under  certain  circumstances  be  reciprocally  delivered 
up; 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  President  of  Hayti 
have  named  as  their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a 
Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Spen-er  St,  John.  Esq., 
Minister-Resident  and  Consul-General  of  Her  Bri- 
tannic Majes,y  in  th?  Republic  Hayti  and  Her 
Charge  d' Affaires  in  the  Dominican  Republic  ; 

And  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Hayti,  M.  Surville  Toussaint,  ex-Senator; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following 
Articles  : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to  deliver  up 
to  each  other  those  persons  who,  being  accused  or 
convicted  of  a  crime  committed  in  the  territory  of 
the  one  Party,  shall  be  found  within  the  territory  of 


the  other  Party,  under  the  circumstances  and  con- 
ditions  stated  in  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  crimes  for  which  the  extradition  is  to  be 
granted,  are  the  following  :— - 

1.  i\Iurder,  or  attempt  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  uttering  or 
?^'ir!?m:;  into  circulation  counterfeit  or  altered 
luuuey. 

4.  Forgery,  or  counterfeiting,  or  altermg,  or  utter- 
ring  what  is  forged  or  counterfeit  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

7  Malicious  injury  to  property,  if  the  offence  be 
indictable. 

8.  Crimes  against  bankruptcy  law. 

9.  Fraud  by  a  bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee, 
or  director,  or  member  or  public  officer  of  any  com- 
pany, made  criminal  by  any  law  for  the  time  being 
in  force. 

10.  Perjury  or  subornation  of  perjury. 

1 1 .  Rape . 

12.  Abduction. 
18.  Child -stealing. 

14.  False  imprisonment. 

15.  Burglary  or  house-breaking. 

16.  Arson  , 

17.  Robbery  with  violence. 

18.  Threats,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  with  intent  to 
extort. 

19.  Piracy  by  law  of  nations. 

20.  Sinking  or  destroying  a  vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

21.  Assauls  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas  with 
intent  to  destroy  life,  or  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 

22.  Revolt  or  conspiracy  to  revolt  liy  two  or  more 
persons  on  board  a  ship  on  the  high  seas,  against  the 
authority  of  the  master,  • 

The  extradition  is  also  to  take  place  for  participa- 
tion in  any  of  the  aforesaid  crimes,  provided  such 
participation  be  punishable  by  the  laws  of  both  the 
Contracting  Parties. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  Haytian  shall  be  delivered  up  by  the  Govern 
ment  of  Hayti  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  no  subject  of  the  United  Kingdom 
shill  be  delivered  up  by  the  Government  thereof  to 
the  Government  of  Hayti. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if  the  (lerson 
claimed  on  the  part  ofthe  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti,  has  already 
been  tried  and  discharged,  or  punished,  or  is  still 
under  trial  in  Hayti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  re?- 
pectively,  for  the  crime  for  which  his  extradition  is 
demanded. 

If  the  person  claimed  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  if  the  person  claimed 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of 
Hayti  should  be  under  examination  for  any  other 
crime  m  llnyti  or  in  the  United  Kingdom  respect- 
ively, his  extradition  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
conclusion  of  the  trial,  and  the  full  execution  of  any 
punishment  awarded  to  him. 

ARTlCLJi  V, 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  if,  subse- 
,  quently  to  the  commission  of  the  crime,  or  the  insti- 
tu'.ionof  the  penal  prosecution,  or  the  conviction 
thereon,  exemption  from  prosecution  or  punishment 
has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  applied  to. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the 
offence  in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded 
is  one  of  a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that 
the  requisition  lor  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  hun  for  an  offence 
of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be  kept  in 
prison,  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the  State  to  which 
the  tunender  has  been  made,  for  any  other  crime 
or  on  account  of  any  other  matters  than  those  for 
which  the  extradition  shall  have  taken  place. 

'1  hid  stipulation  does  not  opply  to  crimes  com- 
mitted after  the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VII  r. 

The  rfquisition  for  extradition  shall  be  made 
through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Partie?  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an  accused 
person  must  be  ticcorap  .nied  I  y  a  warrant  of  ai  rest 
issued  by  the  competent  authority  of  tb<-  State 
requiring  tne  e.xlradilion,  and  by  such  evidence  as, 
according  to  the  laws  cf  tho  place  where  the  accused 
is  fo  ^nd,  woul  l  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime  had 
been  committed  there. 

If  the  requisilim  relates  to  a  person  already 
convicted,  it  m'lst  be  accompanied  by  the  sentence 
of  condemnatio'i  passed  against  the  convicted  person 
by  the  competent  Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  i  xtradition 

A  re.juisition  for  extradition  cannot  be  founded 
on  seotences  passed  in  conium'iciam, 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  competent 
authorities  ot  the  State  applied  to  shall  proceed  to 
the  arrest  of  the  fugitive. 

''  he  prisoner  is  then  to  be  brought  before  a 
competent  magistrate,  who  is  to  examine  him,  and 
to  c  ;nduct  the  2)ieliminai'y  investigation  of  the  case, 
just  as  if  the  aiiprehension  had  taken  place  for  a 
Clime  committed  in  the  same  country. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  extradition  shall  not  take  place  before  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  days  from  the  apprehension, 
and  then  only  if  the  evidence  be  found  sufficient, 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  applied  to,  either 
to  ju.-tify  the  committal  of  the  prisoner  for  trial, 
incase  the  crime  had  been  committed  in  the  terii- 
toiy  of  the  said  St;ite,  or  to  prove  that  the  prisoner 
is  the  identical  person  convicted  by  the  Courts  of 
the  State  which  m.ikes  the  requisition. 

ARTICLE  XL 

In  the  examinations  which  they  have  to  make  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations,  the  au 
ihorities  of  the  State  applied  to  shall  admit  as 
entirely  valid  evidence  the  tworn  depositions  or 
s  atenients  of  wit:  esses  taken  in  the  other  State,  or 
copies  thereof,  and  likewise  the  warrants  and  sen-  - 
tences  issued  therein,  provided  such  documents  are 
signed  or  certified  by  a  Judge,  magistrate,  or  officer 
of  such  State,  and  are  aiithenticated  by  the  oath  of 
some  witnesses,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official 
seal  of  the  Minister  of  .lustice  or  some  other  Minister 
of  State. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  the  extradition  be  not 
produced  within  two  mont  js  from  the  date  or  the 
apprehension  of  the  fugitive,  he  shiU  be  set  at 
liberty. 


ARTICIE  XIII. 

All  articles  seized,  which  were  in  the  possession 
of  the  person  to  be  surrenderel  at  the  time  of 
his  apprehension,  shall,  if  the  competent  authority 
of  the  State  applied  to  for  the  extradition  has 
ordered  the  delivery  thereof,  be  given  up  when 
the  extradition  takee  place,  and  the  said  delivery 
shall  extend  not  merely  to  the  stolen  articles,  but 
to  everything  which  may  serve  as  a  proof  of  the 
crime. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  airest  and  maintenance  of  the  person 
to  be  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  till  placed 
on  board  ship  :  they  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such 
expenses  ihemselves. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  tha  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  cri- 
minal who  has  taken  refuge  in  any  of  such  Colonies 
or  foreign  possessions  shall  be  made  to  the  Governor 
or  Chief  auil;  i;i.y  ot  such  Colony  or  possession  by 
the  chief  Consul  ir  officer  of  Hayti  in  such  Colony  or 
possession. 

fcuch  requisitions  may  be  disposed  of  subject 
always,  as  nearly  9&  may  be,  to  the  \  revisions  of  this 
Treaty,  by  the  said  Government  or  chief  authority, 
who,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  either  to  grant  the 
surrender,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  his  Government. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however,  be  at  liberty 
to  make  special  arrangements  in  the  British  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Haytian 
criminals,  who  may  take  refuge  within  such  Colonies 
and  foreign  possessions,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive 
criminal  from  any  Colony  or  foreign  possession  of 
11  er  Britannic  Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the  preseut 
Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  ten  days 
after  its  publication,  in  conformity  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties.  It  may  bo  terminated  by  either  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parlies,  but  sh  dl  remain  in  force  for  six 
months  after  notice  has  been  given  for  its  termina- 
tion. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  of  Hayti  engages  to 
apply  to  the  Senate  for  the  necessary  authorization 
to  give  effect  to  the  present  Treaty,  itiimediately 
after  its  meeting. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed 
thereto  tlie  seals  of  their  arms.

WHEREAS  a  contagious  disease  affecting  cattle 
and  other  animals  prevails  in  many  parts  of 
Europe,  and  it  is  expedient,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  same  into  Canada,  that  the  im- 
portation of  cattle  and  certain  other  animals  be 
subjected  to  restriction  and  regulati'^n=i,— 

His  Excellency,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  passed  in  the  32nd  and  33rd  year 
of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  res- 
'•  pecting  contagious  diseases  affecting  animals," 
has  bsen  pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations, 
that  is  to  say  : 

1.  From  and  after  the  25th  day  of  April  instant, 
the  importation  into  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick  and  Quebec,  of  live  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine,  coming  from  Europe,  shall  be  prohibited, 
except  at  the  ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John,  N.B.,  and 
Quebec. 

a.  All  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  arriving  in  Canada 
through  either  of  the  said  Ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John 
or  Quebec  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  officers 
who  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  such  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  any  such  officer,  either  be  permit- 
ted to  enter  or  be  detained  in  quarantine,  at  such 
place  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Quarantine  Officer,  until  duly  discharged  there, 
from. 

HI.  The  inspecting  officers  shall  visit  the  boats, 
ships,  vessels,  cars  or  vans,  and  the  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine  coming  into  the  said  ports,  and  superintend 
the  landing  of  such  animals,  and  order  them  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  case  to  be  allowed 
free  entry,  or  to  be  conveyed  to  the  grounds  assigned 
for  quarantine,  and  shall  also  superintend  the  landing 
and  disposal  of  fodder,  litter,  blankets,  troughs  and 
other  objects  having  been  used  by  or  for  the  said 
animals. 

IV.  The  animals  thus  subjected  to  quarantine  shall 
be  treated  and  dealt  with  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspecting  Officer,  and  the  articles  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  said  animals,  shall  be  in  like  manner 
employed  in  their  care  and  maintenance,  under  the 
same  direction  and  supervision. 

V.  Should  it  be  found  necessary  to  destroy  any  ot 
the  said  animals,  or  all  or  any  portion  of  the  articles 
used  in  the  care  of  the  said  animals,  such  destruction 
shall  take  place  under  the  orders  and  supervision  of 
the  superintending  officer,  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  him,  but  not  unless  permission  to  that 
effect  has  been  previously  given  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture. 

VI.  The  Officers  appointed  to  carry  out  the  law 
and  the  foregoing  Regulations,  shall  have  free  access 
to  any  boat,  ship,  vessel^  car,  van,  or  to  any  place 
where  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  ioiported  from  Europe 
may  be  found,  in  order  to  inspect  the  same,  and 
under  instt notions  from  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
deal  with  infected  animals  and  the  articles  em- 
ployed in  their  service,  in  the  manner  contemplated 
by  the  Act,  under  the  penalties  prescribed  thereby 
against  any  person  contravening  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  or  of  any  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

The;  said  Inspectors  or  Officers  may,  if  it  be 
deemed  necessary,  order  the  cleansing  and  purifying 
of  any  infected  place,  vehicle  or  other  article  so 
inspected,  and  direct  such  precautionary  measures 
to  be  taken,  as  may  by  him  or  them  be  considered 
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advisable,  pending  the  deci  ion  of  tlio  Ministe-  (  f 
Agriculture  as  to  their  ultimate  disposal. 

VII.  The  expense  of  feeJing,  attending  to,  and  of 
providing  for  any  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  detained  in 
quarantine  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  thereof, 
with  the  exception  of  that  for  the  use  of  grounds 
and  shelters  ;  and  such  cost,  if  inc  u-red  by  the 
inspector  of  Quarantine  shall,  in  the  event  of  the 
owner  failing  to  comply  with  the  said  Inspector's 
requisition,  be  paid  before  the  animals  are  permitted 
to  leave  the  quarantine,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or 
neglect  to  pay  the  same,  th3  Inspector  shall,  on 
being  so  ordered  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
cause  the  said  animals  to  be  sold  to  meet  the  said 
cost,  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  handed  over  to  the 
owner. 

VIII.  The  Quarantine  shall  be  under  the  cire  and 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  OtHcers  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  who  shall  have  the  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  servants  or  other  persons,  and  of  all 
other  matters  connected  therewith.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

For  the  government  of  the  Port  of  Lunenburg,  in  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  under  the  Acts  35  Vic, 
chap.  9  and  38  Vict.  chap.  30,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  office  of  Harbour  Master  for  the 
said  Port. 

EoLB  1. — No  vessel  to  be  anchored,  so  as  to  swmg 
at  her  anchors  nearer  to  any  wharf  than  two  hundred 
yards,  excepting  for  the  purpose  of  coming  to,  or 
leaving  a  wharf  or  in  removmg  from  one  wharf  to 
another,  and  then  not  to  remain  any  longer  than 
necessary  ior  such  purpose  unless  from  stress  of 
weather  or  other  unavoidable  cause  to  be  judged  of 
by  the  Harbour  Master, 

Rule  2. — All  vessels  anchored  for  the  purpose  of 
being  laid  up  on  the  western  side  of  the  iJ  arbour 
must  be  so  anchored  as  not  to  swing  to  the  eastward 
of  an  imaginary  line  from  the  point  of  Selig's  head  to 
the  western  corner  of  Lindsay's  wharf,  and  all  vessels 
anchored  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  up  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Harbour  must  be  so  anchored, 
as  not  to  swing  to  the  westward  of  an  imaginary 
line  from  the  willow  trees  on  Battery  Point,  to  the 
eastern  corner  of  Finck's  wharf. 

Rule  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbour 
Master  of  the  said  port,  in  person  or  by  deputy 
authorized,  to  go  on  board  of  every  ship  or  vessel  of 
the  burden  of  fif  ty  tons  (register  tonnage)  and  upwards 
which  shall  arrive  within  the  port  of  Lunenburg 
within  twelve  hours  after  the  arrival  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  to  see  that  she  is  moored  only  m  such  a 
manner  or  position  as  shall  be  assigned  to  her  by 
these  Regulations  ;  and  it  shall  lawful  far  such 
Harbour  Master  to  ask,  demand  ;  nd  receive  as  a 
cornpensation  for  his  services,  according  to  the

-TTJ'HEREASa  contagious  disease  afiecting  cattle 
\  \  and  other  animals  prevails  in  many  parts  of 
Europe,  and  it  is  expedient,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  same  into  Canada,  that  the  im- 
portation of  cattle  and  certain  other  animals  be 
subjected  to  restriction  and  regulations, — 

His  Excellency,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  passed  in  the  32nd  and  33rd  year 
of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  res. 

pecting  contagious  diseases  affecting  animala, ' ' 
has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations, 
that  is  to  say  : 

1.  From  and  after  the  25th  day  of  April  instant, 
the  importation  into  the  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick  and  Quebec,  of  live  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine,  coming  from  Europe,  shall  be  prohibited, 
except  at  the  ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John,  N.B.,  and 
Quebec. 

IL  AH  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  arriving  in  Canada 
through  either  ot  the  said  Ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John 
or  Quebec  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  officers 
who  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  such  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  any  such  officer,  either  be  permit- 
ted to  enter  or  be  detained  in  quarantine,  at  such 
place  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Quarantine  Officer,  until  duly  discharged  there- 
from. 

in.  The  inspecting  officers  shall  visit  the  boats, 
ships,  vessels,  cars  or  vans,  and  the  cattle^  sheep  and 
swine  coming  into  the  said  ports,  and  superintend 
the  landing  oi  such  animals,  and  order  them  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  case  to  be  allowed 
free  entry,  or  to  be  conveyed  to  the  grounds  assigned 
for  quarantine,  and  shall  also  superintend  the  landing 
and  disposal  of  fodder,  litter,  blankets,  troughs  and 
other  objects  having  been  used  by  or  for  the  said 
ftnimals. 

IV.  The  animals  thus  subjected  to  quarantine  shall 
be  treated  and  dealt  with  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspecting  Officer,  and  the  articles  used  in  connec- 
ticn  with  the  said  animals,  shall  be  in  like  manner 
employed  in  their  care  and  maintenance,  under  the 
same  direction  and  supervision. 

V.  Should  it  be  found  necessary  to  destroy  any  of 
the  said  animals,  or  all  or  any  portion  of  the  articles 
used  in  the  care  of  the  said  animals,  such  destruction 
shall  take  place  under  the  orders  and  supervision  of 
the  superintending  officer,  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  him,  but  not  unless  permission  to  that 
effect  has  been  previously  given  by  the  Mmister  of 
Agriculture. 

VI.  The  Officers  appointed  to  carry  out  the  law 
and  the  foregoing  Regulations,  shall  have  free  access 
to  any  boat,  ship,  vessel^  car,  van,  or  to  any  place 
where  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  imported  from  Europe 
may  be  found,  in  order  to  inspect  the  same,  and 
under  instiuctions  from  the  Minis  I  er  of  Agriculture, 
deal  with  infected  animals  and  the  articles  em- 
ployed in  their  service,  in  the  manner  contemplated 
by  the  Act,  under  the  penalties  prescribed  thereby 
against  any  person  contravening  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  or  of  any  Regulations  made  thereunder.

73.  Every  Applicant  for  a  Bill  of  Divorce  is  required 
to  give  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  and  to  speci- 
fy from  whom  and  for  what  cause,  by  advertisements 
during  six  months  in  the  "  Official  Gazette,"  and  in 
two  newspapers  published  in  the  District,  in  Quebec, 
or  County,  or  Union  of  Counties  in  the  other  Provin- 
ces, where  such  applicant  usually  resided,  at  the  time 
of  the  separation,  or  if  the  requisite  number  of 
papers  cannot  be  found  therein,  then  in  the  adjoin- 
ing District,  or  County,  or  Union  of  Counties.

WHEREAS  a  contagious  disease  aSecting  cnttle 
and  other  animals  prevails  in  many  parts  of 
Europe,  and  it  is  expedient,  in  order  lo  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  same  into  Canada,  that  the  im- 
portation of  cattle  and  certain  other  animals  be 
subjected  to  restriction  and  reguhiti"ns, — 

His  Excellency,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  passed  in  the  32nd  and  33rd  yenr 
of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  and  intituled  "  An  Act  n^s- 
'•  pecting  contagious  disenses  jifFecting  animal-," 
has  been  pleased  to  inske  tlie  following  regulations, 
that  is  to  say  : 

L  From  and  after  the  25th  day  of  April  instant, 
the  importation  into  the  Frovinces  of  Nova  Scotia, 
New  Brunswick  and  Quebec,  of  live  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine,  coming  from  Europe,  shall  be  prohibited, 
except  at  the  ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John,  N.B.,  and 
Quebec. 

II.  All  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  .arriving  in  Canada 
through  either  of  the  said  Ports  of  Halifax,  St.  John 
or  Quebec  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  officers 
who  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  such  cattle,  sLeep  and  swine  may,  iu 
the  discretion  of  any  such  officer,  either  be  permit- 
ted to  enter  or  be  detained  in  quarantine,  at  such 
place  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Quarantine  Officer,  until  duly  dischfrged  there- 
from. 

ni.  The  inspecting  officers  shall  isit  tlie  boats, 
ships,  vessels,  cars  or  vans,  and  the  cattle^  sheep  and 
swine  coming  into  the  said  ports,  and  superintend 
the  landing  of  such  animals,  and  order  them  accord 
ing  to  the  requirements  of  the  case  to  be  allowed 
free  entry,  or  to  te  conveyed  to  the  grounds  assigned 
for  quarantine,  and  shall  also  superintend  thf  landing 
and  disposal  of  fodder,  litttr,  blankets,  troughs  and 
other  objects  having  been  used  by  or  for  the  said 
animals. 

•  IV.  The  animals  thus  subjected  to  quarantine  shall 
be  treated  and  dealt  with  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspecting  Officer,  and  the  articles  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  said  animals,  shall  be  in  like  manner 
employed  in  their  care  and  m<  in  tenance,  under  the 
same  direction  and  supervision. 

V.  Should  it  be  found  necessary  to  destroy  any  of 
the  said  animals,  or  all  or  any  portion  of  the  articles 
used  in  the  care  of  the  said  animals,  such  destruction 
shall  take  place  under  the  orders  and  supervision  of 
the  superintending  officer,  and  iti  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  him,  but  not  unless  permission  to  that 
effect  has  been  previously  given  by  the  Mmister  of 
Agricultme. 

VI.  The  Officers  appointed  to  cany  out  the  law 
and  the  foregoing  Regulations,  shall  have  free  access 
to  any  boat,  ship,  vessel,  car,  van,  or  to  any  place 
where  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  i  i. potted  from  Euroj  e 
may  be  found,  in  order  to  inspect  the  same,  and 
under  insttuctions  from  the  Minisier  of  Agriculture, 
deal  with  infected  animals  at.d  the  articles  er^i- 
ployed  in  their  service,  in  the  manner  coivemplated 
by^he  Act,  under  the  penalties  prescniied  thereby 
a^nstany  person  contravening  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  or  of  any  Regulations  made  thereunder.

ACTIVE  MILITIA. 


Regulations  for  the  Annual  Drill  of  2  7G-77 
Dominion  op  Canada. 

In  order  to  bring  the  expenditure  for  drill  and 
training  the  Active  Militia,  for  the  years  1876-77, 
within  the  appropriation  made  by  Parliament,  the 
strength  of  the  force  to  be  drilled  and  paid  for  that 
year,  has  been  I'mited  by  Order  in  Council,  to  23,003 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  and 
1,420  horses,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  eight  days 

As  the  nominal  strength  of  the  Active  Militia 
is  in  excess  of  the  number  which  can  bs  paid,  and 
as  it  is  not  desirable  to  reduce  the  strength  of  corps 
below  thot  established  for  the  drill  and  training  of 
the  year  1875-76,  viz  -  42  non-cDmmissioned  officers 
and  men,  including  staif  sergeant?  and  bandsmen — 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  sslection  by  lot  of 
the  corp3  which  may  diill  in  the  different  districts, 
each  district  being  allotted  its  full  quota  in  propor- 
tion to  the  total  strength  of  all  the  corps  therein. 

The  annual  drill  of  all  corps  (except  Field  Bat- 
teries of  Artillery)  authorized  for  that  purpose,  will 
therefore  be  for  eight  days,  and  the  same  may  be 
cirried  out  at  the  Head  Quarters  of  corps,  on  differ- 
ent days  as  may  be  most  convenient,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Deputy  Adj  itant  General  of  the 
District.  Jn  all  such  cases,  no  allowances  will  be 
m  tde  for  rations  or  forage,  and  the  pay  will  be  for 
officers,  one  dollar ;  and  non  commissioned  officers 
and  men,  fifty  cents  per  diem.

In  the  selections  from  c:>rps  for  drill.  Field  Batte- 
ries of  Artillery  are  to  be  first  taken,  then  the 
number  required  to  complete  the  quota  authorized, 
IS  to  be  made  up  from  corps  of  the  other  arms,  in 
proportion  to  the  strength  of  each. 

The  Deputy  Adjutant  General  in  each  district, 
will  see  that  the  expenditure  for  drill  is  kept  within

The  officers,  non-commissioned  ofticers,  gunners  and 
drivers  will  be  paid  for  the  days  they  are  actually 
present  in  camp  as  follows : — The  othcers  and  non- 
oommisBioned  officers,  the  pay  of  their  ranks,  the 
gunners  and  drivers  at  the  rate  of  sixty  cents,  and 
tor  horses  one  dollar  per  diem.  Eations  and  forage

disposed  of  at  a  future  period  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  Railway,  that  in  view  of  avoiding 
possible  difficulties  with  person-s  taking  up  land 
upon  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line,  as  surveyed,  to 
the  webtward  of  the  Battle  River,  it  is,  in  his  opinion, 
expedient  to  extend  the  reserve  authorized  by  the 
Order  in  Council,  in  that  behalf,  dated  the  28th  Feb- 
ruary  last,  and  recommending  therefore  that  the 
lands  for  20  miles  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  the 
railway,  from  a  point  20  miles  westerly  of  the  Battle 
River  to  Jasper  House  in  the  "  Yellow  Head  "  Pass 
through  the  Rocky  Mountains,  be  withdrawn  accord- 
ingly.

On  a  Memorandum  dated  21st  h  ebruary,  1876,  from 
the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  reporting

That  the  late  Surveys  for  the  Canadian  Pacific  Elail- 
way  and  the  construction  of  the  Telegraph  line,  have 
developed  the  fact  that  the  crossing  of  the  Battle 
Kiver  some  250  miles  West  of  Fort  Pelly,  possesses 
epecial  advantages  as  a  site  for  a  Town. 

That  the  Battle  River  is  said  to  be  175  feet  across, 
in  low  water,  with  a  depth  of  12  feet,  and  is  believed 
to  be  navigable  for  many  miles  towards  its  source. 

That  the  soil  in  the  vicinity  is  excellent,  and  the 
country  generally  eligible  for  settlement,  and  the 
general  position  is  central  and  convenient  for  the 
Territories. 

That  in  view  of  the  above,  he  recommands  that  a 
block  four  miles  square,  making  in  all  a  block  of  16 
square  miles,  be  reserved  at  such  a  point  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  junction  of  the  Battle  and  the  Siskat- 
chewan  Rivers  as  may  be  found  most  convenient  for

On  a  Memorandum  dated  21  st  h  ebruary,  1876,  from 

ihe  Hon.  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  reporting

That  the  late  Surveys  for  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way and  the  construction  of  the  Telegraph  line,  have 
developed  the  iact  that  the  crossing  ol'  the  Battle 
River  some  250  miles  West  of  Fort  Pel'y,  possesses 
special  advantages  as  a  site  for  a  Town. 

That  the  Battle  Kiver  is  said  to  be  175  feet  across, 
in  low  watei',  with  a  depth  of  12  feet,  and  is  believed 
to  be  navigable  for  many  miles  towirds  its  source. 

That  the  soil  in  the  vicinity  is  excellent,  and  the 
country  generally  eligible  for  settlement,  and  the 
general  position  is  central  and  convenient  for  the 
Territories. 

That  In  view  of  the  above,  he  recommands  that  a 
block  four  miles  square,  making  in  all  a  block  of  16 
square  miles,  be  reserved  at  such  a  point  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  junction  of  the  Battle  and  the  Saskat- 
chewan Rivers  as  may  be  found  most  convenient  for 
a  Town  site.  •  *  *  He  further  recom 
mends  that  the  lands  for  20  miles  on  both  sides  of

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  INSPECTION 
OF  FISH  OILS  IN  THIS  COLONY. 

(Passed  26th  April,  1876  ) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly,  in  Legislative  Session  convened,  as 
follows :  — 

I.  — The  Governor  in  council  may  appoint  Inspec- 
tors of  Fish  Oils  and  of  Casks  containing  the  same, 
who  shall  give  bonds  in  the  Btini  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  with  two  securities  in  the  sum  of  one  hund  ed 
dollars  each,  to  her  Majes  y,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  ;  and  they  shall  be  sworn 
before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  faithtully  to  perform 
the  same. 

II,  — The  Inspectors  shall  provide  themselves  with 
proper  branding  irons  or  stencil  plates,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  branding  or  stencilling  such  Casks  as  may  by 
them  be  inspected,  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

III,  — The  inspecting,  cl  ssing,  and  branding  or 
stencilling  of  any  Fish  Oil,  shall  be  done  in  the 
presence  and  sight  of  an  Inspector. 

IV.  — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors  to  see 
that  all  kinds  of  Fish  Oil  submitted  to  them  for 
inspection,  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of  every 
kind,  and  con  tamed  in  good,  tight,  and  substantial 
packages. 
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v.— All  Fish  Oil,  intended  for  exportation  to  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  shall  be  inspected  and  branded, 
or  marked  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  a  certificate  stating  the  quality  thereof  so 
inspected,  shall  be  granted  by  the  Inspector,  free  of 
cost. 

VI.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall,  by  regulations 
or  orders,  fix  and  have  in  charge  the  Standard  of 
Fish  Oils  in  Newfoundland,  and  ttie  same  shall  be 
classified  and  branded  or  marked  according  to  such 
Standard,  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  Whale  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of 
every  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such,  with 
the  class,  according  to  quality,  appointed  by 
Stai.dard.  If  number  One,  "Pale;  "  if  number 
Two,  "  Straw  j  "  if  number  Three,  Brown." 

(2.)  Seal  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  ol 
every  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such,  with 
the  quality  per  Standard.     If  number  One,  i 
"  Pale ;  "  if  number  Two,  "  Tinged  ;  "  il  number 
Three,  "Straw;"  If  number  Four.  "Brown;", 
if  number  Five,  "  Dark  Brown."  | 

(3.)  Porpoise  Oil  and  Pothead  Oil  shall  be  free 
from  adulteration  of  every  kind,  and  shall  be 
branded  according  to  its  respective  description, 
with  the  quality  per  Standard.  If  number  One, 
"  Pale  ;  "  if  number  Two,  "  St)aw;  "  if  number 
Three.  "Brovm." 

(4.)  Cod  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of 
every  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such.  First 
quality  "A;  "  second  quality  "B." 

(5.)  Cod  Liver  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration 
of  erery  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such. 
First  quality  <*  A;  "  second  quality  "B." 

(6.)  Herring  and  all  other  Fish  Oils  shall  be  branded 
as  such.  First  quality  "  A; "  second  quality  '<  B  " 

VII.  -  Casks  containing  Fish  Oils  shall  be  scribed 
or  branded  with  such  quality  :  the  month  and  two 
last  figures  of  the  year  when  inspected,  the  initials 
of  the  Christian  Name,  or  Names,  and  the  entire 
Surname  of  the  Inspector,  the  place  of  inspection, 
and  the  word  "Newfoundland." 

VIII.  The  designation  "Fish  Oils"  in  this  Act, 
Bl  all  include  Whale,  Seal,  Porpoise,  Pothead,  Cod, 
Cod  Liver,  Herring,  and  all  other  kinds  of  Oils 
derived  from  Fishes  and  jMarine  Anim'Us. 

IX  —Every  Inspector  who  shall  inspect  and  brand 
or  mark  any  Cask  or  Package  of  Fish  uil,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  m-  j 
titled  to  Fees  at  ihe  following  rates,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  the  person  who  shall  have  employed  him  : — 
(1.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Puncheon 

of  Oil,  Eight  Cents. 
(2.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Hogshead 

of  Oil,  six  cents. 
(3.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Tierce  of 

Oil,  four  cents. 
(4.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Barrel  or 

smaller  Package  of  Oil,  four  cents. 
(5.)  The  foregoing  rate  shall  be  exclusive  of 
cooperage,  labor,  and  storage,  employed  or 
used  in  connection  with  such  inspection. 

X.  -  Any  person  who  shall  in  any  way  tamper  with 
any  Cask  or  Package  containing  Oil,  or  intermix  or 
adulterate  any  Oil  therein  when  such  Cask  shall 
have  been  branded  or  marked  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
take  thereout  any  Oil,  except  for  purposes  of  sam- 
pling, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Twenty  Dollars  for  every  such  Cask  or  Package. 

XI.  — If  the  Inspector  shall  brand  or  mark  any 
Cask,  the  contents  of  which  he  has  not  duly  in- 
Bpected,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  if 
he  shall  permit  any  other  person  to  use  his  brands 
or  marks,  in  violation  or  evasion  thereof,  such  In- 
spector and  other  person  so  ofiending,  shall  each  for- 
feit and  pay,  for  every  Cask  to  branded  or  marked, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Dollars;  and  such  In- 
spector shall  be  removed  from  his  office.

XIII.  — Any  Inspector  granting  a  Certificate  for 
Oil  which  he  shall  not  have  personally  inspected, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  tried 
and  convicted  in  a  summary  manner  before  a  Stipen- 
diary Magistrate,  and  shall,  on  conviction,  be  subject 
to  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceeding  Six 
months,  or  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars;  and  any  person  subject  to  impiisonment  or 
fine  under  this  Section,  may  appeal  from  the  judg- 
ment or  order  of  such  Magistrate  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  on  giving  sufficient  security  to  prosecute 
such  appeal,  and  to  abide  by  and  perform  the  order 
or  decree  of  the  said  Court  thereon.  And  on  the 
hearing  of  such  appeal,  such  Court  may  admit  other 
evidence  than  that  adduced  before  the  Magistrate, 
and  may  confirm,  vary,  or  set  aside  the  judgment  of 
such  Magistrate,  and  make  such  order  as  to  the  ex- 
ecution of  any  judgment  as  to  such  Court  may  seem 
merit.

Copy  of  a  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  Honorable 
the  Privy  Council  approved  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  22nd  April, 
1876. 

On  a  memorandum  dated  2 1st  April,  1876,  from 
the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  statmg,  with 
reference  to  the  question  of  the  withdrawal  of  lands 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  from  ordinary  sale  and  settlement,  to  be 
disposed  of  at  a  future  period  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  Railway,  that  in  Tiew  of  avoiding 
possible  difficulties  with  persons  taking  up  land 
upon  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line,  as  surveyed,  to 
the  westward  of  the  Battle  River,  it  is,  in  his  opinion, 
expedient  to  extend  the  reserve  authorized  by  the 
Order  in  Council,  in  that  behalf,  dated  the  28th  Feb- 
ruary last,  and  recommending  therefore  that  the 
lands  for  20  miles  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  the 
railway,  from  a  point  20  miles  westerly  of  the  Battle 
River  to  Jasper  House  in  the  "Yellow  Head"  Pass 
through  the  Rocky  Mountains,  be  withdravm  accord- 
ingly.

ExTRAOi  from  a  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  Hon- 
orable the  Privy  Council,  approved  by  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the 
28th  February,  1876. 

On  a  Memorandum  dated  21  st  February,  1876,  from 
the  Hon.  the  Mmister  of  the  Interior,  reporting 
•  «  * 

That  the  late  Surveys  for  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way and  the  construction  of  the  Telegraph  line,  have 
developed  the  fact  that  the  crossing  of  the  Battle 
River  some  250  miles  West  of  Fort  Pelly,  possesses 
special  advantages  as  a  site  for  a  Town. 


That  the  Battle  River  is  said  to  be  175  feet  across, 
m  low  wate:',  with  a  depth  of  12  feet,  and  is  believed 
to  be  navigable  for  many  miles  towards  its  source. 

That  the  soil  in  the  vicinity  is  excellent,  and  the 
country  generally  eligible  for  settlement,  and  the 
general  position  is  central  and  convenient  for  the 
Territories. 

That  in  view  of  the  above,  he  recommands  that  a 
block  four  miles  square,  makmg  in  all  a  block  of  16 
square  miles,  be  reserved  at  such  a  point  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  junction  of  the  Battle  and  the  Saskat- 
chewan Rivers  as  may  be  found  most  convenient  for 
a  Town  site.  *  *  *  He  further  recom- 
mends that  the  lands  for  20  miles  on  both  sides  of 
the  telegraph  line,  as  laid  out,  extending  from  a 
point  20  miles  westerly  of  Fort  Pelly  to  a  point  20 
miles  westerly  of  the  mouth  of  the  Battle  River  be 
withdrawn  for  the  present  from  sale  or  settlement, 
as  an  extension  of  the  reserve  already  set  apart  in 
connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Pacific 
Railway.

The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  "  The  Nferchant  Shipping  A«t 
Amendment  Act,  I8C2,"  it  is  enacted,  that 
whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that 
the  rules  concerning  the  measurement  of  tonnage  of 
merchant  ships  for  the  time  being  in  force  under  the 
principal  Act  have  been  adopted  by  the  Government 
of  any  foreign  country  and  are  in  force  in  that  coun- 
try, it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  Order  in 
Council^  to  direct  that  the  ships  of  such  foreign

!  e  It  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Legislative  Counoi' 
and  Assembly,  in  Legislative  Session  convened,  as 
follows :  — 

I.  — The  Governor  in  council  may  appoint  Inspec- 
tors of  Fish  Oils  and  of  Casks  containing  the  same, 
who  shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollais,  with  two  securities  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  eich,  to  her  Majes  y,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge (if  their  duties  ;  and  tiiey  shall  be  sworn 
befoiea  Justice  of  the  Peace  faithluUy  to  perform 
tiip  same. 

II  — Ih."  Inspectors  shall  provide  themselves  with 
prOi..er  brLindiug  irons  or  siencil  plates,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bi.mding  or  stencilling  such  Casks  as  may  by 
them  be  inspected,  pursumt  to  this  Act.

IV  ~  t  shall  be  ihe  duty  of  the  Inspectors  to  see 
lljat  all  kinds  of  Fish  Oil  submitted  to  them  for 
inspection,  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of  every 
kind,  and  contained  in  good,  tight,  and  substantial 
packages. 
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V.  -AU  Fish  Oil,  intended  for  exportation  to  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  shall  be  inspected  and  branded, 
or  marked  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  a  certificate  stating  the  quality  thereof  so 
inspected,  shall  be  granted  by  the  Inspector,  free  of 
cost. 

VI.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall,  by  regulations

(2.)  Seal  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of 
every  kind,  and  sha  1  be  branded  as  such,  with 
the  quality  per  Ptandard.  If  number  One, 
"  Pale ;  "  if  number  Two,  «  Tinged  ;  "  if  number 
Three,  "Straw;"  if  number  Four.  "Brown;" 
if  number  Five,  "  Dark  Brown." 

(3.)  Porpoise  Oil  and  Pothead  Oil  shall  be  free 
from  adulteration  of  every  kind,  and  shall  be 
branded  according  to  its  respective  description 
with  the  quality  per  Standard.  If  number  One, 
"  Pale ;  "  if  number  Two,  "  Straw;  "  if  number 
Three.  «< Brown." 

(4.)  Cod  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration  of 
every  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such.  First 
quality  "  A  ;  "  second  quality  "B." 

(5.)  Cod  Liver  Oil  shall  be  free  from  adulteration 
of  eveiy  kind,  and  shall  be  branded  as  such. 
First  quality  '« A;  "  second  quality  "B." 

(6.)  Herring  and  all  other  Fish  <  lils  shall  be  branded 
as  such.  First  quality  "  A ; "  second  quality  "  B  " 

VII.  -  Casks  containing  Fish  Oils  shall  be  scribed 
or  branded  with  such  quality :  the  month  and  two 
last  figures  of  the  year  when  inspected,  the  initials 
of  the  Christian  Name,  or  Names,  and  the  entire 
Surname  of  the  Inspector,  the  place  of  inspection, 
and  the  word  "Newfoundland." 

VIII.  The  designation  "Fish  Oils"  in  this  Act, 
shall  include  Whale,  Seal,  Porpoise,  Pothead,  Cod, 
Cod  Liver,  Herring,  and  all  other  kinds  of  Oils 
derived  fiom  Fishes  and  ilarine  Animxls. 

IX  —Every  Inspector  who  shall  inspect  and  brand 
or  mark  any  Cask  or  Package  of  Fish  uil,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  Fees  at  the  following  rates,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  the  person  who  shall  have  employed  him  : — 
(1.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Puncheon 

of  Oil,  Eight  Cents. 
(2.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Hogshead 

of  Oil,  six  cents. 
(3.)  For  inspecting  and  branding  each  Tierce  of 

Oil,  four  cents. 
(4.)  For  mspecting  and  branding  each  Barrel  or 

smaller  Package  of  Oil,  four  cents. 
(5.)  The  foregoing  rate  shall  be  exclusive  of 
cooperage,  labor,  and  storage,  employed  or 
used  in  connection  with  such  inspection. 

X.  Any  person  who  shall  in  any  way  tamper  with 
any  Cask  or  Package  containing  Oil,  or  intermix  or 
adulterate  any  Oil  therein  when  such  Cask  shall 
have  been  branded  or  marked  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
take  thereout  any  Oil,  except  for  purposes  of  sam- 
pling, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Twenty  Dollars  for  «very  such  .Cask  or  Package. 

XI.  — If  the  Inspector  shall  brand  or  mark  any 
Cask,  the  contents  of  which  he  has  not  duly  in- 
spected, according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  or  if 
he  shall  permit  any  other  person  to  use  his  brands 
or  marks,  in  violation  or  evasion  thertof,  such  In- 
spector and  other  person  so  offending,  shall  each  for- 
feit and  pay,  for  every  Cask  tO  branded  or  marked, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Dollars  ;  and  such  In- 
spector shall. be  removed  from  his  office. 


XII.  — -Penalties  by  this  Act  imposed,  may  be 
recovered  before  a  Stipendiary  Magistrate  in  a 
summary  way,  or  in  a  Court  of  Record,  and  shall  be 
paid  one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the  of  er  half 
to  the  Receiver  General  for  the  use  of  the  Colony.

1st.  Limits.

On  the  Quebec  side  ot  the  River  the  limits  shall 
e.\tend  Irom  the  Union  Suspension  Bridge  to  the 
Point  known  as  the  Haycock's  Point  and  on  which  a 
Saw  Mill  has  been  recently  erected  by  Mes  rs.

2)1(1.  Landing  Stages  or  Wharoes. 

Suitable  landing  stages  or  wharves  must  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the  Lessee 
which  must  be  sale  and  available  at  all  states  of  the 
Kiver  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Inland  Reveuue.

The  main  deck  must  I  e  suitably  covered  to  protect 
passengers  from  the  weather.  Parties  tendering  are 
to  specify  the  dimensions  and  character  of  the 
proposed  boat,  the  power  of  the  Entwines  and 
whether  high  or  low  pressure. 

They  must  also  st  ite  the  propose  I  location  of  the 
landing  stages  and  the  manner  in  which  they  propose 
to  construct  them. 

4'A-  Number  of  Tnps. 

From  the  opening  to  the  close  of  navigation  the 
ferry  boat  shall  commence  running  daily,  Sundays 
excepted,  at  six  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  sha  1  continue  to 
cross  from  each  side  three  times  every  hour  thei  eaf- 
ter  until  eight  o'clock  p.  m.  Earlier  or  I  iter  trips  to 
be  made  at  the  option  ot  the  lessee,  except  from 
lUth  June  to  10th  October  when  four  trips  must  be 
made  in  each  hour.
